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REPORT. 


To  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

■Kie  Western  Houise  of  Refuge  for  Wonien  was  opened  for  the 
reception  of  inmates  December  18, 1893. 

The  institution  is  located  on  the  outskirts  of  the  village  of  Al- 
bion, Orleans  county,  on  the  Niagara.  Falls  branch  of  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  Biver  railroad. 

It  is  established  on  the  Cottage  Plan,  and  has  a  capacity  of 
150  inmates.    A  farm  of  76  acres  is  tilled  for  the  institution. 

The  buildings,  10  in  number,  are  located  in  a  separate  plot  of 
about  20  acres.  The  Ibuildings  are  built  of  brick,  in  a  plain,  sub- 
stantial manner,  two  stories^  attic  and  basemenit. 

The  group  consists  of  an  administration  building,  a  prison,  four 
cottages,  hospital,  laundry,  storeJhouse  and  boiler-house. 

The  institution  is  aibundantly  suppliedi  with  pure  water,  heated 
by  •steam  and  lighted  Ijy  electricifty.  Gas  is  also  proyided  for 
ligbting  and  for  use  in  the  laundry. 
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In  the  20-aope  plot,  beside  the  buil<Hngs  mentioned,  there  is  a 
large  kitehien  garden',  a  young  fruit  orchard,  grapery,  all  of  the 
small  fruits,  apple  trees  for  every  family,  besides  hundreds  of 
0hrubs^  shiade  and  ornamental  trees,  flowers  amd  rose-beda

Extraordinary  rei)airs  and  general  equipment 1,000  00 
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The  several  itemfi  otf  appropriaition  'herein'  asked  for  have  been 
approved  by  the  State  Board  olf  Dharitiee,  who  have  looked  inito 
and  understand  the  needis  of  the  institution. 

The  unequipped  cottages  <]mve  heretofiore  been  utilized'  as*  school 
and  industrial  'departments,  and  dlirin'^  winter  months  for  hos- 
pital purposes.  They  are,  'however,  no  longer  available  for  these 
purposes,  as  they  are  urgently  needed!  for  occupancy  and  further 
elafisification  of  inmaites. 

The  need  of  a  pig-pen  is  apparent,  if  we  would  turn  the  slope  of 
the  institution  to  account.  Heretofore  we  have  been  obliged  to 
either  sell  or  butcher  our  hogs  too  early  in  the  season  to  obtain 
the  best  results,  for  want  of  a  suitaible  plaJce  to  protect  the  pigis 
from  the  ooM.  ^ 

We  would  empha«ize  wtoat  has  already  been  steud  in  former  re- 
ports to  your  honorable  body  regarding  the  need  of  a  bam,  whioh 
will  ateo  serve  as  a  stable  and  carriage-'housa  A3  the  institution 
grows,  much  inoonveniencq  is  experienced  by  having  the  horses 
stabled  a  mile  from  the  premises,  so  that  neither  the  driver  or 
team  is  available  in  emergencies. 

An  ice-house  and  cold  storage  is  an  absolute  necessity  if  we 
would  purchase  our  meats  in  such  quantities  as  to  obtain  the  low- 
est market  quotations. 

The  disposal  of  the  sewage  of  the  institution  is  one  of  the  prob- 
lems to  be  solved  in  the  near  future. '  The  present  method  is  by 
gravitation,  the  volume  passing  under  the  canal  by  culvert  and 
spreading  over  adjoining  land  owned  by  private  citizens,  who,  very 
properly,  object  to  its  presen'ce. 

To  this  end  Mr.  Emil  Kuichling,  of  Rochester^  civil  engineer,  was 
invited'  to  come  to  Albion  and  make  a  survey  of  the  location.  The 
gentleman's  recommendations  are  in  substance  as  follows:  It  is  im- 
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perative  that  the  sewage  be  treated  in  such  maunerastobef  reef  ram 
foul  odors  at  all  times,,  aud  made  sanitary.  It  is  practically  impos- 
sible to  meet  these  requirements  with  the  usual  chemical  or  filtra- 
tion processes,  unless  the,  same  be  oonducted  with  extraordinary 
care  and  expense.  In  view  of  all  the  circumstances  the  only  feasi- 
ble plan  would  ^eem  to  ,be  pumping  the  sewage  to  more  or  less 
elevation  —  the  works  of  such  system  to  be  located  at  a  consider- 
able distance  from  any  habitation.  The  product  of  this  treatment 
would  be  utilized  to  enrich  the  farm  land. 

The  probable  .cost  of  a  plant  adapted  to  a  population  of  400 
would  not  exceed  |7,500,  itemized  as  follows: 
For  underground  work  on  screening  chamber^  sewage,

For  brick  building  over  chamber  and  pump  house 1,600  "00 

For  steam  pump  and  fittings 500  00 

For  grading  and  underdrainage  of  irrigation  beds 1^100  00

For  preliminary  topographies,  surveys  with  maps  and 

plans  of  the  proposed  work 600  00 

For  incidentals  of  construction,  inspection,  printing,

October  18, 1895,  Alice  E.  Ourtin  was  appointed  assistant  svper- 
intendent  of  the  institution.  Assuming  general  supervision  of 
schools,  her  initiative  work  was  to  reorganize  and  grade  that  de- 
partment. This  was  not  practicable  during  the  first  years,  owing  to 
general  illiteracy  in  the  pupil^s.  Most  excellent  work  has  been  done 
in  preparing  the  soil^  the  girls,  as  a  rule,  applying  themselves  with 
diligence  to  their  studies. 

At  this  time  the  Preece  system  of  physical  culture  was  adopted,

and  the  setting-up  exercises,  or  certain  numbers  of  them,  'which

had  been  practiced  heretofore,  abandoned. 

In  regard  to  the  school  work  I  can  only  reiterate  what  I  have 
been  saying  in  my  monthly  reports  dliring  the  year;  that  it  is 
crippled  to  the  point  of  discouragement  for  want  of  proper  facilities. 
But  fifty-four  girls  can  take  advantage  of  its  opportunities  out  of 
more  than  one  hundred  eligible,  mostly  in  sore  need  of  it.  Not  to 
look  beyond  the  present  as  a  disciplinary  measure,  we  can  not  afford 
to  be  patient,  and  under  the  circumstances  not  to  be  able  to  seize 
the  opportunity  to  inform  as  well  as  reform  the  mind  seems  little 
short  of  a  crime. 

These  young  women  can  not  be  benefited  by  simply  isolating  them 
from  the  world  for  a  longer  or  shorter  period,  unless  this  valuable 
opportunity  is  improved  by  instilling  useful  lessons.    The  mind 

I 
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must  be  stored  with  practical  knowledge  and  the  hand  trained  to 
exocnte  the  lessons  learned.  It  has  been  well  said  that  work  done 
with  the  hands  expresses  the  intelligence  of  the  worker.  The 
tongue  can  conceal  ignorance,  the  hands  never. 

Reformatories  for  men^  with  their  fine  military  system,  manual 
training  schools  and  expert  instructors,  are  abreast  of  the  age.  Not 
so  women's  reformatories,  especially  the  Western  Hotlse  of  Bef uge 
for  Women,  w^hich  lacks  every  thing  which  goes  to  maUe  a  good 
institution,  excepting  good  management. 

When  the  cottages  are  no  longer  available  there  will  be  no  place 
to  do  the  necessary  sewing  of  the  institution,  and  no  room  for  tech- 
nical  training  of  any  kind,  no  provision  having  been  made  in  any 
of  the  buildings  for  this  work.  Dressmaking  is  now  taught,  and 
classes  in  plain  and  fancy  sewing,  embroidery,  knitting  and  cro- 
cheting. Pour  separate  kitchens  give  practical  instructions  in 
cookery;  when  the  remaining  cottages  are  occupied  two  more  will 
be  added.  Other  branches  of  housework  are  carefully  taught  and 
pains  taken  to  teach  the  necessity  for,  and  the  best  method  of  thor- 
ough ventilation  and  hygenic  care  of  a  honse.  Laundering  is  taught 
by  hand  as  well  as  by  steam  power.  It  ha«  been  found  conven- 
ient, since  there  are  so  many  practically  idle  hands,  to  do  the  bulk 
of  the  work  by  hand.  As  this  method  was  not  originally  intended 
the  facilities  for  hand  work  are  not  quite  equal  to  the  requirements, 
but  by  using  power  for  the  heavier  work^  we  are  able  to  accomplish 
it.  The  engine  is  only  used  about  ten  hours  a  week,  which  i«  no 
small  saving  of  coal. 

As  the  office  work  increases  the  need  of  additions  to  your  ad- 
ministration building  is  forced  upon  us  evefy  day.  The  need  of 
accommodations  for  several  girls  in  this  building  is  urgently 
needed.    We  are  obliged  to  draw  upon  the  cottage  faiiiilies  for 
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necessary  domestio  help,  which,  under  the  circumBtances,  is  very 
limited.  They  must  be  escorted  back  and  forth  at  all  times,  after 
dark  and  before  day,  through  snow  drifts  and  bad  weather.  The 
same  need  as  heretofore  of  a  suitable  reception  room  for  the  rela- 
tives and  friends  of  the  girls  when  visiting  them  is  still  felt. 
These  visits  are  of  several  hours'  duration,  and  naturally  lunches 
play  a  prominent  part,  especially  when  the  younger  members  of 
the  family  come.  A  toilet  room  adjoining  is  also  very  necessary. 
All  the  available  space  on  the  first  floor  of  this  building  is  used' 
for  offices.  There  is  no  parlor,  library  or  reception  room  of  any 
des<"ription.  The  only  other  rooms  on  this  floor  are  the  dining 
room  and  kitchen,  the  latter  inconveniently  small. 

Members  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  have  made  the  usual 
visits  of  inspection.  President  of  the  board,  Mr.  William  Rhine- 
lander  Stewart,  of  New  York;  Dr.  E.  V.  Stoddard,  of  Rochester, 
and  Mj'.  Litchfield,  of  Brooklyn.  The  gentlemen  made  many  recom- 
mendations of  a  practical  nature  and  valuable  suggestions.  The 
Hon.  William  P.  Letchworth  visited  the  institution,  but  this  gentle- 
man did  not  inspect,  as  his  call  was  not  in  an  official  capacity. 

The  social  side  of  life  in  the  institution  for  many  reasons  is  not 
even  as  well  provided  for  as  the  practical.  We  are  mostly  depend- 
ent upon  our  own  resources  in  this  respect.  Our  friends  very  kind- 
ly help  us  in  this  way  when  they  can.  Such  an  occasion  was  the 
Easter  entertainment  volunteered  by  Miss  Cousins,  Mrs.  Rollins 
and  Mrs,  Taylor  of  Albion,  which  consisted  in  readings,  recitations^ 
vocal  and  violin  solos.  A  most  enjoyable  treat  to  the  entire  house- 
hold. 

Arbor  day  was  appropriately  observed,  when  Mr.  I.  M.  Thomp- 
son laid  us  under  further  obligations  by  treating  us  to  a  very  inter-, 
esting  talk  on  the  day  we  were  observing. 
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The  institntion  sent  a  very  fine  exhibit  to  our  coimty  fair  oj  work 
done  by  the  girls  during  the  year,  which  showed  more  plainly  than 
any  printed  rejwrt  the  advance  made  along  every  line.  The  schol- 
astic work  would  comj^are  favorably  with  that  done  under  more 
favorable  conditions  in  our  public  schools.  The  map  drawing,  pen- 
manship,  spelling  and  composition  were  creditable  productions 
and  received  favorable  notice. 

Machine  audi  hand  sewing,  both  plain  and  ornamental,  excelled 
in  execution  any  second  year  work  in  technical  schools.  Embroid- 
ery, crocheting^  and  plain  and  fancy  knitting  were  shown  which 
reflected  credit  on  teachers  and  pupils. 

The  dressmaking  department  was  well  represented  ,by  trimmed 
models,  which  showed  accurate  drafting,  good  designing  and  ar- 
tistic finish.  Want  of  time  prevented  practical  specimens  of  actual 
work  in  made-up  good& 

Laundering,  both  by  hand  and  3team  power,  was  so  well  done 
as  to  attract  special  notice.  Specimens  of  cookery  was  prepared, 
but  it  was  found  that  without  being  protected  from  flies  it  would 
practically  close  the  exhibit,  and  was,  therefore,  reluctantly  aban- 
doned.

All  of  13ie  legal  holidays,  and 
mamry  others  createid>  by  the  colony,  are  im)ad>e  pleasant  oooasionA 
of  socdall  intexfooorse.  "  Idterairy  evenlnigs  "  ini  the  sevexul  tbouse- 
liolds  we  feajtores  Kxf  ^ihe  home  life. 
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Im/pporements :  Withoat  extraordinary  ooitlay  oif  xmmesy  the 
property  ihias  ibeeai  kept  in  good  repair  am-d  wmkj  impiPoveBnentB 
misude.  The  isfxyrehouse  being  more  inoomy  fthiajn  "wtas  requlTed^  a 
part  was  taken  ;far  a  oappettilter's  fftiop  aaud'  adapted  to  this  use^ 
tli*erie  ihaT^ing  ibeen  no  ppovtision  nuade  in  "the  origLnial  iplant.  The 
boilier-lhioirae  floor,  oriiginially  of  briok,  wa;s  reMd  in  icemienit,  axid 
oithier  ittnprovements  to  the  buildinig  made.  The  miacMniery  of 
tlie  e^lefvtaltar  1©  the  'Petfnige,  \vfMioh  "wafli  inioonveniieDitly  plajoed'  nnder' 
the  noof,  was  placed  upon  it  and  ihoueed-  over,  anid  this  fitracture 
tmnied.  Im  the  6ejme  btrildiiDg  700  feet  otf  pinie  oei'latng  waa  put  up 
in  the  ^1^  ddnling^roofm;  800  feet  of  wainBCotlng  wais  pla;ced'  on 
tbipee  fliglhts  of  «ftaaJrway,  aoid  400  isquaire  yandis  oif  waill  painted 
three  ooalts  ini  oil  and  8tLppl<ed.  Slddteg  door<s  were  pilaleed'  in  the 
eleviaJtor  sihaft  on  two  floors,  and  on  the  thiiTd  floor  aoreened  in. 
VairioniB  otiher  improvemeinft'S  were  made,  as  rwell  as  repair®.  At 
the  adlmiLDiiistriQftkxDi  building  ^  dioor  was  cut  in  the  east  wall,  the 
waam  €tt;aB:reaise  iiaiised  two  (fee^t  to  adimiijt  of  thfs,  and'  an  8  x  15-foot 
piazza  put  up.  ^venlty-'flve  ^windowt  sksreenis  iweo^  imad<e  oax  the 
preomises  and  placeK),  and  many  repad'rs  and  ifmprovements  in 
the  cottages. 

On  the  grounds  the  work  kept  pace  with  that  of  the  build- 
ings. FouT  ^huawJred  feet  of  roadway  was  excavated,  fllledi  in  with 
9tone  49eveml  inicihes,  and  a  top  of  cindeir  to  the  depth  of  a  foot. 
Serenal  hundred  feet  <yi  flaggiaig  was  laid*  in  Tasiiioue  places  as 
the  coevenience  'and  improvement  of  the  property  demanded.  A 
great  aanount  of  ditcMng  was  f ouiud'  necessary  aibout  the  seyeral 
bu!i!ldang49  to  aisoertain  the  cauise  of  diampness  in  the  cellajns.  This 
was  found  to  ibe  ionperfect  oonnections  (between  the  ooodluictjor 
pdipes  arid  the  tile,  and  was  oorrected.    Twenty-«ix  sfhade  tree» 
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were  aet  ou*t  —  (UKaipIe.  One  liuu!d«ped  and  thdirtiy  evergreen  trees 
OD  the  west  fromt  of  the  property;  12  ^apple  tneeiB,  2  at  each  tomily 
oottage,  for  the  special  vae  of  tlhe  girls,   Flofwer  Ibeidls  everyw^here.

It  te  a  matter 
of  regret  thiat,  althiougth  the  room  in  the  oorfatage  is  mow  mnioih  too 
finmll  to  aooommiodate  all  the  girls  of  the  iiiBititntilon'y  thero  is,  as 
yet,  nio  otiher  iplace  available  fk>r  ^cihiool  pniipoees.  NotwiithstaDid- 
ing  all  the  dSfSiealtiies  onider  which  we  lalbor,  the  resralts  obtalmed 
biave  ibeen  ^aitiisfactory.  The  first  work  o(f  the  term  was  to  ptrop- 
erly  giriadie,  the  Bystem  used  beimg  that  adoipted  by  the  common 
schools  of  the  State.

From;  9  to  12  a.  on.  the  &isty 
second,  third  smi  (fonTith  grades  oeoupy  the  schoolTioiom,  and  f  nom 
1 :30  to  4 :30  p.  m.  the  fif^  sicsth  and  iseyeath  grades  'assemble. 
Girto  are  aHowed  to  take  their  ibooka  to  their  Tespeolive  homes, 
where,  during  their  ifree  time  they  may  prepare  their  lessoous  tor 
the  next  day.  Great  attentson  is  paid  to  reading  and  letter  writing. 
A  tefiBon  is  giren  errery  day  in  arithmetic,  language  and'  geography, 
and  in  oanfiieetianf  with  the  latter  map  drawing  is  taiig'ht.  It  is 
safe  to  ssuy  that  for  perfection  of  outline^  accuracy  of  locatjion, 
and  general  neiatness  of  lettering  and  Eftuading,  these  imapo  will 
compaire  with  any  work  of  the  kind  from  any  school.  Three  times 
a  week  oral  lesBOois  are  giTem  in  hiistoiy,  iphyflsrio^lo^  and  divil 
gOTennnent.  A  few  mdnurtes  every  day  are  devoted  to  writLag, 
the  •"  Ghrajpihie  Vertical "  hiaving  been  recently  introdtuoed. 

Aif tor  sdhool  the  girls  mapch  to  the  general  laisseimlbly  room, 
where  am.  instruotion  is  given  in  physical  culture,  the  old  oalis- 
theniw  esewiees  (being  enperseded  by  the  Preelce  system,  wfaicih 
not  only  developes  every  mniiscle,  ibut  teaches  habits  of  ease  and 
grace  of  movement,  more  easily  obtained  under  this  eycrtem,  as 
the  aecoonpanyiing  muaie  is  in  waltz  time. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  term,  very  pleasing  exerciseft  were  given 
by  the  adhlool  in  the  presen  ce  of  the  Board  of  Managens  and  oither 
friends  of  the  dnstltu^on.  The  mufiio  and  necitatianis  were  of  the 
Mghest  Older,  and  the  original  essays  called  fonth  mpch  merited 
praise.

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Laws  of  1896,  Relating  to  tlie  Western  House  of 

R^sfuge  for  Women. 


Chapter  646  relating  to  State  Charities,  article  9,  section)  146, 
reads  as  folloiws: 

OomiDsLtmeiitB:  Papers  furnished  by  oommitting  magistrate. — 
A  female  /between  the  ages  of  flf teen  and  twenty  years,  convicted 
by  any  magistrate  of  petit  larceny,  habitual  drunkenness,  of  being 
a  common  (prostitute,  of  frequenting  disorderly  houses,  or  honses 
of  prostitution,  or  of  a  misdemeanor^  and  who  is  not  insane,  nor 
mentally  oi»  physically  incapable  of  being  suibstantlally  benefited 
by  the  disciplinie  o^  such  institution,  may  be  sentenced  and  com- 
mitted to  the  Wesiem  House  of  Refuge  at  Albion.  The  term  of 
such  sentence  and  commitment  shall  be  five  years,  but  such  female 
may  be  sooner  discharged  therefrom  by  the  board  of  managers. 

Such  commitments  to  the  Western  House  of  Refuge  at  Albion 
shall  be  made  from  the  seventh  and  eighth  judicial  districts. 

The  |board  of  managers  of  such  institution,  shall  furnish  the 
several  county  clerks  of  the  State  with  suitable  blanks  for  the 
commitment  of  women  thereto. 

Such  county  clerks  shall  immediately  notify  the  magistrates  of 
their  respective  counties  of  the  reception  of  such  blanks  and  that 
upon  application  they  will  be  furnished  to  them. 

The  magistrate  committing  a  female  pursuant  to  this  section, 
shall  immediately  notify  the  superintendent  of  the  institution  to 
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which  the  eommitment  is  made  of  the  conviction  of  such  female, 
and  shall  cause  a  record  to  be  kept  of  the  name,  age,  birthplace, 
occupation,  previous  commitments,  if  any,  and  for  what  oflPenses; 
the  last  place  of  residence  of  auch  female,  and  the  particulars  of 
the  offense  for  which  she  is  committed.  A  copy  of  such  record 
shall  be  transmitted  with  the. warrant  of  commitment,  to  the 
superintendent  of  such  institution,  who  shall  cause  the  facts  stated 
therein,  and  such  other  facts  as  may  be  directed  by  the  board  of 
managers,  to  be  entered  in  a  book  of  record. 

Such  (magistrate  shall,  before  committing  any  such  female,  in- 
quire  into  and  determine  the  age  of  such  female  at  the  time  of 
eommitment,  and  her  age  as  so  determined  shall  be  stated  in  the 
warrant.  The  statement  of  the  age  of  such  female  in  such  warrant 
shall  be  conclusive  evidence  as  to  such  age,  in  any  action  to  re- 
cover damages  for  her  detention  or  imprisonment  under  such  war- 
rant, and  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  thereof  in  any  other  in- 
quiry, action  or  proceeding,  relating  to  such  detention  or  imprison- 
ment.^ 

Section  147  reads  as  follows : 

Return  of  females  lm:proi)erly  committed. — ^Whenever  it  shall 
appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  tlie  board  of  managers  of  such  institu- 
tion, that  any  person  committed  thereto  is  not  of  proper  age  to 
be  so  committed,  or  is  not  properly  oomiaitted,  or  is  insane  or 
mientally  incapable  of  being  mafterially  benefited  by  the  discipline 
of  such  institution,  such  board  of  managers  shall  cause  the  return 
of  such  female  to  the  county  from  which  she  was  so  committed. 
Such  female  shall  be  so  returned  in  the  custody  of  one  of  the  per- 
sons employed  by  such  board  of  managers  to  convey  to  such  institu- 
tion women  committed  thereto,  who  shall  deliver  her  into  the  cus- 
tody of  the  sheriff  of  the  county  from  which  she  was  committed.

Such  sheriff  sball  take  snch  female  before  the  magistrate  making 
the  commitment^  or  some  other  magistrate  havin'g  equal  juris- 
diction in  snoh  county,  to  be  by  «uch  magistrate  resentenced  for  the 
offense  for  which  she  was  eomimitted  to  such  institution,  and  dealt 
with  in  all  respects  as  though  she  had  not  <been  so  committed. 

The  costs  and  expenses  of  the  return  of  such  female  necessarily 
incurred  and  i>aid  by  ^mch  board'  of  managers  shall  be  a  charge 
against  the  county  from  which  such  female  was  committed^  to  be 
paid  by  such  county  to  such  board  of  managers  in  the  same  mJanner 
as  other  county  charges  are  collected. 

Section  148  reads  as  follows: 

Disposition  of  children  of  women  so  committed. — ^If  any  woman 
committed  to  such  institution  at  the  time  of  such  commitment  is 
a  mother  of  a  nursing  child  in  her  care  under  one  year  of  age,  or  is 
pregnant  with  child  which  shall  be  bom  after  such  commitment, 
such  child  may  accompany  its  mother  to  and  remain  in  such  insti- 
tution  until  it  is  two  years  of  age  and  must  then  be  removed  there- 
from. The  board  of  managers  of  such  institution  may  cause  such 
child  to  be  placed  in  any  asylum  for  children  in  this  «rtate  and  pay 
for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  such  child  therein  at  a  rate  not  to 
exceed  two  and  one-half  dollars  a  week,  until  the  mother  of  such 
child  shall  have  been  discharged  from  such  institution,  or  may  com^ 
mit  such  child  to  the  care  and  custody  of  some  relative  or  proper 
person  willing  to  assume  such  care.  If  such  woman  at 
the  time  of  suc(h  commitment  shall  be  the  mother  of  and 
have  under  her  exclusive  care  a  child  more  than  one  year 
of  age,  which  might  otherwise  be  left  without  proper  care 
or  guardianship,  the  magistrate  committing  such  woman 
shall  cause  sucih  child  to  be  committed  to  such  asylum 
as  may  be  provided  by  law  for  such  purposes,  or  to  the  care  and 
[Ammhlj^  No.  120  8 
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cnfitodj  of  some  relative  or  proper  person  willing  to  assume  such 
care. 

Section  149  reads  as  follows: 

Oonveyanoe  of  women  committed. —  The  board)  of  managers  of 
such  institution  shall  employ  suita1t>le  persons  to  be  known  as 
marshals,  to  convey  from  the  place  of  conviction  to  such  institution 
all  women  legally  committed  thereto^  and  such  marshals  shall  have 
the  power  and  authority  of  deputy  sheriffs  in  respect  thereto.  All 
expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  making  such  conveyance  shall  be 
imid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  managers.  In  case  of  the 
commitment  of  a  woman,  who,  at  the  time  thereof,  is  the  mother  of  a 
nursing  child  or  is  pregnant,  the  board  of  managers  shall  designate 
a  woman  of  suitable  age  and  character  to  accompany  the  person 
so  committed,  along  with  the  officer  or  representative  authorized  in 
this  section  to  be  employed  by  such  managers. 

Section  150  reads  as  follows: 

Detention  and  rearrests  in  cases  of  escapes. — The  board  of  man- 

ft 

agers  of  any  such  institution  may  detain  therein,  under  the  rules 
and  regulations  adopted  by  them,  any  female  legally  committed 
thereto,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  sentence  and  commitment, 
and  conditionally  discharge  such  female  at  any  time  prior  to  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  oommitment. 

If  any  inmate  escape  or  be  conditionally  discharged  froml  any 
such  institution,  the  board  of  managers  may  cause  her  to  be  re- 
arrested' and  returned  to  such  institution  to  be  detained  therein  for 
the  unexpired  portion  of  her  term,  dating  from  the  time  of  her 
escape  or  conditional  discharge. 

A  person  employed  by  the  board  of  managers  of.  any  sucK  Insti- 
tution to  convey  to  isuch  instituition  Women  committed  thereto, 
may  arrest,  without  a  warrant,  an  escaped  Inmate  In  any  county 
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in  thia  state,  and  shall  forthwith  convey  her  to  the  institation 
from  which  she  escaped;  and  a  magistrate  may  cause  an  esoaped 
inmate  to  be  arrested  and  held  in  custody,  until  she  can  be  removed 
to  such  institution,  as  in  the  case  of  her  flrcrt:  commitment  thereto. 

A  person  conditionally  discharged  from'  any  such  institation 
may  be  arrested  and  returned  thereto,  upon  a  warrant  issued  by 
its  president  and  secretary.  Such  warrant  shall  briefly  .state  the 
reason  for  such  arrest  and  return,  and  shall  be  directed  and  de- 
livered to  a  person  employed  by  such  board  of  managers  to  oon- 
vey  to  such  institution,  women  committed  theEteto,  and  may  be 
executed  by  such  person  in  any  such  county  in  this  state. 

Section  151  reads  as  follows: 

Employment  of  inmates. —  The  board  of  managers  of  each'  insti- 
tutiom  shall  determine  the  kind  of  employment  for  women  com- 
mitted thereto,  and  shall  provide  for  their  necessary  custody  and 
superintendence.  The  provisions  for  the  safe  keeping  and  employ- 
ment of  such  women  shall  be  made'  for  the  purpose  of  teaching 
such  women  a  useful  trade  or  professioin  and  improving  their  men- 
tal and  moral  condition.

To  secure  the  safe  keeping,  obedience  and  good  order  of  the 
womeB  committed  to  any  such  institution,  the  superintendent 
thereof  has  the  same  power  as  to  such  women,  as  keepers  of  jails 
and  penitentiaries  possess  as  to  persons  committed*  to  their  custody. 
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FORTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THK 

Board  of  Managers  of  the  Thomas  Asylum  for 
Orphan  and  Destitute  Indian  Children. 


To  the  Legi8lature: 

In  oampliaace  with  the  tstatate,  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Thomas  Asylum  for  Orphan  and  Deatitiifte  Indian  Ohildten  beg 
leave  to  present  their  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September 

30, 1896. 

At  the  opening  of  the  year  there  were  104  childiren  in  the  asylam ; 
of  these  18  have  been  discharged  and  20  new  inmates  have  been 
admitted,  making  the  number  on  oar  rolls  at  present  106.  One 
of  tiiese  has  been  sent  temporarily  for  hospital  treatment  to  the 
Buffalo  General  Hospital  and  three  to  the  GhildTen's  Hospital  at 
BoffaJiOy  under  the  provision  of  chapter  242  of  the  Laws  of  1896. 

The  increased  appropriation  for  maintenance  granted  by  the 
last  L^islatoire  did  not  become  available  during  the  year  just 
ended.  It  has,  therefoore,  been  a  hard  struggle  to  provide  food, 
clothing  and  such  things  as  are  absolute  necessities  with  the 
wholly  inadequate  sum  that  has  thus  far  been  at  our  command, 
and  much  praise  is  due  to  the  conscientious  painstaking  efforts 
of  the  superintendent  and  matron,  Mt*.  and  Mrs.  George  I.  Lincoln, 
who  have,  despite  their  discouragements,  accomplished  so  much 
for  the  oomf oort  and  happiness  of  the  children  under  their  care. 
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The  bailding«  have  been  kept  scnipulooisly  clean;  the  dhildren 
tidy  in  dress,  althomgh  but  little  new  clothing  could  be  purchased. 
The  discipline  has  been  good  and  a  proper,  kindly  relationahip 
between  the  children  and  the  officers  and  employes  has  been 
established  and  respected. 

The  farm  has  been  well  managed  and  an  abundant  supply  of 
fresh  vegetables  and  fruit  has  made  the  dietary  varied  and 
healthy.  As  a  consequence  there  has  been  little  or  no  sickness, 
save  an  epidemic  of  measles  in  the  spring.  There  has  been  no 
death  at  the  asylum  during  the  18  months  which  have  passed 
since  the  appointment  of  the  present  officers.  The  attending 
physician,  Dr.  A.  D.  Lake,  has  been  assiduous  in  his  attentions, 
and  his  report,  marked  Appendix  ^'  C,"  is  commended  to  your 
conisideratioin. 

With  the  beginning  of  the  new  fiscal  year  the  new  appropria- 
tion will  enable  us  to  provide  supplies  of  clothing,  bedding  and 
many  household  necessities  which  are  much  needed;  to  buy  new 
books  for  the  school,  together  with  maps  and  other  educational 
supplies,  and  in  various  ways  to  accomplish  better  than  has  here- 
tofore been  possible  the  beneficent  purposes  of  the  institution. 

The  Kindergarten  which  has  been  in  operation  since  September 
1,  1895,  has  proven  a  marked  success.  The  little  children  have 
shown  a  keen  interest  in  the  instruction  thus  received,  and  by  it 
learn  to  speak  correctly  in  English  more  quickly  than  in  any 
other  way,  and  are  the  better  prepared  to  enter  the  excellent 
graded  school  provided  for  older  pupils. 

It  is  now  the  intention  of  the  Board,  so  soon  as  adequate  ar- 
rangements can  be  perfected,  to  begin  the  elements  of  industrial 
tiuining  in  carpentry  and  masonry,  continuing  at  the  same  time 
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the  mstm'ctioiiiB  the  bajB  are  already  receiviiig  in  farming,  gar- 
dening and  the  care  of  stock. 

Hie  girls  a«re  taught  sewing,  dairy  work,  cooking  and  the  ordi- 
nary  daties  of  housekeeping  and  are  interested,  bright  and  intelli- 
gent pnpila. 

The  Birperintendent's  report  «which  is  annexed,  marked  Appen- 
dix ^'  B,''  directs  attention  to  the  pressing  needs  of  the  asyhim, 
and  your  Board  wonld  reBi)ectfally  mrge  that  you  make  such 
appropriations  as  wUI  properly  provide  for  these  necessary 
betterments. 

The  original  asylum  building  is  old  and  very  inadequate.  As 
the  attending  physician  points  out  in  this  report,  the)  dormitories 
are  too  crowded,  and  do  not  furnish  the  600  cubic  feet  of  air  for  each 
occupant  that  is  now  required  by  law.  The  health)  of  the  children 
d^nands  the  erection  of  a  new  main  or  administratio|i  building. 
There  woald  be  economy,  also,  in  providing  it,  for  the  better  por- 
tion of  the  old  building  could  then  be  moved,  and  at  moderate  cost 
converted  into  a  separate  building  for  the  older  boys,  a  change  that 
is  much  needed.  Your  attention  has  heretofore  been  called  to  the 
need  of  a  new  schoolhouse,  suitably  fumidied  and  equipped  for 
its  requirements.  The  old  one  has  becomefso  dilapidated  that  this 
improvement  should  be  no  longer  delayed*.  The  present  electric 
light  equipment  is  Unsuffident  for  inside  lighting,  and  should  be 
enlarged  to  provide  jproperly  therefor,  and  also  to  provide  for  out- 
side lighting  for  the  better  protection  of  the  institution  in  its  iso- 
lated situatiofn.  The  laundry  should  be  enlarged  and  properly  fur- 
nished with  la  mangle  and  other  necessary  appliances;  new  kitchen 
furniture  is  also  greatly  needed.  Your  attention  is  also  respect- 
fully called  to  the  neoesedty  of  changing  the  sewer  and  of  improv- 
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ing  the  water  sapply  as  set  forth,  in  the  Baperintendent's  (report 
A  new  cow  bam^  milk  house  and  ice  house  should  be  provided  for. 
These  bnildiings  have  been  in  use  so  long  that  in  ispite  of  repairs 
th€;7  are  rapidly  going  to  decay,  and  should  be  replaced  |at  once. 

The  Thomas  A^^rlam  is  at  the  present  time  quietly  but  surely  ac- 
complishing a  work  of  great  importance  to  the  State.  The  chil- 
dren freceived  there  are  sent  from  all  of  the  Indian  reservations 
of  New  York;  they  are  thoroughly  instructed  in  English,  and  re- 
ceive am  excellent  common  school  education.  They  are  accus- 
tomed to  habits  of  regularity  and  to  a  kindly  discipline.  They 
have  the  surroundings  of  a  Christian  home,  and  their  characters 
are  moulded  by  its  influences.  They  are  taught  the  ways  of  thrift, 
to  be  industrious  and  self -helpful.  By  their  industrial  !training 
they  learn  the  uses  of  their  hands  and  eyes,  and  the  result  is  that 
when  at  the  proper  age  they  return  to  their  several  reservations, 
they  become,  by  the  training  they  have  received,  educators  of 
their  people  in  the  better  ways  of  civilization.  They  have  learned 
the  important  lessons  of  self-respect  and  of  self-help,  and  the  gain 
to  the  State  is  an  important  one.  Your  Board  f  eelsi  that  this  work 
and  its  beneficence  should  be  better  known  and  more  fully  ap- 
preciated, and  that  the  appropriations  asked  for  as  important  and 
necessary  should  be  granted  by  you  in  order  that  it  may  be  possi- 
ble to  provide  adequately  for  these  intelligent  wards  of  the  State. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Nathaniel  Kennedy,  one  of  the  members  of  the 
Board,  which  occurred  during  the  year,  was  a  loss  much  felt  by  all 
its  members. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer^  Hon.  H.  M.  Blasdell,  marked  Appen- 
dix "  A,"  is  also  respectfully  submitted. 

In  Appendix  '^  D  "are  shown  the  names  and  nationalities  of  the 
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present  ixunates  with  the  name  of  the  reservation  from  whidi  each 
was  reoeiTed.

Forty-first  Annual  Report  to  the  Board  of  Managers 

of  the  Thomas  Asylum  for  Orphan  and 

Destitute  Indian  Children. 


Thomas  Asylum,  October  1,  1896. 
To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  Thomas  Asylum  : 

QentlemieD. —  I  present  you  herewith  my  report  as  superintendent 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30, 1896. 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  for  the  past  year  has  been  such 
as  to  make  us  feel  especially  grateful  ;  there  has  been  little  sick- 
nesB  and  no  deaths.  The  children  have  been  healthier  than  at  any 
time  during  the  history  of  the  institution.  It  has  been  our  aim, 
carried  out  as  far  as  our  limited  means  would  permit,  to  give  the 
children  a  greater  variety,  and  a  more  abundant  supply  of  food  ; 
to  this  more  than  any  other  feature  I  attribute  the  present  healthy 
condition  of  tfhe  children. 

Our  increased  appropriation  granted'  u»  by  tfhe  Legislature  of 
1896  was  not  available  until  the  end  of  this  (fiscal  year  ;  the  Legisla- 
ture did  not  provide  us  with  any  extra  funds  for  making  changes 
and  improvements,  and  our  regular  appropriation  being  so  small 
could  not  be  encroached  upon  ;  however,  some  improvements  have 
been  made;  many  of  the  rooms  have  been  painted  and  papered; 
sonte  of  the  fioors  have  been  improved  by  being  oiled,  waxed  and 
varnished,  three  bedrooms  have  been  provided  by  utilizing  the 
space  over  the  laundry  hall.  The  interior  of  the  school  building 
has  been  painted.  Changes  have  been  made  in  ihe  farm  buildings 
makbig  them  more  serviceable,  and  the  water  pipes  have  been 
extended  to  the  farther  end  of  the  garden  for  irrigation. 

The  children  have  shown  advancement  in  their  school  work,  in 
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their  every  day  duties,  in  their  conyersation,  and  in  many  other 
little  things  that  show  impravement,  and  there  seems  to  be  an  air 
of  contentment  and  homelike  cheerfulness  pervading  the  Tv^ale  in- 
crtitiation^  so  that  taken  altogether  the  work  and  progress  for  the 
year  has  be^i  sach  as  to  give  us  encouragement  and  hope  for  the 
future. 

One  (hundred  and  four  children  were  in  the  asylum  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year;  20  have  been  admitted,  18  discharged,  5  trans- 
ferred to  other  institutions,  making  the  total  number  upon  the  rolls 
at  the  present  time  101.  This  includes  three  children  at  the  Ohil- 
drenis'  Hospital  of  Buffalo,  and  one  at  the  Buffalo  General  Hospital. 

BOHOOLCk 

We  were  unable  to  purchase  any  school  books  or  school  supplies 
this  year^  and  hence  could  not  get  as  good  results  as  would  other- 
wise have  been  the  case,  but  eonsidering  the  difficulties  under  which 
we  have  labored  the  school  year  base  been  very  satisfactory.  The 
subjects  taught,  and  the  number  of  pupils  instructed  in  eacb  are 
as  follows  :

Drawing  is  taught  in  all  grades,  and  special  attention  has  been 
given  to  articulation. 

The  results  in  the  kindergarten  have  been  gratifying  in  the  ex- 
treme, and  too  much  can  not  be  said  in  favor  of  this  method  of  edu- 
cation for  these  young  Indian  children. 

A  competent  music  teacher  has  been  employed  for  the  past  year, 
and  the  results  have  been  such  as  to  warrant  the  continuance  of  that 
work.  The  children  are  given  instructions  in  chorus  singing,  and 
private  lessons  in  instrumental  music. 

SEWING-BOOM. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  work  of  the  sewing-room  we  have  estab- 

lifiihed  a  sewing  class  for  larger  girls.    This  class  is  in  charge  of  one 

of  the  teachers  who  gives  instructions  in  plain  sewing,  darning,  etc.

FABM  AND  GABDEN. 

The  crops  on  the  farm  and  in  the  garden  have  been  unusually 
good  with  perhaps  the  exception  of  the  oat  crop  ;  this  wa-s  poor. 
The  garden  was  enlarged  last  spring  and  as  a  result  we  have  a 
cellar  brim  full  of  vegetables,  and  over  900  cans  of  peas,  bean^f  and 
tomatoes.  These  goods,  and  about  450  quarts  of  fruit,  were  all 
canned  at  the  asylum,  the  only  expense  being  the  purchase  of  cans. 
The  orchard  has  yielded  an  abundant  supply  of  apples,  and  they  are 
thoroughly  enjoyed  by  the  children. 

The  dairy  'has  furnished  us  a  supply  of  milk  sufficient  for  the 
needs  of  the  children,  and  since  April  1st  we  have  manufactured  all 
the  butter  used  in  the  institution  without  any  extra  expense. 

A  large  part  of  the  work  in  planting,  cultivating  and  harvesting 
the  crops  has  been  done  by  the  large  boys  and  they  have  shown  a 
great  deal  of  commendable  pride  in  their  work.

The  improvement  noticed  on  every  hand  all  over  the  several 
reservationfi  within  the  State  in  the  better  and  more  cozy  homes, 
the  better  tilled  farms,  the  modern  dress  and  many  other  things 
that  show  advancement,  and  in  fact  the  long  strides  taken  by  these 
Indians  towards  civilization  demonstrate  the  wisdom  of  the  Legis- 
lature in  providing  funds  for  the  support  of  this  institution,  as  in 
nearly  every  instance  of  such  decided  improvement,  the  cause  can 
be  traced  to  the  early  training  had  at  the  asylum.  While  it  can  be 
justly  and  truthfully  claimed  that  the  State  of  New  York  is 
generous  perhaps  to  the  verge  of  extravagance  in  providing  for 
her  poor,  her  insane,  her  feeble-minded  and  her  deaf  and  dumb, 
yet  I  do  not  think  the  funds  provided  for  the  education  of  these 
Indian  children  are  what  they  should  be,  or  in  keeping  with  the 
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funds  furnished  institutions  that  care  for  what  is  termed  the  unfor- 
tunates. That  these  are  entitled  to  the  fullest  sympathy  and  most 
generous  treatment  there  is  no  question,  yet  I  can  not  but  think  that 
it  is  wise  economy  to  provide  amply  for  the  support  and  education  of 
theoe  Indian  boys  and  girls.  They  are  bright  children  with  a  future 
before  them;  they  should  be  properly  educated  that  they  may  be 
equal  to  battle  with  the  world,  and  become  self-supporting  men 
and  women. 

The  present  buildings  do  not  compare  with  the  buildings  of  other 
State  institutions;  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  tangible  reason  for 
this  and  I  believe,  there  should  be  a  change  at  once. 

A  new  main  or  administration  building  is  an  imperative  neces- 
sity. The  present  building  could  be  fitted  up  for  other  purposes^ 
and  hence  iis  of  some  value.  The  main  part,  with  a  small  outlay, 
could  be  remodeled  into  a  very  comfortable  home  for*  the  large 
boys.  The  other  parts  could  be  utilized  for  shops  needed  for  the  in- 
dustrial part  of  the  school. 

A  new  flchoolhouse  should  be  built  and"  properly  equipx)ed  with 
school  supplies,  and  apparatus.  The  capacity  of  our  electric  light 
plant  should  be  increased;  this  will  necessitate  the  purchase  of  an 
additional  boiler  and  engine.  An  additioni  must  be  built  to  th^ 
laundry,  and  new  applij^ces  should  be  provided  for  it  A  new 
cow  bam,  milk-house,  and  new  furniture  for  the  kitchen  are  some 
of  the!  necessities. 

The  sewer  in  its  present  condition,  emptying  as  it  does  into  la 
small  stream  which  in  summer  is  practically  dry,  is  a  Inenace  to 
health,  and  is  the  cause  of  much  complaint.  The  present  sewer 
is  not  of  sufficient  size,  and  it  should  be  replaced  by  a  larger  one, 
and  extended  to  the  Cattaraugus  creek.  Our  water  supply  is  not 
sufficient  especially  in  the  dry  season.  There  are  times  at  this 
season  of  the  year  when  we  are  practically  without  protection,  a 
oondltioiQ  that  should  not  be  permitted  to  exist.  These  are  some 
of  the  improvements  actually  needed,  and  I  trust  the  Legislature 
may  feel  disposed  to  grant  us  sufficient  funds  to  make  these  im- 
proveiuents.

And  again  we  wish  to  thank  Miss 
Nannie  T.  Bell,  of  New  York,  for  a  generous  box  of  serviceable  cloth- 
ing furnished  the  children. 

To  each  of  the  board  of  managers  we  wish  to  express  our  sincere 
thanks  and  appredation  for  the  cordial  suppiort,  and  encourage- 
ment you  have  given  us.  We  have  earnestly  endeavored  to  im- 
prove the  institution,  and  to  carry  out  its  objects  and  it  is  gratify- 
ing to  believe  that  we  have  met  with  some  success.  The  credit  for 
this  is  not  due  to  us  alone,  but  to  the  combined  aid,  and  assistance 
of  the  other  officers  and  employes,  and  to  those  that  have  given  us 
their  loyal  support  we  wish  to  express  publicly  our  thanks.

None  of  ithese  diseases,  except  the  oase  of  tuberculosis  of  the  I 

lungs  and  one  of  the  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  glands  have  been  of  a 
serious  or  dangerous  oharacter.  i 

No  d^uths  have  occurred  during  the  year. 
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We  are  to  be  congratulated  for  this  remarkable  exemption  from 
fatal  or  even  severe  sickness.  It  becomes  the  more  noticeable  when 
we  recall  the  fact  that  the  100  children  who  are  inmates  of  the 
i^istitntion  are  more  predispoised  to  some  of  the  most  fatal  forms  of 
disease  than  other  people  in  America.  That  this  is  true  may  be  in- 
ferred from  large  number  of  deaths  from  consumption  and  kindred 
affections,  annually  occuring  throughout  the  reservation  on  which, 
the  asylum  is  situated. 

No  doubt  the  good  health  of  these  children  may  largely  be  ac- 
comited  for  by  the  good  sanitary  condition  of  the  buildings  and  the 
improved  diet  provided. 

Year  by  year,  as  the  generosity  of  the  Legislature  has  enabled 
the  management  to  add  more  buildings,  thus  affording  larger  air 
space  in  the  dormitories^  the  mortality  has  decreased.  Through 
this  means,  during  the  past  years,  the  space  allowed  for  dormitor- 
ies has  been  doubled  in  extent.  It  still,  however,  falls  oonsideiably 
short  of  the  600  cubic  feet  for  each  individual  required  by  law. 

In  view  of  these  facts  it  is  not  surprising  that  pneumonia  and 
oansumptiooi  were  very  prevelaM  in  past  years. 

It  has  been  demonstrated  in  numerous  instances,  that  both  these 
diseases  increase  to  a  most  decided  extent  where  people  are  forced 
to  occupy  small  rooms  with  defective  ventilation. 

It,  therefore,  becomels  of  great  importance  that  these  Indian 
children  predisposed  as  they  are  to  tuberculosis  diseases,  should 
be  provided  with  pure  air,  in  large  volume,  when  compelled  to  re- 
main within  doors. 

During  the  past  year  a  very  decided  improvement  has  been  made 
in  the  diet  furnished  the  children.  A  greater  variety  of  vegetables 
in  fcirger  quantity  has  been  provided. 

The  surplus  of  the  splendid  garden  now  owned  by  the  asylum 
will  permit  of  the  conftinuation  of  this  addi'tion  to  the  diet  during 
the  winter.

To  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York  : 

GsNTLXMBN.  —  The  Managers  of  the  Rome  State  Oastodial  Asjlam 
respectfally  sabmit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the 
asylanv^for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1896,  as  well  as  the 
needs  of  the  institution  for  the  present  year,  as  directed  by  section  92, 
article  6,  of  chapter  546  of  the  Laws  of  1896.  The  reports  of  the 
treasurer  and  of  the  superintendent  are  submitted  herewith. 
The  treasurer's  report  shows  that  the  receipts  for  the 
past  year  for  maintenance,  together  with  the  balance 

^m  the  previous  year,  aggregate  the  sum  of $50, 593  88 

And  from  that  amount  has  been  expended 48 ,  856  54

The  sums  received  and  disbursed  monthly  by  the  treasurer  which 
are  chargeable  to  the  accounts  of  maintenance  and  special  funds  are 
given  in  detail  in  his  report,  and  vouchers  for  the  disbursements  have 
been  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  State.

We  feel  justified  in  stating  that  the  funds  of  the  asylum  have  been 
judicially  and  economically  expended. 

The  report  of  the  superintendent  gives  in  detail  the  movement  of 
population  and  operations  of  the  asylum  for  the  past  year.  There 
were  one  hundred  and  five  (105)  men  and  eighty-four  (84)  women,  a 
total  of  one  hundred  and  eight-nine  (189)  inmates  in  custody  October 
1,  1895.  During  the  year  ninety-nine  (99)  new  cases  were  admitted,  of 
whom  seventy  (70)  were  men  and  twenty-nine  (29)  were  women,  leav- 
ing in  the  custody  of  the  institution  October  1, 1896,  one  hundred  and 
fifty -one  (161)  men  and  ninety-three  (93)  women,  a  total  of  twof  hun- 
dred and  forty-four  (244). 

It  is  but  proper  to  state  in  this  connection  that  the  number  of  in- 
mates has  increased  since  October  1,  1896,  to  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight  (198)  men  and  one  hundred  and  sixteen  (116)  women,  a  total  of 
three  hundred  and  fourteen  (314)  in  custody  December  8,  1896.  This 
increase  has  been  accomplished  by  the  opening  of  wards  in  the  west 
building  and  south  extension,  which  were  in  the  hands  of  the  contrac- 
tors until  about  the  first  of  October. 

We  expect  to  increase  our  population  to  three  hundred  and  fifty 
(350)  inmates  by  the  15th  of  December,  when  the  institution  will  be 
filled  to  its  utmost  capacity. 

Many  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  condition  of  the  asylum 
since  our  last  annual  report.  Among  the  most  important  improve- 
ments are  the  completion  of  the  entire  plumbing  and  sewerage  sys- 
tems. These  have  been  accomplished  with  much  diflloulty,  as  the 
buildings  were  occupied  while  the  work  was  in  progress.  The  old 
sewer  lines  in  the  buildings  have  been  either  removed  or  have  been 
thoroughly  disinfected  and  closed,  no  connections  having  been  made 
between  them  and  the  new  plumbing  and  fixtures. 

The  work  on  the  boiler-house,  chimney  stack,  conduits,  djmamo 
room  and  laundry  is  nearly  finished.  The  boiler-house,  dynamo  room 
and  laundry  are  in  use,  and  will  without  doubt  be  completed  soon. 
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The  sum  of  $2,000,  which  was  appropriated  by  chapter  479  of  the 
Laws  of  1896,  for  paintiBg  and  repairs  has  been  made  to  accomplish, 
more  than  was  intended.  New  floors  have  been  laid  in  all  the  ward 
bath  rooms  and  toilet  rooms.  Some  of  the  wards  have  been  painted, 
as  well  as  exterior  woodwork  and  roofs,  and  the  basements  and  west 
building  have  been  kalsomined. 

The  appropriation  for  Bteam  heating  and  ventilation  was  insufficient 
to  complete  the  work  that  was  necessary.  We  have  now  three  boilers 
in  the  boiler-house  and  an  additional  one  is  needed  for  an  emergency 
and  to  enable  the  engineer  to  clean  out  the  others  in  turn.  We  were 
unable  to  complete  the  ventilation  of  the  buildings,  only  to  construct 
the  heating  and  vent  flues  to  the  attic. 

Contracts  have  been  let  for  completing  the  electric  lighting  plants 
which  will  be  in  use  within  a  month  or  six  weeks. 

The  farm  barn  has  been  moved  to  its  foundation,  and  accommoda- 
tions are  provided  in  it  for  the  care  of  eleven  horses  and  sixty  cows  as 
well  as  sufficient  room  for  housing  all  the  products  of  the  farm,  with 
the  exception  of  vegetables, which  are  now  kept  in  the  cellar,  which  was 
built  during  the  past  summer  under  the  old  carpenter  shop,  the  latter 
being  used  for  a  storage  building  for  farm  tools. 

The  laundry  is  equipped  with  modem  machines  and  drying  appa- 
ratus, now  giving  us  one  of  the  most  complete  laundry  plants  in  the 
Bute. 

The  work  on  the  new  highway  is  now  nearly  finished,  but  it  prob- 
ably will  not  be  completed  before  spring  as  the  road  bed  is  now  frozen 
solidly,  and  it  would  be  detrimental  to  the  road  to  use  it  before  it  was 
properly  drained  and  settled. 

The  grounds  have  been  much  improved  by  the  grading  done,  and  a 
number  of  the  inmates  have  been  employed  in  this  work. 

A  number  of  other  improvements  have  been  finished,  for  details  of 
which  we  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  superintendent's  report. 

The  patients  have  been  well  cared  for  when  you  consider  the  condi- 
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tion  of  the  buildings  daring  the  past  year.  Much  more  needs  to  be 
done  to  pat  the  baildings  in  condition  to  properly  care  for  oar  inmatea 
and  employes.  No  rooms  occapied  by  patients  or  employes  are  with- 
oat  heat  at  the  present  time.  We  desire  to  call  yoar  attention  to  the 
fact  that  none  of  those  rooms  are  ventilated.  This  is  a  condition  that 
shoald  not  be  permitted  to  exist  longer  than  it  is  necessary  to  make 
an  appropriation  to  properly  ventilate  the  bailding. 

We  asked  last  year  for  an  appropriation  for  two  new  buildings  to 
accommodate  210  patients.  Arrangements  have  been  made  to  fill  the 
institution  to  its  utmost  capacity  within  the  next  three  weeks,  when 
we  will  be  compelled  to  refuse  all  further  applicants  until  provision  ia 
made  for  the  custody  of  more  patients  by  the  erection  of  additional 
buildings.  Even  if  the  Legislature  makes  an  appropriation  for  that 
purpose,  it  will  be  at  least  a  ye^v  before  the  buildings  are  fit  for 
occupancy. 

The  demands  made  upon  us  for  the  reception  of  more  cases  are  far 
in  excess  of  the  present  capacity  of  the  institution,  and  we  feel  it  in- 
cumbent upon  us  in  compliance  with  the  statute  under  which  the  in- 
stitution was  organized  as  well  as  by  the  dictates  of  humanity  to  ask 
you  to  provide  means  of  relieving  the  county  houses  of  the  State  of 
these  unfortunates  by  the  erection  of  more  baildings  for  their  care. 

We  have  the  necessary  administration  all  well  organized,  a  fertile 
farm,  and  a  beautiful  and  healthful  location,  all  we  require  being 
additional  buildings  and  equipment. 

We  again  ask  you  for  an  administration  building.  The  building^ 
occupied  for  administrative  purposes  was  constructed  for  the  care  of 
patients.  It  will  accommodate  nearly  50  patients  and  attendants,  and 
by  the  erection  of  an  administration  building  proper,  we  could  in- 
crease our  population  by  that  number  as  well  as  provide  suitable 
offices  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  institution  and  com- 
fortable apartments  for  the  officers. 

A  kitchen  building  is  one  of  the  pressing  needs  of  the  asylum.    The 
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basements  now  occupied  for  kitchen  and  dining  rooms  should  not  be* 
occapied  a  moment  longer.  We  have  already  had  our  attention  called 
to  several  cases  of  inflammatory  rheumatism,  which  occurred  among  our 
employes  while  working  in  the  basement,  and  several  of  our  faithful 
help  have  been  compelled  to  leave  our  service  because  of  the  ill  effecta 
produced  on  their  health  by  such  employment.  To  compel  people  to 
work  under  such  insanitary  conditions  is  not  at  all  to  our  liking  and 
we  disclaim  any  responsibility  for  it,  having  last  year  asked  for  this 
bailding. 

The  kitchen  building  should  contain  associate  dining  rooms  for 
patients  and  employes,  a  store  room,  bakery,  scullery  and  refrigerator 
room,  also  sleeping  apartments  for  outside  employes. 

We  feel  that  we  would  be  justly  subject  to  criticism  did  we  not  call 
your  attention  to  the  necessity  for  having  this  building,  and  trust  you 
will  see  fit  to  grant  it. 

We  need  another  boiler  to  make  the  steam  generator  plant  complete; 
also  asbestos  covering  for  the  main  steam  receiving  tank,  hot- water 
generator,  return  tank,  Toby  heaters  and  covering  for  the  hot  water 
and  circulation  pipes  in  the  buildings,  one  hot  water  heater,  a  four- 
inch  pipe  for  the  circulation  of  hot  water  through  the  buildings,  a  hot 
water  generator,  and  a  separate  return  line  from  the  laundry  to  the 
boiler-house  are  needed  as  well  as  a  heater  for  utilizing  the  exhaust 
steam  from  the  laundry  engine.  Each  of  these  items  is  needed  to  run 
the  steam  plant  as  economically  as  possible,  and  a  pulsometer  should 
be  purchased  to  remove  the  waste  water  from  the  tank  room. 

The  work  of  completing  the  ventilation  of  the  buildings  should  be 
finished.  Plues  have  been  built  for  the  purpose  of  ventilation  in  the 
east  building  and  south  extension.  All  that  is  needed  in  these  two 
buildings  to  complete  the  work  are  ducts  in  the  attic  with  fans  and 
motors  to  run  them.  The  west  building  should  have  ducts  provided 
to  carry  fresh  air  from  the  outside.  Exit  flues  are  already  provided 
from  the  diflerent  wards  and  rooms  in  this  building  to  the  attic,  and  it 
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will  be  a  simple  matter,  if  means  are  farnishedj  to  thoroughly  venti- 
late it. 

One  of  the  essentials  in  establishing  a  charitable  institution  is  that 
there  be  an  abundant  supply  of  pure  water.  The  institution  is  now. 
supplied  with  water  from  the  city  of  Rome  at  an  annual  rental  of  $600 
per  year,  which  rental  may  be  increased  in  the  near  future.  The  city 
does  not  at  present  supply  sufficient  water  for  our  use,  excepting  at 
the  additional  constant  expense  of  doing  our  own  pumping.  Besides 
at  times  the  water  supply  is  cut  off  entirely  when  breaks  are  being  re- 
paired in  the  city  mains,  which  furnish  the  institution  with  water.  We 
think  it  advisable,  under  these  circumstances,  that  we  have  our  own  water 
supply  for  all  purposes.  This  can  be  accomplished  by  a  system  of  wells, 
which  can  be  driven  at  little  expense  as  there  is  an  abundance  of  water 
at  but  little  depth ;  these  wells  to  be  connected  together,  the  water  to 
be  forced  into  a  tower  which  could  be  erected  sufficiently  high  to  fur- 
nish fire  pressure.  We  believe  it  to  be  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
State  and  institution  to  establish  this  system  of  water  supply. 

An  ice  house  and  cold  storage  building  should  be  provided.  A 
building  of  this  character  is  classed  among  the  economic  measures 
employed  in  similar  institutions.  We  feel  that  such  a  building  will 
in  time  more  than  pay  for  itself,  both  for  providing  facilities  for  car- 
ing for  what  is  purchased,  as  well  as  by  enabling  us  to  purchase  sup- 
plies in  larger  quanties  at  reduced  prices. 

We  asked  last  year  for  an  appropriation  for  painting,  repairs  and 
betterments.  In  an  institution  of  this  extent  the  need  of  repairs  and 
betterments  is  a  constant  factor ;  many  of  the  wards  in  our  buildings 
are  sadly  in  need  of  paint.  There  is  considerable  new  flooring  needed ; 
new  sills  should  be  placed  under  our  farm  cottages.  All  the  base- 
ments of  the  west  building,  center  building,  south  extension  and 
east  building  need  concreting  as  the  condition  of  these  basements  is 
simply  disgraceful.  Nearly  all  of  the  door  casings  in  the  basement 
need  replacing.    The  old  laundry  building  should  be  put  in  condition 
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to  use.  All  of  these  items  require  quite  a  sam  to  finish  them,  and  we 
again  call  on  yon  to  appropriate  means. 

It  is  onr  duty  to  again  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  for  pro- 
Tiding  sheds  in  which  to  house  onr  coal  supply ;  it  is  expensive  in 
labor,  if  not  in  material  wasted,  to  be  compelled  to  handle  our  coal 
supply  twice  over.  We  have  no  means  for  caring  for  more  than  a  few 
days'  supply  at  a  time. 

A  small  appropriation  is  needed  to  increase  the  amount  of  our  farm 
stock  and  to  purchase  additional  tools  and  appliances. 

We  again  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  equipping  the 
asylum  with  modem  scientific  books  and  instruments  for  the  treat- 
ment of  patients;  the  institution  should  not  be  without  them  any 
longer.     Only  a  small  appropriation  is  needed  for  that  purpose. 

The  increasing  number  of  our  population  calls  for  another  appro- 
priation for  the  purchase  of  furniture.  An  appropriation  was  asked 
for  this  purpose  last  year,  but  was  not  allowed. 

The  present  pig-stys,  hen-house  and  slaughter-house  should  be  razed 
during  the  coming  summer  and  new  ones  erected  near  the  site  of  the 
hrm  stable.  At  present  these  structures  are  so  near  the  ward  build- 
ings as  to  saturate  the  atmosphere  In  the  wards  with  impure  odors; 
they  are  not  worth  moving,  as  they  are  in  a  very  dilapidated  condition 
and  unfit  to  be  used  even  for  their  present  purposes. 

The  money  appropriated  by  chapter  932  of  the  Laws  of  1895,  for 
disposal  of  sewage,  excavating  and  grading,  was  partly  used  for 
disposal  of  sewage  by  contributing  an  amount  to  the  plumbing 
fund,  which  fund  was  insufiftcient  for  the  purpose,  and  partly  in  the 
construction  of  the  new  sewer  and  vault,  so  that  there  were  no  funds 
available  for  grading  and  Improving  the  grounds.  By  making  an  ap- 
propriation for  this  purpose,  not  only  will  the  value  of  the  property  be 
increased,  the  building  sites  be  extended,  the  approaches  to  the  build- 
ings be  improved,  but  it  will  enable  us  to  employ  to  advantage  the 
services  of  many  of  our  male  inmates,  who  now  have  nothing  to  do 
which  they  are  capable  of  doing. 
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A  small  appropriation  is  required  for  masical  instruments  and 
music 

We  reiterate  our  request  of  last  year  for  means  to  protect  the  lives 
of  our  inmates  and  employes  and  property  of  asylum  from  fire.  Fire 
escapes  and  apparatus  are  among  our  important  necessities. 

Criticism  was  made  last  year  in  the  report  of  the  State  Board  of 
Charities  that  no  industries  were  provided  for  the  employment  of  in- 
mates other  than  the  ordinary  household  work  and  work  on  the  farm 
and  in  the  garden.  In  order  to  comply  with  their  recommendation 
and  also  to  furnish  a  diversity  of  means  for  employment,  we  respect- 
fully request  that  an  appropriation  be  made  to  purchase  the  apparatus 
and  machinery  necessary  for  this  purpose;  also  sufficient  to  equip  our 
carpenter  shop,  machine  and  blacksmith  shops. 

It  is  necessary  that  an  appropriation  be  made  to  install  a  telephone 
exchange  so  as  to  bring  all  parts  of  the  institution  in  connection  with 
•each  other  and  the  offices. 

The  fact  that  our  population  has  increased  to  814  inmates  at  the 
rpresent  time  from  an  average  of  193  last  year,  and  that  it  will  soon  be 
350,  compels  us  to  ask  that  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  for  main- 
tenance be  increased  to  $75,000,  which  was  the  amount  appropriated 
by  the  Legislature  of  1895. 

In  recapitulating  the  necessities  of  the  institution,  we  recommend 
that  the  sum  set  opposite  the  following  items  be  appropriated :

room  and  sleeping-rooms  for  25   people 67, 223

Wheeler,  who  departed  this  life  April  6, 
1896,  the  asylum  has  lost  one  of  its  best  friends.  Having  passed  all 
the  years  of  his  life  within  a  short  distance  of  the  institution,  no  one 
on  the  Board  had  a  more  intimate  knowledge  of  the  farm  and  property. 
His  experience  and  counsel  will  be  sadly  missed  by  the  Board. 

The  vacancy  created  by  his  death  has  been  filled  by  Governor  Morton 
by  the  appointment  of  Louis  M.  Martin,  Esq. 

In  closing  our  second  annual  report,  we  desire  to  thus  publicly 
commend  our  superintendent,  Dr.  John  F.  Fitz  Gerald,  for  the  earnest

untiring  manner  in  which  he  has  labored  in  the  face  of  many  dia- 
advantages  to  place  this  asylam,  so  far  as  it  was  in  his  power,  among 
the  first  of  the  charitable  institutions  of  the  State,  and  in  this  work  we 
feel  that  he  has  had  at  all  times  the  faithful  support  of  the  assistant 
physician. 

Our  report  of  expenditures  will  show  the  economical  way  in  which 
our  steward  has  performed  his  duties.

from  different  quarters  for  appropriations,  but,  nevertheless,  we  feel 
that  there  is  no  charitable  institution  more  needy  than  the  Rome  State 
Oustodial  Asylum.

ADMISSIONS. 

Of  the  99  cases  admitted  during  the  present  year  1 — a  woman — was 
insane,  4  men  were  epileptics,  5 — 2  men  and  3  women — were  idiots,  and 
the  remaining  64  men  and  25  women  represented  various  grades  of 
imbecility. 

It  is  impossible  to  diagnose  the  mental  condition  of  the  applicants 
for  admission  without  a  personal  examination  in  each  case,  unless  the 
facts  are  correctly  set  forth  in  the  history  of  the  case  requested  in  the 
application  for  admission.  It  is,  therefore,  possible  for  cases  to  be 
committed  temporarily  in  violation  of  law  where  the  facts  are  sup- 
pressed or  withheld  by  those  making  out  the  applications  for  admis- 
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6ion.  The  99  cases  admitted  represented  42  of  the  60  counties  in  the 
State,  and  the  244  cases  remaining  in  custody  October  1,  1896,  repre- 
sent 56  of  the  60  counties. 

Among  the  physical  defects  and  deformities  noted  in  the  90  cases 
admitted  were  2  with  complete  amaurosis,  2  who  were  blind  in  one  eye 
«ach,  5  af&icted  with  curviture  of  the  spine,  3  mutes,  23  suffering  from 
different  forms  of  motor  paralysis,  2  suffering  from  traumatic  deformi- 
ties of  wrist  and  ankles,  1  with  marked  facial  asymmetry,  3  microcep- 
halics, and  1  with  hernia,  so  that  nearly  50  per  cent,  of  those  admitted 
were  found  with  marked  physical  defects. 

DISCHARGES. 

Of  those  discharged  12  men  and  17  women  were  transferred  to  State 

hospitals  for  the  insane,  and  1  man  was  discharged  to  the  custody  of 

his  fnends. 

MORTALITY. 

• 

During  the  year  11  men  and  3  women  died.  The  causes  of  death 
were  as  follows:  One  died  of  cerebral  abscess,  1  of  haemoptysis,  3  of 
inanition,  I  of  pericarditis,  1  of  septic  peritonitis,  1  of  septic  pleurisy, 
1  of  pneumonia,  1  of  rheumatism,  1  of  status  catilepticus,  and  3  of 
tuberculosis. 

At  no  time  in  the  history  of  the  asylum  has  the  health  of  its  inmates 
and  employes  been  so  good.  This  is  a  singular  fact  when  we  consider 
that  the  entire  sewerage  system  of  the  institution  has  been  changed 
during  the  past  year.  We  can  only  account  for  it  by  the  fact  that  the 
most  of  the  time  the  inmates  practically  lived  in  the  open  air  while 
the  work  was  in  progress. 

APPLICATIONS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

We  have  183  applications  for  admission  on  file  in  the  office  in  ex- 
cess of  our  accommodations.  There  are  in  addition  at  least  50  candi- 
dates for  admission  in  the  Syracuse  State  Institution  for  Feeble- 
Minded  Children. 

REPAIRS  AND  BETTERMENTS. 

The  walls  of  the  west  building  have  been  denuded  of  several  coats 
of  whitewash,  kalsomine  and  paint — a  collection  of  36  years — and  have 
been  freshly  kalsomined  and  woodwork  repainted.  New  floors  have 
been  laid  in  the  toilet-rooms  and  bath-rooms.  This  building  has  been 
supplied  with  direct  steam  radiation  and  has  been  replumbed,  so  that 
if  it  were  properly  ventilated  the  building  would  be  in  a  good  sanitary 
condition. 
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Floors  have  been  laid  in  the  toilet  and  bath-rooms  on  wards  1,  2, 
3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8  and  9  in  the  center  building,  east  wing  and  south  exten- 
sion. Ventilation  and  heating  flues  have  been  constructed  from  the 
basement  to  the  attics  on  wards  3,  4,  7,  8  and  9.  Each  of  the  wards 
in  these  buildings  has  been  replumbcd  with  modern  apparatus,  and 
the  institution  would  be  in  a  perfect  sanitary  condition  if  the  basement 
and  attic  were  equipped  with  some  adequate  system  of  ventilation,  in 
addition  to  laying  a  concrete  floor  throughout  the  basement.  We 
believe  these  changes  to  be  absolutely  necessary,  inasmuch  as  the  pres- 
ent wooden  floor  in  the  basement  rooms  is  subject  to  dry  rot,  and  the 
flagging,  which  lies  on  the  earth,  is  saturated  with  grease  and  water 
which  has  been  used  for  years  in  scrubbing.  It  is  more  necessary  than 
ever  this  year  that  these  changes  be  made,  as  a  small  conduit  has  been 
constructed  throughout  the  basement  for  the  return  steam  system  into 
which  the  water  runs  and  remains  stagnant,  thus  rendering  the  atmos- 
phere impure  with  noxious  odors  eminating  from  decomposed  animal 
matter. 

The  day  rooms  on  wards  3,  4  and  8  have  been  painted,  also  the  stair- 
case off  wards  4  and  8. 

The  buildings  have  been  wired  for  electricity  and,  at  an  early  date, 
we  hope  to  be  able  to  discontinue  the  use  of  kerosene  as  a  means  of 
lighting  the  premises,  thus  removing  one  of  the  chief  sources  of  danger 
from  fire. 

The  new  laundry  building  has  been  completed  and  equipped  with 
the  most  approved  machinery  and  is  now  in  use.  The  smoke-stack 
and  conduit  have  been  completed,  and  the  boiler-house  and  dynamo 
building  are  completed  with  the  exception  of  a  few  minor  parts.  In 
the  boiler-house  are  three  125-horse- power  Fitzgibbons'  boilers,  which 
furnish  steam  for  cooking  and  heating,  and  power  for  the  laundry  and 
electric  lighting  plant  In  a  room  off  the  boiler-room  is  located  an 
improved  heavy  duplex  Knowles  steam  pump,  which  maintains  a 
steady  and  uniform  pressure  on  hot  and  cold  water  systems  through- 
out the  buildings,  and  is  capable  .of  maintaining  a  fire  pressure  at  a 
moment's  notice.  In  the  tank- room,  under  the  pump-room,  is  located 
the  hot-water  generator,  which  has  a  capacity  to  furnish  all  the  hot 
water  used  in  the  institution.  In  this  room  is  also  located  a  tank  for 
receiving  the  water  of  condensation,  from  the  steam  system,  which  re- 
turns to  the  tank  by  gravity  from  the  most  remote  points  of  the  build- 
ings. Connected  with  this  tank  is  a  Davidson's  No.  6  steam  pump, 
which  forces  this  hot  water  into  boilers  at  a  high  degree  of  tempera- 
ture. Both  the  Knowles'  and  Davidson's  pumps  are  automatic  in 
action  and  considered  very  reliable. 
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A  wooden  conduit  has  been  constructed  from  the  boiler-house  to  the 
stable,  which  contains  hot  and  cold  water  lines,  also  a  steam  Hue  for 
motor  power.  The  office  in  the  stable  will  be  heated  by  steam,  thuB 
rendering  unnecessary  the  use  of  a  stove. 

The  dynamo-room  has  been  completed  with  the  exception  of  laying 
the  floors.  The  Watertown  engine,  purchased  nearly  a  year  ago,  is  in 
position,  and  the  foundations  constructed  for  an  additional  engine  and 
two  dynamos. 

The  stable  was  moved  to  its  present  position  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  summer,  too  late,  I  regret  to  say,  to  receive  our  hay  and  grain 
crops  when  harvested,  but  it  is  now  occupied  both  by  cattle  and 
horses. 

The  old  carpenter  shop  was  moved  to  the  vicinity  of  the  stable,  a 
new  cellar  constructed  under  it,  and  it  is  now  used  as  a  vegetable 
cellar  and  receptacle  for  farm  utensils.  About  80  rods  of  ditching  has 
been  finished  about  the  stable  and  vegetable  cellar,  also  about  125 
rods  of  farm  fence,  as  well  as  an  eight-foot  board  fence  about  the  barn- 
yard to  protect  the  cattle  from  the  strong  westerly  winds. 

The  construction  of  the  new  highway,  provided  for  by  the  last  Legis- 
lature, is  in  progress  and  will  probably  be  completed  this  fall ;  this 
change  will  make  a  very  marked  improvement  in  the  grounds  and  gen- 
eral appearances  of  the  institution,  and  will  enable  us  to  give  our  in- 
mates a  proper  degree  of  liberty.  The  location  for  the  new  buildings 
will  be  very  much  extended  by  the  opening  of  the  new  highway  and 
the  closing  of  the  old. 

Considerable  grading  has  been  done  about  the  buildings,  the  side- 
walk has  been  moved  some  distance  from  the  west  building  and  the 
intervening  space  has  been  graded  and  made  into  a  lawn.  A  number 
of  climbing  plants  have  been  placed  at  intervals  about  the  buildings, 
and  in  the  course  of  a  few  years  will  add  very  much  to  their  appear- 
ance. 

The  roofs  of  the  main  buildings  have  been  repainted  during  the  past 
summer,  also  the  cornices,  window  frames  and  sashes,  with  good  effect 
as  they  needed  it  very  mnch. 

A  corridor  has  been  constructed  connecting  the  second  story  of  the 
west  building  with  the  center  building,  which  permits  of  a  passage 
from  one  building  to  the  other,  other  than  going  through  the  basement 
or  going  out  doors,  and  in  addition  could  be  used  as  a  fire  escape. 

A  new  sewer  has  been  completed  which  is  connected  with  the  house 
drains  and  the  plumbing  in  the  buildings,  and  which  conveys  the  sew- 
age into  a  vault  1,700  feet  away,  where  the  solid  matter  is 
removed  to  be  used  as  fertilizer,  and  from  whence  the  fluid  is  con- 
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Teyed  in  an  open  ditch  nntil  it  eventually  goes  into  Wood  creek.  The 
old  sewer  is  being  used  as  a  surface  drain. 

Notwithstanding  the  great  increase  of  labor  placed  upon  our 
employes  and  inmates  by  the  many  improvements  in  progress 
during  the  past  year,  nevertheless  some  time  and  labor  has  been  ex- 
pended on  the  farm  and  gardens,  so  that  they  have  produced  every- 
thing in  the  shape  of  garden  vegetables  and  farm  products  that  was 
necessary  for  our  maintenance,  except  what  could  not  be  raised  to 
advantage.  This  result  is  all  the  more  pleasing  when  we  consider  that 
it  was  done  by  the  aid  of  our  permanent  population,  as  the  insane,  who 
eontribnted  their  labor  so  materially  last  year,  have  been  moved.  I 
refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  steward  and  supervisor,  which  are  ap- 
pended hereto,  for  the  results  obtained  in  their  respective  departments. 

The  following  table  will  give  an  approximate  idea  of  the  various 
kinds  of  employment  and  number  of  days  our  inmates  were  employed 
during  the  year :

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  few  of  our  inmates  are  capable  of 
doing  a  full  day's  labor,  nevertheless,  a  little  done  by  each  one  em- 
ployed will  produce  surprising  results  in  the  aggregate.  Under  the 
head  of  farm  work  is  included  the  work  done  in  garden  and  on  lawns, 
as  well  as  farm  work  proper.  Many  of  our  most  capable  inmates, 
among  those  admitted  during  the  past  year,  never  had  any  manual 
training  whatsoever.  Many  times  it  has  seemed  a  discouraging  task, 
for  our  employes,  to  teach  them  to  labor,  but  a  more  hopeful  feeling 
prevails  at  present. 

Our  means  for  providing  recreation  and  amusements  for  our  inmates 
are  of  the  most  meagre  kind.  Even  so,  they  have  had  the  advantage 
of  every  opportunity  afforded  us  for  giving  them  healthful  pleasure. 
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They  have  had  many  enjoyable  aleighrides  the  past  winter ;  they  at- 
tended the  bicycle  races  Decoration  Day,  also  the  Fourth  of  July  cele* 
bration  and  county  fair  in  large  numbers.  The  asylum  celebrated  the 
glorious  Fourth  by  fireworks  display  and  band  concert,  which  were  on 
a  larger  scale  than  the  year  previous  and  more  enjoyable,  if  judged  by 
the  applause  of  the  spectators.  Christmas  was  a  merry  season  among 
our  inmates ;  each  of  them  was  kindly  remembered  by  their  relatives 
and  friends  and  each  patient  had  several  presents  presented  by  a  live 
Santa  Claus.  During  the  coming  winter,  our  newly  organized  band 
and  orchestra  will  cotitribute  very  materially  to  the  enjoyment  not 
only  of  the  patients,  but  also  to  the  pleasure  of  all  who  constitute  a 
part  of  the  asylum  population. 

Religious  services  have  been  held  weekly  and  have  been  a  source  of 
comfort  and  edification  to  many  of  our  inmates. 

NEEDS  OF  THE  ASILUM  FOR  THE  COMING  TEAR. 

In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  your  by-laws,  I  respectfully 
present  the  following  facts  for  your  consideration  : 

Before  this  report  is  finished,  provision  will  have  been  made  to  fill 
the  asylum  to  its  utmost  capacity,  there  being  but  sufficient  accommo* 
dations  for  caring  for  350  inmates.  When  we  consider  the  increasing 
number  of  applicants  for  admission,  already  fully  two-thirds  of  our  pres- 
ent number,  and  that  the  State  has  mnde  no  provision  whatever  at  other 
institutions  for  the  care  of  this  class  of  defectives,  it  becomes  an  imper- 
ative duty  for.it  to  make  an  appropriation  to  relieve,  in  a  measure  at 
least,  the  cries  of  those  who  are  importuning  it  for  assistance. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

Accommodations  should  be  furnished  for  at  least  250  more  people. 
This  could  be  done  by  erecting  the  two  buildings  recommended  in  the 
report  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  which  would  hold  105  persons  each,  and 
by  erecting  a  building  for  administrative  purposes,  which  would  pro- 
vide offices  for  the  medical  staff,  steward,  clerks,  and  also  living 
apartments  for  these,  and  would  thus  enable  us  to  use  the  buildings 
now  occupied  for  these  purposes  for  the  care  of  44  patients  for  which 
it  was  originally  constructed. 

Any  one  conversant  with  the  demands  made  on  us  from  all  parts  of 
the  State  will  concede  that  we  are  not  making  an  unreasonable  request 
in  asking  for  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  cover  the  construction  and 
equipment  of  those  buildings. 

The  basements,  or  rather  cellars,  of  the  present  buildings  are  unfit 
for  human  occupancy,  nevertheless  we  are  compelled  during  all  seasons 
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to  occupy  them  for  culinary,  cUniDg  and  other  purposes.  Occupied  as 
they  have  been  for  thirty  odd  years  for  these  purposes  they  have 
become  unheal th}''  in  the  extreme.  The  atone  flagging  with  which 
they  arc  covered,  resting  as  it  does,  upon  the  earth,  is  saturated  with 
refuse  water,  grease,  etc.,  and  the  earth  beneath  is  in  the  same  con- 
dition. 

During  the  winter  months  when  the  basement  is  heated,  the  animal 
matter  decomposes  and  as  a  result  the  entire  ward  buildings  as  well  as 
the  basements  are  filled  with  noisome  and  deleterious  odors. 

KITCHEN  BUILDING. 

A  new  kitchen  building  should  be  erected  which  would  contain 
dining-rooms  for  employes  and  patients  as  well  as  a  new  baker}', 
which  is  sadly  needed  as  there  is  considerable  danger  of  the  present 
one  falling  in  any  day.  In  addition  it  should  contain  store-rooms, 
scullery  and  sleeping  apartments  for  our  outside  employes  who  now 
occupy  rooms  which  could  be  utilized  for  the  care  of  patients.  By 
having  such  a  building  with  associate  dining-rooms  in  close  proximity 
to  the  kitchen,  meals  could  be  served  more  economically  as  well  as  in 
a  more  palatable  condition  as  they  now  have  to  be  taken  a  long 
distance  to  different  dining-rooms,  and  are  as  a  rule  served  much 
colder  than  they  should  be.  There  is  nothing  so  needed  at  the  present 
time  to  make  our  present  population  comfortable  as  this  building. 

As  I  stated  before  and  now  report  with  emphasin,  no  human  bring 
should  be  compelled  to  work  or  live  in  the  present  basements.  In  the 
summer  months  th<!  dampness  from  the  earth  percolates  through  the 
flocrin^ftnd  side  walls  and  moisture  forms  on  the  pipes,  with  which 
the  ceilings  are  nearly  eovered,  in  such  quantities  that  water  con- 
stantly drips  on  the  patients  and  employes  while  eating  and  on  the 
tables  on  which  food  is  served.  All  the  wood  work  is  subject  to  dry 
rot  and  needs  replacing  at  once.  The  whole  condition  is  one  which 
calls  for  relief  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

STEAM  HEATING  AND  VENTILATION,  ALSO  ADDITIONAL 
WATER  FACILITIES  FOR  FIRE  PROTECTION  AND  FOR 
GENERAL  USE. 

Another  125  horse-power  boiler  is  needed  to  complete  our  battery 
of  boilers.  During  the  winter  months  the  present  boilers  will  be  run 
to  their  full  capacity,  so  that  if  for  any  reason,  such  as  cleaning  flues,  or 
in  case  of  an  accident,  the  use  of  one  of  the  boilers  has  to  be  discon- 
tinued, the  result  would  be  that  there  would  not  be  steam  pressure 
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enough  furnished  to  heat  the  buildings  satisfactorily  or  to  furnish 
suf&cient  power  to  run  dynamos  and  laundry  machinery. 

One  feed  water  heater  is  required  to  furnish  hot  water  for  the 
boilers.  This  heater  is  needed  as  a  m^ans  of  economizing  fuel,  as  the 
water  could  be  placed  in  the  boilers  at  a  much  higher  temperature  than 
at  present. 

A  four-inch  circulation  pipe  is  required  for  the  hot  water  system  to 
extend  from  the  hot  water  generator  to  the  connections  with  the  hot 
water  pipes  at  the  old  pump  room. 

A  separate  high  pressure  return  line  should  be  placed  between  the 
laundry  and  the  boiler-house ;  also  a  heater  for  utilizing  the  exhaust 
steam  which  is  now  wasted.  A  pulsometer  is  needed  to  remove  the 
water  from  the  tank  room,  which  being  located  so  deeply  in  the  ground, 
no  connections  were  made  with  the  sewer,  as  there  is  no  other  means 
provided  for  that  purpose. 

Asbestos  covering  is  needed  for  the  hot  water  generator,  main 
steam  receiving  tank,  return  tank,  two  Toby  heaters  and  for  covering 
all  hot  water  and  circulating  pipes  throughout  the  buildings. 

Galvanized  iron  conduits  should  be  placed  in  the  attics  of  all  the 
buildings  to  connect  with  the  present  ventilation  flues  which  only 
extend  from  the  wards  to  the  attics.  The  condition  at  present  is  that 
there  is  no  method  for  removing  foul  air  from  the  wards  and  attics, 
and  as  a  result  the  air  is  used  over  and  over  again,  as  frequently 
instead  of  an  upward  current  in  the  flues  we  find  a  downward  current 
from  the  attic  when  the  temperature  is  low.  These  conduits  siiould 
be  connected  with  a  central  stack  in  each  building,  which  should  con- 
tain fans  run  by  electric  motors.  I  believe  that  efficient  ventilation 
could  be  accomplished  throughout  the  buildings  at  a  cost  not  to 
exceed  $8,400. 

ADDITIONAL  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  asylum  is  at  present  supplied  water  by  the  city  of  Rome  from 
its  reservoirs,  situated  about  three  miles  from  the  asylum,  through  a 
Kix-inch  water  main.  During  the  day  time  we  rarely  have  over  seven 
pounds  pressure  which  is  not  sufficient  to  carry  water  above  the 
second  story.  At  night  the  presEure  is  seldom  over  15  pounds. 
Frequently  there  is  not  sufficient  water  in  the  main  to  supply  our 
pump  in  the  boiler-house,  the  result  being  that  the  pump  draws  all 
the  sediment  from  the  water  main  as  well  as  air  and  forces  them  into 
our  water  pipes,  frequently  rendering  the  water  unfit  for  household 
purposes,  and  especially  unfit  for  laundry  use.  Often  when  fire  pres- 
sure is  placed  on  the  mains  in  Rome,  the  pipes  are  burst  and  conac- 
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qnently  the  inBtitiition  is  withont  any  water  supply  whatever,  except, 
ing  what  is  stored  in  two  small  cisterns  on  the  premises.  If  the  insti- 
tation  should  be  unfortunate  enough  at  the  times  mentioned  to  be 
risited  by  fire,  it  would  be  impossible  with  our  present  means  to  make 
auy  headway  against  it. 

To  correct  the  above  condition,  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  a 
number  of  wells  be  driven  on  the  premises  near  our  present  boiler- 
house.  These  wells  should  be  connected  to  a  storage  tower,  steel 
preferred,  with  our  pump.  The  tower  should  be  high  enough  to 
famish  water  to  all  parts  of  the  premises  by  gravity,  thus  insuring  a 
sufficient  amount  of  water  at  a  proper  pressure  for  fire  and  domestic 
purposes. 

Within  a  few  years  the  present  lease  with  the  city  of  Rome  for  a 
water  supply  expires,  and  in  all  probability  the  rental  will  be  increased 
for  the  future.  The  question  of  attaching  water  meters  to  all  supply 
pipes  is  being  agitated  by  the  city  officials  and  should  they  determine 
to  famish  them,  the  probability  is  that  the  expense  of  supplying  water 
to  the  institution  would  be  materially  increased.  The  present  rent 
would  more  than  maintain  our  own  plant,[if  established,  as  well  as  pay 
a  handsome  interest  on  the  amount  needed  for  that  purpose. 

ICE  HOUSE  AND  COLD  STORAGE  BUILDING. 

The  institution  is  without  sufficient  or  suitable  buildings  for  the 
storage  of  ice  and  practically  without  any  facilities  for  cold  storage. 
As  a  result  we  are  at  present  buying  ice,  although  the  amount 
harvested  last  winter  was  more  than  ample  for  our  needs  if  we  had  a 
properly  constnicted  building  to  house  it  in.  We  are  obliged  to  haul 
it  nearly  three  miles  at  considerable  expense  and  inconvenience.  We 
are  compelled  to  purchase  our  perishable  supplies  in  small  quantities 
at  an  advance  in  price,  and  even  then  there  is  a  great  deal  of  waste. 
We  should  have  a  cold  storage  building  which  would  be  large  enough 
to  contain  at  least  a  month's  supply  of  butter,  cheese,  eggs,  meat  and 
vegetables  and  I  would  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  asked  for 
that  purpose. 

PAINTING,  REPAIRING  AND  BETTERMENTS. 

Nearly  all  the  interiors  of  the  present  center,  east  and  south  exten- 
sion buildings  need  painting,  as  well  as  new  floors  and  general  repairs. 
The  buildings  have  been  occupied  for  years  by  the  county,  and  I  am 
credibly  informed  that  for  a  number  of  years  past  only  a  minimum  of 
expense  has  been  incurred  by  the  county  for  painting  and  repairs. 
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Certainly  those  baildings  occupied  by  patients  should  be  put  in  a 
wholesome  and  proper  condition. 

A  number  of  alterations  are  necessary  in  the  old  laundry  building  to 
put  it  in  proper  condition  to  be  used  for  shops  for  mechanical  pur- 
poses. The  farm  stable  needs  at  least  two  coats  of  paint  to  protect  it 
from  the  weather.  These  items,  as  well  as  grouting  the  basement, 
which  is  absolutely  necessary  to  protect  the  health  of  all  who  are  liv- 
ing in  the  buildings,  make  it  obligatory  to  ask  for  at  least  $8,000  for 
the  purposes  mentioned. 

In  addition  repairs  will  have  to  be  made  to  our  fresh  water  pond, 
from  which  the  institution  procures  ice  and  from  which  the  farm  cot- 
tages are  furnished  water,  as  well  as  extensions  during  the  coming 
summer 

Both  farm  cottages  need  papering  and  painting  outside  and  in. 
The  one  occupied  by  the  fireman  and  his  family  needs  new  sills  and 
extensive  repairs. 

COAL  SHEDS. 

Coal  sheds  should  be  provided  sufficient  to  hold  at  least  six  months' 
supply  of  coal.  At  present  the  coal  has  to  be  piled  up  in  the  open 
and  during  the  winter  months  is  covered  with  snow  and  ice  making  it 
difiScult  to  handle.  Most  of  our  year's  supply  is  hauled  in  the  winter 
so  that  we  have  the  benefit  of  our  teams  and  men  on  the  farm  during 
the  spring,  summer  and  autumn. 

FARM  STOCK  AND  UTENSILS. 

Having  a  capacity  for  350  pavients,  which  will  be  filled  within  three 
months,  it  becomes  necessary  to  increase  the  size  of  our  dairy;  25 
cows  more  should  be  purchased.  There  is  no  product  of  the  farm  that 
can  be  handled  cheaper  than  milk,  and  no  one  article  of  diet  that  is  so 
beneficial  to  health.  We  have  an  abundant  pasturage  and  plenty  of 
food  for  all  the  milch  cows  we  need. 

Another  team  is  very  much  needed  for  farm  work  and  to  con- 
vey everything  we  need  from  town.  Another  farm  sleigh  and  wagon 
with  harnesses  should  be  purchased.  We  have  only  three  farm 
teams  to  do  all  our  farm  work  on  350  acres,  besides  drawing  all  our  coal, 
groceries  and  household  stores  from  the  city.  We  have  been  obliged 
the  past  spring  and  summer  to  pay  from  our  maintenance  fund  for 
extra  farm  work  more  than  enough  to  purchase  such  a  team  as  we 
need. 

More  tiling  is  needed  to  drain  the  farm  and  garden.  Additional 
fencing  is  needed,  as  the  present  fences  are  of  practically  no  use, 
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cattle  and  horses  from   adjoining  farms  frequently  coming  through 
them  or  over  them. 

MEDICAL  AND  SURGICAL  APPLIANCES. 

Every  institution  of  this  character,  situated  as  this  asylum  is, 
should  be  thoroughly  equipped  for  any  emergency  in  addition  to  hav- 
ing what  is  required  in  the  daily  treatment  of  its  inmates.  We  need 
a  new  microscope,  with  all  its  attachments,  electrical  batteries,  both 
galvanic  and  farad ic,  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  paralysis  and 
other  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  opthalmoscope  and  accessories, 
instruments  for  transfusion,  speculieand  forceps  for  different  purposes, 
a  set  of  aural  instruments  and  a  set  of  dental  forceps.  We  should 
also  have  a  number  of  medical  works  in  our  library  for  reference. 

FIRE  PROTECTION. 

The  institution  is  in  need  of  efficient  modern  fire  apparatus,  includ- 
ing a  chemical  engine,  2,100  feet  of  two-inch  hose,  another  hose 
cart  with  500  feet  of  two  and  onc-half-inch  hose,  also  more  fire 
extinguishers. 

We  need  two  external  fire  escapes,  one  at  the  southeast  corner  of 
the  east  building,  another  at  the  west  end  of  the  west  building.  The 
necessity  for  having  the  above  apparatus  cannot  be  questioned  by  any 
fair-minded  persons.  If  we  should  be  so  unfortunate  as  to  have  a 
serious  fire  we  would,  situated  as  we  are,  be  obliged  to  rely  on  our 
own  resources,  which  we  must  confess  are  very  limited. 

It  is  an  absolute  necessity  that  we  should  establish  some  industries 
that  will  furnish  physical,  mental  and  moral  training  to  our  inmates. 
Classes  should  be  formed  in  cabinet  work,  carpentry  work,  brush 
broom  and  matmaking,  shoemaking  and  tailoring,  as  well  as  classes 
in  calisthenics,  gymnastics  and  kindergarden  work.  Many  of  our 
inmates  are  not  capable  of  doing  the  hard  work  on  the  farm  who, 
nevertheless,  might  be  employed  to  advantage  to  themselves  and  the 
institution.  To  neglect  to  furnish  means  for  such  employment,  with 
competent  instructors  for  our  inmates,  is  to  permit  them  to  become 
more  depraved  than  they  are.  It  is  true  this  is  a  custodial  institution, 
but  the  object  of  that  custody  should  be  to  benefit,  elevate  and 
improve,  as  well  as  to  care  for,  not  demoralize,  degrade  and  render 
hopeless  by  inaction  and  lack  of  training.  To  establish  such  indus- 
tries money  is  required  to  purchase  machinery  and  necessary 
apparatus. 

In  addition  we  need  machinery  such  as  a  combination  saw  and  dado 
machine,  band  saw,  planer,  wood  lathe,  sash  and  door  mortice  for 
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carpenter  shop,  an  iron  lathe,  drill  press,  drills,  bench  vise,  miter  bor 
with  the  necessary  pulley  hangings,  etc.  To  furnish  power  for  those 
shops  we  need  an  electric  motor  of  at  least  20-hor8e  power. 

FURNITURE. 

An  appropriation  to  purchase  more  furniture  should  be  asked  for» 
The  wards  at  present  are  not  furnished  as  they  should  be.  Con- 
siderable of  the  furniture  purchased  three  years  ago  was  destroyed  by 
the  insane  who  were  here,  and  more  is  needed  to  equip  the  new  build- 
ings asked  for. 

The  present  pig-stys  and  slaughter-house  are  in  a  dilapidated  con. 
dition  and  in  danger  of  falling  down.  They  are  not  worth  what  it 
would  cost  to  move  them  even  if  we  had  the  funds  necessary  to  do  so. 
They  occupy  oneof  the  best  parts  of  the  grounds  where  we  expect  to  erect 
new  buildings,  and  the  same  reasons  exist  for  locating  them  at  some 
other  point  that  rendered  the  removal  of  the  stable  necessary^,  only  ta 
a  greater  extent  for  the  odors  that  emanate  from  them  is  offensive  in 
the  extreme.  We  should  have  facilities  for  caring  for  200  hogs  in  a. 
building  erected  for  that  purpose  as  well  as  a  new  slaughter-house. 

GRADING  AND  IMPROVING  GROUNDS. 

To  carry  on  the  good  work  commenced  the  past  summer  of  improv* 
ing  the  grounds  by  the  change  in  the  highway  and  the  moving  of  the 
stable,  we  need  an  appropriation  for  grading  the  lawns,  making  new 
roads  and  walks,  for  the  planting  of  shrubs  and  trees. 

An  appropriation  for  that  purpose  will  render  available  the  servicee 
of  many  of  our  able-bodied  male  inmates  who  would  be  able  to  wheel 
earth  and  shovel.  The  approach  to  the  institution  is  in  a  bad  condi- 
tion and  new  walks  and  drives  are  necessary.  Living  as  we  do  in  the 
country  there  are  days  and  weeks  in  the  year  when  it  is  almost  impos* 
Bible  to  walk  outside  without  getting  in  the  mud  up  to  the  ankles. 
New  walks  are  needed  to  connect  the  west  building  with  the  laundry 
and  boiler-house.  The  construction  of  such  walks  would  enable  us  to 
take  our  patients  out  for  exercise  almost  dally. 

MUSICAL  INSTRUMENTS. 

A  small  appropriation  should  be  asked  for  to  purchase  another  piano 
and  some  instruments  needed  in  our  band.  Every  encouragement  should 
be  given  to  those  who  are  willing  to  contribute  their  talent  toward  the 
enjoyment  of  the  patients  and  such  instruments  as  are  needed  for  that 
purpose  should  be  purchased. 
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TELEPHONE  EXCHANGE. 

A  telephone  exchange  is  among  the  pressing  needs  of  the  institution 
at  the  present  time  to  connect  the  stables,  dynamo  building,  boiler- 
house,  laundry  and  the  diflferent  wards  with  the  office  and  with  each 
other.  It  could  be  used  for  the  present  for  fire  purposes,  to  regulate 
the  heating  and  lighting  of  the  building  and  would  save  a  great  deal 
of  walking,  in  an  emergency  a  physician  or  officer  could  at  once  be 
called  to  any  of  the  wards  or  buildings  thus  saving  valuable  time. 

MAINTENANCE. 

Our  population  will  have  nearly  doubled  by  the  time  the  present 
appropriation  for  maintenance  has  expired.  It  will  be  necessary  to 
ask  for  an  increased  amount  for  that  purpose.  We  did  not  expend 
within  $31,000  of  what  was  appropriated  last  year  for  maintenance. 
The  amount  saved  has  been  credited  to  the  fund  for  the  present  year. 
It  can  be  said  to  our  credit  that  the  per  capita  cost  was  less  this  year 
than  last  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  our  daily  average  population 
was  less.  I  am  confident  that  we  can  maintain  the  institution  for 
about  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  for  the  j'ear  1895. 

The  asylum  has  had  the  usual  number  of  official  visitors.  Hon. 
William  R.  Stewart,  the  president  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  has  de- 
voted considerable  of  his  valuable  time  and  knowledge  to  the  interest  of. 
the  asylum,  and  I  feel  deeply  grateful  to  him  for  many  valuable  sugges- 
tions and  encouragement,  also  to  Mrs.|Beekman  de  Peyster,  Dr.  Stephen 
Smith,  Hon.  Peter  Walrath  and  Dr.  Stoddard,  of  the  State  Board  of 
Charities,  who  have  thoroughly  inspected  the  institution  and  its  work- 
ings during  the  past  year.  Dr.  Charles  S.  Hoyt,  Superintendent  of 
the  State  Poor,  has  been  among  the  official  visitors. 

Hon.  James  A.  Roberts,  Comptroller  of  the  State,  visited  the 
asylum  during  the  year.  This  visit  has  been  of  marked  benefit  to  the 
asylum  as  the  Comptroller  now  has  a  personal  knowledge  of  the 
class  of  patients  we  are  caring  for  and  of  the  difficulties  we  are  laboring 
under. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  onerous  duties  of  our  attend- 
ants. Compelled  to  rise  at  5  o'clock  in  the  summer  and  5.30  in  the 
winter,  they  frequently  are  on  duty  until  8  o'clock  at  night  and  occa- 
sionally until  10  o'clock ;  they  have  little  time  for  recreation  and  rest. 
True,  they  have  the  usual  ^'  time  off"  to  themselves  allowed  in  other 
institutions  and  their  annual  vacation,  but  the  continual  daily 
attendance  on  this  class  of  patients,  with  their  extremely  long 
hoars  of  service,  have   a   depressing   effect    on    their    mental    and

physical  powers.  In  educational  institutions,  the  hours  are  much 
shorter  and  the  teachers  relieve  the  attendants  of  the  care  of 
inmates  during  the  school  hours ;  in  the  hospitals  for  the  insane 
there  is  more  diversity  in  the  character  of  the  service  and  the  work  is 
more  interesting  to  the  attendants  and  nurses,  but  with  our  class  of 
inmates  there  is  no  diversity,  no  change.  To  bed  at  10  o'clock,  up 
again  at  five  or  half  past  to  undertake  the  exacting  duties  of  the  day. 
To  improve  this  condition,  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  your 
honorable  board  present  the  facts  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  State 
with  a  view  of  producing  a  better  condition  of  service  of  our  attend- 
ants by  increasing  the  force  so  that  one-third  of  the  attendants  should 
be  off  duty  every  second  afternoon,  and  still  have  sufiQcient  help  to 
properly  care  for  the  patients.  I  appreciate  it  will  cost  more  money, 
but  the  service  will  be  much  improved.  Our  employes  are,  as  a  rule, 
well  paid,  but  the  hours  of  service  are  too  long. 

I  appreciate  the  excellent  work  done  by  our  employes  during  the 
past  year.  They  have  performed  their  arduous  duties  faithfully  and 
well.  Now  and  then  some  are  employed  with  excellent  recommend- 
ations, who,  after  a  short  trial,  prove  themselves  unsuited  for  or  incap- 
able of  performing  the  services  required.  As  soon  as  these  facts  are 
ascertained,  we  permit  them  to  resign. 

Our  relations  with  the  Bureau  of  Charitable  Institutions  has  been 
harmonious  and  of  benefit. to  the  institution.  We  frequently  receive 
from  the  department  valuable  information  which  is  of  considerable 
assistance  to  us. 

The  ofiAcers  of  the  institution  have  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreei- 
tion  for  their  hearty  co-operation  and  assistance  during  the  past  year. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  desire  to  express  my  deep  sense  of 
obligation  to  you,  gentlemen  of  the  board  of  managers,  and  to  the 
executive  committee  for  valuable  counsel  and  support.

Hon.  Levi  P.  Morton,  Chvemor  and  Cammander-in'Ohief: 

Sir. —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report  for  the 
cnrrent  year  of  the  military  department  of  the  State,  with  snch 
sub-reports  as  have  been  received. 

Militia. 
In  my  report  for  the  year  1895, 1  estimated  the  number  of  men 
residing  in  this  State,  subject  to  enrollment  for  military  service, 
4is  800,000,  of  whom  probably  560,000  would  be  fit  for  such  service. 
Although  the  population  of  the  State  has  no  doubt  increased  dur- 
ing  this  year,  I  consider  the  above  figures  still  applicable. 

The  National  Quard. 

On  the  30th  day  of  September,  this  year,  the  National  Quard 
condsted  of  851  commissioned  officers  and  12,556  enlisted  men; 
aggregate^  13,407.  The  maximum  is  by  law  limited  to  16,000 
enlisted  men.  • 

In  the  course  of  the  year  there  have  been  added  to  the  organi- 
sations in  existence  on  January*  1st,  two  companies  to  the  8th 
Battalion,  raising  the  latter  to  the  footing  of  a  regiment,  and  one 
troop  to  Squadron  ''A,''  making  this  organization  consist  of  three 
troops.  The  Hospital  Corps  has  been  reorganized  and  enlarged* 
Otherwise  tlie  organization  of  the  National  Quard  remains  the 
4aine  as  stated  in  my  last  report.    I  deeire  to  call  your  attention 
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to  the  recommendation  made  in  my  last  report  regarding  tlie 
organization*  of  a  regiment  of  heavy  artillery. 

The  Naval  Militia. 
No  changes  in  the  organization  of  this  portion  of  the  State 

forces  have  taken  place  this  year. 

Armament,  Equipment  and  Uniforms. 
The  National  Guard  and  Naval  Militia  are  still  armed  and 

m 

equipped  as  described  in  my  last  report. . 

Blouses,  trousers  and  overcoats  have  been  supplied  as  liberally 
as  the  means  at  my  disposal  permitted,  but  there  is  still  great  need 
for  further  extra  issues  of  blouses  and  trousers. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  service  ^oes  and  flannel  shirts 
be  made  part  of  the  uniforms  furnished  and  issued  by  the  State. 

The  medical  department  is  now  in  possession  of  ambulances, 
medical  chests,  litters  and  hospital  corps  Icnives^  which  practically 
completes  the  equipment  of  that  department. 

A  more  complete  cooking  outfit  f^r  companies  is  needed  and 
should  be  obtained;  the  oo»t  will  probably  be  about  f  15,000. 

Camp  Servigb. 

The  Camp  of  Instruction  opened  this  season,  June  27th,  and 
closed  August  15th,  and  the  troops  on  duty  at  the  Camp  during^ 
that  time  were: 

Prom  June  27th  to  July  4th,  Squadron  "A,"  the  Eighth  Regi- 
ment and  a  provisional  battalion  composed  of  the  Second,  Twenty- 
fifth,  Forty-second  and  Forty-fourth  Separate  Companies. 

From  July  4th  to  11th,  the  Thirteenth  Kegiment  and  a  provis- 
ional battalion  composed  of  the  First,  Thirtieth,  Forty-third  and 

Forty-eighth  Separate  Companies. 

From  July  11th  to  18th,  the  Twenty-third  Kegiment  and  a  pro- 
visional battalion  composed  of  the  Twenty-ninth,  Thirty-fourth, 
Forty-first  and  Forty-sixth  Separate  Companies. 
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Prom  July  18th  to  25th,  the  Ninth  Regiment  and  a  provisional 
battalion  composed  of  the  Fifth,  Tenth,  Twenty-fourth  and  Thirtyr 
seventh  Separate  Companies. 

From  July  25th  to  August  1st,  the  First,  Second  and  Third  Sig- 
nal Corps,  the  Fourteenth  Regiment  and  a  provisional  battalion 
composed  of  the  Eighth,  Twelfth,  Seventeenth  anc^  Eighteenth 
Separate  Companies. 

From  August  1st  to  8th,  Troop  "  C,"  the  Sixty-ninth  Regiment 
and  a  provision.al  battalion  composed  of  the  Third,  Ninth,  Thirty- 
third  and  Thirty-ninth  Separate  Companies. 

From  August  8th  to  15th,  the  First,  Second,  Third  and  Sixth 
Batteries. 

The  course  of  instruction  was  on  the  principles  heretofore 
adopted  and  observed. 

The  last  two  weeks  Troop  "  F,"  Third  United  States  Cavalry, 
was  also  on  duty  at  the  Camp,  serving  as  an  object-lesson  and 
doing  great  good  to  the  State  troops  in  Camp  then,  especially  to 
Troop  "  C." 

With  the  State  batteries  served  also  Light  Battery  "  K,"  First 
United  States  Artillery,  whose  example  was  of  great  service  to 
the  former. 

The  batteries  marched  from  New  York  city  to  the  Camp;  the 
other  organizations  arrived  by  railroad  transportation;  all  the  or- 
ganizations, except  the  regular  battery,  returned  to  their  respec- 
tive stations  by  rail. 

The  work  performed  by  the  troops  was  satisfactory  to  me  in 
every  respect,  and  their  officers  and  men,  as  .well  as  the  officers 
serving  on  my  staff,  and  Colonel  Robert  H.  Hall  and  Captain 
J.  B.  Burbank,  United  States  Army,  on  duty  at  the  Camp,  deserve 
great  credit  and  commendation  for  their  work. 
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The  Honorable  Secretary  of  War  deserveB  the  thanka  of  the  State 
for  the  detail  of  the  two  organizatioaB  of  the  Regular  Army  aerv- 
iog  with  the  State  troops  at  the  Camp  aa  Bet  forth  above. 

The  following  table  will  ahow  the  attendance  at  Camp  in  detail : 
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It  will  be  observed  from'  the  foregoing  that  the  average  of  the 
attendance  at  Camp  this  season  is  88  per  cent.;  that  6,016  officers 
and  enlisted  men  were  paid  for  their  service  in  Camp.  Including 
the  officers  and  enlisted  men  serving  at  post  headquarters,  the 
artillery  detachments  and  the  band^  there  were  on  duty  at  the  Camp 
during  the  season  altogether  about  6^00  officers  and  men. 

There  was  considerable  sickness  —  malaria  —  developed  In  Camp 
this  season,  especially  among  those  who  served  there  longer  than 
one  week;  as  the  tides  were  generally  very  low,  there  is  no  doubt 
this  was  caused  by  sewage,  and  it  is,  therefore,  imperative  that  this 
should  be  corrected  before  another  Camp  season.  The  eastern 
parade  ground  requires  grading;  it  is  in  very  poor  condition. 

Sbbvics)  Afloat  and  Ashorb. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Naval  Militia  has  had  a  tour  of  duty, 
equivalent  to  the  Camp  duty  of  the  National  Guard,  every  year  since 
itsorganization^and  as  furthermore  it  appears  very  doubtful  if  United 
States  vessels  of  war  could  be  obtained  for  work  at  sea.  It  was 
decided  that  the  longshore,  signal  and  information  work  should  be 
continued  this  year  by  volunteers,  not  by  the  organization  as  a 
whole. 

The  number  of  volunteers  allowed  to  the  First  Naval  Battalion 
was  limited  to  56  officers  and  men,  but  so  many  more  volunteering 
than  had  been  expected,  the  number  was  increased  to  100.  The 
operations  of  these  detachments  extended  over  the  months  of  June, 
July  and  August. 

The  Second  Separate  Naval  Division  had  its  tour  of  service  from 
July  19th  to  the  27th,  and  the  duty  was  arranged  especially  with 
reference  to  gathering  information  of  the  waters  of  Lake  Ontario 
at  its  eastern  end. 
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For  detailed  account  of  the  work  undertaken  and  its  result  I  refer 
to  the  reports  of  the  United  States  naval  ofDcers  and  those  of  the 
commanding  ofDcers  of  the  State  naval  organizations..  , 

Service  in  Aid  of  the  Civil  Authority. 

No  call  has  been  made  this  year  <m  the  armed  force  of  the  State 
to  assist  in  preserving  the  peace,  rights  and  property  of  the  State, 
and  that  there  has  been  no  cause  for  such  aid  must  be  very  gratify- 
ing to  every  good  citizen  of  the  State. 

In  another  place  I  have  spoken  of  wants  yet  to  be  supplied  to  per- 
fect the  equipment  of  the  military  forces  of  the  State  for  duty  of 
this  kind. 

It  is  proper  to  say  here,  that  had  troops  been  called  for  by  the 
United  States  government  as  rumored  about  a  year  ago,  the  organi- 
zations which  had  had  fleld  service  last  year  would  have  been  found 
fully  equipped  and  fitted  out,  and  would  have  had  the  .experience 
for  campaigning  only  to  be  derived  from  actual  service  of  that 

nature.

At  Schenectady  are  unsafe  and  entirely  inadequate. 

Twbntt-ninth  Sbparatb  Company 
At  Medina,  are  inmifficient  and  not  answering  the  purpose. 

Ninth  Sbparatb  Company 

At  Whitehall,  are  totally  unsuitable  for  any  military  purpose, 
further  than  storage  of  property. 

Armories  are  needed  for  these  organizations,  they  are  urgently 
needed.  It  is  expected,  however,  that  the  county  of  Erie  will 
provide  for  the  Fourth  Signal  Corps  and  FQurth  Brigade  head- 
quarters at  an  early  date. 

Many  of  the  armories  have  facilities  for  indoor  rifle  practice; 
those  that  have  not  should  be  provided  with  such  for  galleiy 
inractlce  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible.

Sir. — ^I  have  the  honor  to  sabmit  herewith  my  annaal  report. 
The  past  year  has  been  spent  by  the  comm'onds  of  this  brigade 
in  routine  duty,  none  of  them  having  been  called  upon  to  aid  the 

■ 

civil  authorities. 

The  discipline  and  eflBciency  of  the  brigade,  with  slight  excep- 
tiomis,  show  steady  gain,  as  does  the  numerical  strength — 2,293 
March  31, 1896— compared  with  2,185  at  same  date  in  1895. 

The  increased  supply  of  ajnmuaiition  issued  has  resulted  in  re- 
newed interest  in  rifle  practice,  as  shown  by  the  large  number  of 
marksmen,  (Sharpshooters  and  experts  for  the  last  season. 

In  my  judgment  the  supply  of  ammunition  should  be  still  further 
increased.  A  sufficient  supply  should  be  i's^ued  to  enable  a  com- 
mand when  on  the  range  to  employ  all  of  the  time  in  practi-ce,  giv- 
ing particular  attention  to  the  men  least  expert. 

By  so  doing  the  number  of  men  proficient  in  the  most  important 
of  a  soldier's  duties — ability  to  use  their  arms  effectively — will  be 
still  further  augmented*. 

I  would  renew  my  reciommendiation  of  lastyear,thattheNaX:ional 
Guard  of  this  State  be  reorganized  as  a  division  under  the  command

The  Third  Brigade  includes  the  Third.  Signal  Corps,  one  battery 
of  Light  Artillery  (Sixth)  at  Binghamton,  N.  Y.;  Tenth  Battalion 
of  Infantry  at  Albany,  N.  Y.,  and  30  Separate  Companies  of  In- 
fantry, stationed  a^ follows  :

The  Fourth  Brigade,  General  Peter  C.  Doyle,  headquarters  at 
BuflPalo,  N.  Y.,  consists  of  the  Fourth  Signal  Corps,  one  battery 
of  Light  Artillery  (Fifth)  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  Sixty-fifth  and  Seventy- 
fourth  Regiments  of  Infantry  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  and  14  Separate 
Companies  of  Infantry,  stationed  as  follows: 

First  and  Eighth,  Rochester,  N.  Y. ;  Forty-eighth,  Oswego,  N.  Y. ; 
Forty-first,  Syracuse,  N.  Y.;  Second,  Auburn,  N.  Y.;  Thirty-fourth, 
Geneva,  N.  Y.;  Twenty-sixth  and  Thirtieth,  Elmira^  N.  Y.;  Forty- 
seventh,  Homellsville,  N.  Y.;  Twenty-ninth,  Medina,  N.  Y.;  Forty- 
third,  Olean,  N.  Y.;  Thirteenth,  Jamestown,  N.  Y.;  Twenty-fifth, 
Tonawanda,  N.  Y.;  Forty-second,  Niagara  Falte,  N.  Y.;  aggregate 
about  2,293.  (Map  on  file  in  military  information  division  to  indi- 
cate  locations  of  organizations  as  given  above.) 

The  present  regiments  are  organizations  of  10  companies  each, 
divided  into  two  battalions  of  five  companies  each.  Infantry  com- 
panies consist  of  one  Captain,  one  First  Lieutenant,  one  Second  Lieu- 
tenant, one  First  Sergeant,  one  Quartermaster-Sergeant,  four  Ser- 
geaobs,  eight  Gorpomlis,  two  Muisioiane,  and  with  the  minimum 
number  ^f  31  and  maximum  of  84  privates  The  separate  com- 
panies of  infantry  are  allowed  by  law  an  additional  Second  Lieu- 
tenant, and  have  also  each  an  Assistant  Surgeon  with  rank  of  First 
Lieutenant. 

A  separate  troop  of  cavalry  or  light  battery  consists  of  one  Cap- 
tain, two  First  Lieutenants,  two  Second  Lieutenants,  one  First  Ser- 
geant, one  Quartermaster  Sergeant,  one  Veterinary  Sergeant,  one 
Guidon  Sergeant,  four  Sergeants,  eight  Corporals,  four  Artificers, 
two  Trumpeters,  and  48  minimum  or  84  maximum  privates,  with  an 
Assistant  Surgeon,  rank  of  First  Lieutenant.  The  State  Code  au- 
thorizes the  Governor  to  modify  organizations  to  conform  to  any 
methods  adopted  in  the  Regular  Army,  now  or  hereafter  and  to 
make  all  necessary  changes  to  that  end;  also  to  increase  the  State 
forces  beyond  the  standing  strength  of  15,000  "  in  case  of  war, 
insurrection,  invasion  or  imminent  danger  thereof." 

The  Military  Code  of  the  State  of  New  York  as  amended  states 
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that,  no  comonis^on  shall  be  issued  to  any  oflBicer  in  the  National 
Guard,  save  to  general  officers,  until  the  officer  elected  or  appointed 
shall  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  before  a  board,  as  to 
his  knowledge  of  military  affairs  proportionate  to  the  office  to  be 
held,  his  general  knowledge  and  his  fitness  for  the  servica 

General  officers  and  commanding  officers  of  regiments,  and  bat- 
talions not  a  part  of  a  regiment,  may  nominate  candidates  to  fill 
vacancies  in  the  staffs  and  signal  corps  of  their  respective  brigades, 
regiments  or  battalions. 

To  each  brigade  there  shall  be  one  Assistant  Adjutant-General  of 
the  grade  of  Lieutenant-Colonel,  who  shall  be  the  Chief  of  the  Brig- 
ade Staff,  otie  Inspector,  on^  Engineer,  one  Judge- Advocate,  one 
Surgeon,  one  Ordnance  Officer,  one  Quartermaster,  one  Commissary 
of  Subsistence  and  one  Insrpector  of  Rifle  Practice,  each  of  the  grade 
of  Major;  and,  as  the  person^al  staff  of  the  Brigadier-General,  two 
Aides-de-Oamp  of  the  grade  of  Captain. 

Field  and  staff  officers  of  a  regiment  are :  One  Colonel,  one  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel, audi  one  Major  to  each  battalion,  one  Surgeon-Major, 
two  Assistant  Sui^eons  of  the  grade  of  Cajptain,  one  Regimental 
Adjutant,  one  Regimental  Quartermaster,  each  of  the  grade  of  Cap- 
tain, one  Commissary  of  Subsistence,  two  Battalion  Adjufante  and 
two  Battalion  Quartermasters,  each  of  the  grade  of  First  Lieuten- 
iint,  one  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice  of  the  grade  of  Captain,  one 
Chaplain  of  the  grade  of  Captain,  one  Regimental  and  two  Battalion 
Sergeant-M-ajors,  one  Regimental  and  two  Battalion  Quartermas- 
ter-Sergeants, one  Commissary  Sergeant,  one  Ordnance  Sergeant, 
one  Hospital  Steward  and  one  Assistant  Hospital  Steward  for  each 
battalion,  one  Band  Leader  or  Trumpeter  and  one  Drum-Major  and 
two  Ooltfr-Bearers,  each  of  the  grade  of  Sergeant. 

Should  regiments  be  increased  to  12  companies,  the  requisite 
number  of  additional  officers  of  like  grade  will  be  appointed. 

4,  General  Officers — Number  and  Manner  of  Appointment 

Four  Brigadier-Generals.  Should  Major-Gefierals  be  appointed 
the  consent  of  the  Senate  is  necessary.  Brigadier-Generals  may  be 
Appointed  by  the  Governor,  or,  should  he  so  direct,  they  may  be 
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cbosen  by  the  Field  Officers  of  the  Brig^ide  and  the  Oammanding 
Officers  of  Troops^  Batteries  and  Companies  not  a  part  of  a  Regi- 
ment or  Battalion,  but  in  the  Brigade.  No  person  is  eligible  for 
appointment  or  election,  however,  a«  a  Major  or  Brigadier-Greneral, 
unless  he  has  served  five  years  in  the  National  Ouard ;  but  service 
in  the  regular  or  volunteer  forces  of  the  United  States  ©hall  be 
counted  as  service  in  the  National  Guard. 

6.  Company  Officera — Hoto  Selected  or  Appointed — Examination  of. 

Company  officers  are  chosen  by  written  or  printed  votes  of  offi- 
cers and  enlisted  men  of  their  respective  companies  and  commis- 
sioned by  the  Governor,  after  passing  a  satisfactory  examination 
by  a  board  as  to  their  knowledge  of  military  affairs  proportionate 
to  the  offiice  and  tihe  general  knowledge  and  fitness  for  the  service. 
They  must  be  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  not  less  than  18 
years  of  age. 

7.  Staff  Departments — Adjutant-Oeneral,  Duties  of — Medical  De- 

partment, Duties  of — Other  Staff  Corps,  Duties  of. 

The  staff  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  consists  of  one  Adjutant- 
General,  of  the  grade  of  Major-General,  who  shall  be  the  Chief  of 
Staff  and  is  charged  with  the  general  duties  pertaining  to  that 
position  in  the  regnlar  army.  He  is  also  the  auditor  of  military 
accounts,  and  all  claims  payable  from  the  treasury  of  the  State  for 
military  purpc^ses,  are  rogularly  audited  by  him  and  approved  by 
the  Governor,  as  Commander-in-Chief,  before  payment;  one  In- 
spector-General, one  Oommissary-General,  who  shall  be  Chief  of 
Ordnlance;  one  Judge- Advocate-General  who  shall  be  a  counselor- 
at-law  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  at  least  five  years'  standing;  one 
Strrgeon-General  who  shall  be  a  graduate  of  some  incorporated 
school  of  medicine  and  of  at  least  five  years'  practice;  one  Chief  of 
Engineers^  who  shall  have  been  ediucated  as  an  engineer;  one 
Chief  of  Artillery;  one  Quartermaster-General;  one  Paymasjter- 
General;  one  Commi»sary-General  of  Subsistence  and  one  Gen- 
eral Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice,  each  of  the  grade  of  Brigadier- 
General ;  six  Aides-de-Camp  and  one  Military  Secretary,  each  of  the 
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rank  of  Colouel.  The  Inspector-Greneral,  Surgeon-Genepal  and 
Judge  Advocate-General  are  charged  with  the  duties  performed 
by  offlceps  of  like  grade  in  the  United  States  Army.  The  other 
Chiefs  of  Staff  Departments  have  but  supervisory  functions  in 
peacetimes.     , 

The  Chiefis  of  Staff  Departments,  the  Aides-de-Oamp  and  the 
Military  Secretary  of  the  Oommionder-in-Ohief,  aire  appointed  by 
each  Governor,  and  these  commiissiione  expire  with  the  term  for 
which  the  Governor  appointing  them  shall  have  been  elected. 

8.  Ambulance  Corps  and  Hospital  Corps — Organization^  Equipment 

and  Efficiency. 

The  Hospital  C5orps  of  the  State  consieits  of  the  hospital  stewards 
of  regjments^  battalions  and  squadrons,  and  of  the  inen  specially 
enlisted  for  or  transferred  from  companies  to  hofiipital  corps  of 
organizations,  to  the  number  of  12  for  a  regiment,  eight  for  a 
squadron  or  a  battalion  not  part  of  a  regiment,  and  two  for  each 
separate  or  unattached  troop,  battery,  company  and  signal  corps, 
and  is  in  addition  to  the  authorized  strength  of  the  organizations; 
a  corporal  is  authorized  for  each  little  squad  of  four  men.  Each 
corporal  and  private  is,  in  active  service,  required  to  carry  a  can- 
teen of  water,  a  knife,  and,  except  where  serving  as  an  orderly,  a 
hospital  corps  pouch,  whose  contents  are  substantially  the  same 
as  that  used  in  the  regular  service.  The  State  regulations  gov- 
erning the  corps  have  been  recently  modified,  and  are  published  in 
General  Orders  No.  11,  General  Headquarters,  State  of  New  York^ 
July  13,  1896,  and  a  copy  of  this  order  marked  "  A  "  is  attached 
to  this  report.  A  Regimental  Surgeon  was  on  duty  at  the  Gamp 
as  medical  instructor,  and  the  several  detachments  of  the  hospital 
corps  were  drilled  and  instructed  by  him  or  under  his  supervision 
during  their  respective  tours  of  dlity.  The  instruction  was  seem- 
ingly thorough,  and  was  both  practical  and  theoretical,  but  it  may 
be  questioned  whether  purely  professional  instruction  was  not  too 
much  sacrificed  for  military  drill.  A  detachment  under  a  radical 
officer  was  on  the  field  at  all  drills  and  ceremonies,  prepared  for 
casualties,  and  seemed  to  be  vigilant,  prompt  and  efficient.    The 
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members  of  the  corps  whom  I  had  occasion  to  observe  were  intelli- 
gent men.

No  Ambulance  Corps  has  as  yet  been  organized  and  equipped. 
An  exi)erimental  ambulance  was  attached  to  the  hospital  during 
the  Peekskill  Camp,  When  the  proper  vehicle  has  been  evolved  it 
is  proposed  to  furnish  one  to  each  brigade  and  keep  one  perma- 
nently at  the  State  Camp.

9.  Signal  Corps — Organization,  Equipment  and  Efficiency, 

In  each  brigade  of  the  State  there  is  a  signal  corps  consisting  of 
one  Captain  and  one  First  Lieutenant,  one  Assistant  Surgeon  (First 
Lieutenant),  and  not  exioeeding  46  noncommissioned  officers  and 
privates.  The  chief  signal  officer  for  the  Guard  holds  the  rank  of 
Major  and  exercises  supervisory  control  over  the  entire  force. 
They  are  equipped)  with  all  the  paraphernalia  in  use  by  similar 
corps  in  the  regular  army.  They  are  all  properly  organized  and 
are  in  efficient  condition.  Of  their  capacity  to  perform  any  of  the 
dutiea  -connected  with  their  branch  of  the  work  with  celerity  and 

accuracy  there  is  no  possible  doubt,

Applkiants  for  enlistment  must  show  that  they  have  been  prac- 
tical telegraphers  or  civil,  mechanical  or  electrical  engineers,  or 
that  in  their  education  they  have  received  instruction  in  these 
branches.  The  officers  and  men  of  the  three  corps  on  duty  at  the 
Camp  seemed  greatly  interested  in  their  work,  which  consisted  in 
signaling  by  flag,  heliograph  lantern,  field  telegraph  and  field  tele- 
phone, and  they  were  very  diligent  and  energetic.  I  frequently 
observed  them,  and  found  them  to  be  a  thoroughly  efficient  body  of 

men  in  their  special  duties.

All  organizations  of  the  Guard  of  tJxe  State  are  sent  on  alternate 
years  to  the  Gamp  of  Instruction  at  Peefcskill-on-Hudson,  ais  regi- 
ments, or  provisional  baffbalionis  of  the  separate  companies,  each 
command  serving  one  week;  the  entire  period  of  instruction  last- 
ing seven  week®.  The  camp  ground*  is  owned  by  the  State,  an'd, 
with  the  exception  of  its  limited  area,  is  a  model  in  all  respecta.

The  aggregate  of  the  39  organizations  ordered  to  the  Camp  (sum- 
mer of  1896)  was,  according  to  the  data  furnished  me,  6,726,  and  of 
this  number  5,917,  or  about  87.97  per  cent.,  responded  to  the  call. 
Although  the  Camp  is  too  limited  in  area  for  proper  exemplifl'ca- 
tion  of  the  extended  order  drill  regulations,  it  is  in  admirable 
condition,  and  provided  with  everything  except  barracks  and  quar- 
ters necessary  for  a  well-equipped  military  post.  The  experience 
and  efficiency  of  the  staff  departments  are  such  that  the  troops 
upon  arrival  find  their  tents  pitched,  the  kitchen  and  mess-liLall 
*  ready  for  use,  and  all  other  essentials  in  readiness  for  them,  so  that 
nd  time  is  lost  in  beginnmg  the  course  of  instruction. 

Troop  F,  Third  United  States  Cavalry,  was  encamped  with  the 
State  troops  from  August  1st,  and  Light  Battery  K,  First  United 
States  Artillery,  from  August  8th,  until  the  close  of  the  Camp — 
August  15th.  The  battery  accompanied  the  four  State  batteries 
on  the  march  from  New  York  city  to  the  Camp — August  6th  to  8th.

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ant  towns  of  great  manufactaring  and  commercial  Interests  are 
distributed  over  its  entire  area,  no  points  of  concentration  conid 
be  prearranged  except  as  the  result  of  immediate  conditions.  The 
organizations  composing  the  Guard  are  widely  and  ^symmetrically 
distributed,  the  preponderating  force  (over  one-half)  being  in  New 
York  and  Brooklyn. 

(b)  It  is  believed,  in  the  light  of  past  experience,  that  the  entire 
Ouard  with  its  field  equipment  could  be  concentrated  at  any  point 
within  State  limits  in  24  hours,  if  short  previous  notice  were  given, 
or  in  48  hours  if  the  call  was  unexpected.

Batteries  are  Id  excellent  oondition.  The  Fifth  Battery  has  obso- 
lete guns,  for  which  ammunition  can  not  be  furnished,  and  the  old 
type  wooden  carriages,  which  are  too  unserviceable  through  age 
to  take  into  the  field. 

Infantry. —  Remington  rifles,  caliber  .50.  These  rifles  imight  be 
considered  serviceable  for  street  work  and  drills,  but  unserviceable 
for  the  field.  The  Springfield  rifle,  caliber  .45,  would  be  far  better 
in  every  respect  until  the  question  of  small  arms,  both  as  to  type 
and  caliber,  has  passed  the  experimental  stage.

The  armament  of  the  cavalry  and  artillery  in  camp  wais  seem- 
ingly in  good  condition,  but  that  of  the  infantry,  which  I  was 
enabled  to  observe  more  closely,  was  not  invariably  so.  Very 
many  of  these  pieces  were  dirty,  even  rusty,  and  showed  lack  of 
common  care.  I  was  advised  that  the  duty  of  keeping  the  arms 
in  order  belongs  to  the  armorer,  who,  under  the  law,  is  authorized 
for  each  armory^  and  that  the  individual  soldier  has  no  responsi- 
bility in  the  matter.    But  certainly  some  of  the  armorers  have  been 

very  negligent.

Ck>mmanders  of  regiments,  battalions,  separate  companies, 
troops,  batteries  and  -corps  are  responsible  for  all  public  property 
in  the  possession  of  their  commandis.  The  regulations  governing 
accountability  are  baeed  upon  those  of  the  regular  army,  and  ap- 
pear to  be  strictly  enforced. 

23.  Subsistence — Rations — Oomp(ment  Parts  of — How  FumAshed — 

How  Prepared. 

Component  parts  of  the  ration  as  established  by  the  State  regu- 
lations are  substantially  the  same  as  the  army  ration,  but  about 
25  per  cent,  larger.  The  Subsistence  Department  fumiehes  it 
through  contracts,  when  practicable.  In  emergen-cies  rations  are 
purohased  by  immediate  commanding  officers  under  regulations. 
In  Camp  of  Instruction  at  Peekskill  troops  are  fed  by  contract  at 
a  general  mess-hall,  where  all  the  facilities  of  a  large  hotel  are 
provided  for  use  of  the  contractors  in  supplying  stated  meals. 

24.  Pay  and  Allowances. 

When  ordered  for  duty  by  the  Governor,  except  for  inspection, 
muster,  or  rifle  practice,  per  diem  pay  is  allotted  as  follows: 

Private  or  musician,  fl.25;  First  Sergeant  and  Sergeant-Major, 
$2;  other  non-commissioned  officers  or  those  acting  as  such',  fl.50; 
Lieutenant,  f2.50;  Captain  or  company  commander,  |3;  Major  or 
Lietf tenant-Colonel,  f4;  Colonel  or  Commander  of  a  regiment  or 
separate  battalion,  f5;  Brigadier-General,  t6;  Major-General,  f8; 
Adjutant  or  Acting  Adjutant,  |3;  all  other  staff  offlicers,  the  pay 
of  line  officers  of  equal  grade;  enlisted  men  who  have  served  a  full 
term  of  enlistment  shall  be  entitled  to  additional  pay  at  the  rate 
of  25  cents  per  day  during  the  second  five  years  of  their  service, 
and  a  further  additional  25  cents  per  day  for  each  succeeding  five 
years  of  service.  When  on  duty,  or  assembled  therefor,  in  case  of 
riot^  tumult,  breach  of  the  peace,  insurrection  or  invasion,  or  when- 
ever called  out  in  aid  of  the  dvil  authorities,  commissioned  officers 
shall  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowanices  as  commissioned  officers 
of  the  regular  army  of  equal  grade  and  length  of  service;  each 
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officer  and  enlisted  man,  mounted  and  equipped,  shall  be  paid  a 

reasonable  compensation  per  day  for  each  horse  actually  used  by 

him. 

OAPTAIN   BUBBANK. 

I  frequently  visited  the  mess-hall  at  the  encampment  and  noted 
that  the  food  furnished  was  of  excellent  quality  and  in  quantities 
most  liberal.  The  mess-hall  is  admiraibly  equipped  and  frequently 
provided  for  as  many  as  1,500  men  per  day. 

COLONEL   HALL. 

25.  Stores — (a)  Purchase  of,  (6)  AmotifU  Required,  in  Addition  to 
those  now  on  Hand  to  Enable  the  Command  to  take  the  Field 
for  Sixty  Days,     (c)  Medical  Supplies, 

(a)  Stores  for  the  use  of  the  Guard  are  purchased  on  contract  by 
the  Chief  of  Ordnance  of  the  State  on  requisitions  by  Commanders 
approved  by  the  Adjutant-General. 

(b)  All  troops  are  supposed  to  be  provided  with  all  the  necessary 
outfit  to  take  the  field,  except  food  and  camp  equipage;  the  latter 
is  kept  in  store  at  the  New  York  arsenial.  Food  would  be  fur- 
nished by  immediate  purchase  in  the  locality  by  the  various  com- 
missaries, and  the  adequate  camp  equipage  would  be  shipped  by 
fast  express  immediately  tcf  the  required  points.  Clothing,  arms 
and  ammunition  are  in  the  handB  of  the  troops  at  their  armories^ 
with  reserve  supplies  at  call. 

(c)  The  senior  medical  offi'Cer  of  each  organization  'has  on  hand  a 
small  supply  of  field  appliances,  except  ambulances.  A  system 
of  complete  equipment  for  field  and  'hospital  service,  including  am- 
bulances, is  now  being  prepared,  and  will  und'oubtedly  be  furnished 
in  the  near  future. 

In  an  emergency  supplies  would  be  purchased  in  open  market  by 

eaoh  medical  of^cer. 

CAPTAIN  BURBANK. 

26.  Drills  and  Ceremonies — (a)  Number  and  Nature  of.    (6)  Pro- 

ficiency in.    (c)  Field  Exercises. 

(a)  One  annual  inspection;  five  drdllis  land  parodies,  including 
faiBpection,  mi^rter  and  the  week  of  camp  duty  counting  as  one 
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drill.    These  five  drills  are  ouitdoor.    In  addition  twelve  evening 

drills  are  made  comfpulsory  by  law,  for  all  offloers  (except  general 

and  staff)  and  all  enlisted  men.  Oommandero  of  orgams^tionB  may 

order  additional  drills,  parades  and  other  forms  of  military  InBtruc- 

tion  in  their  discretion  (see  141  Military  Oode).    These  additional 

drills  will  average  four  per  month  through  eight  months  of  the  year, 

for  the  entire  Guard  of  the  State. 

CAPTAIN  BURBANK. 

(a)  In  Oamp. — For  the  infianitry  there  were  two  drills  each  day, 
one  of  an  hour  and  a  quarter  duration  shortly  after  reveille,  and 
another  of  about  two  hours  duration  before  noon.  There  were 
also  daily  a  guard  mounting  in  full  form  and  a  parade  at  retreat 
besides;  once  a  week  a  review  of  the  whole  force  by  the  oommand- 
ing  officer.  I  invite  attention  to  the  eniclosed  cards,  which  show 
the  prescribed  hours  of  service  at  the  Camp  and  the  drill  programme 
of  the  infantry.  The  drill  progranmie  was  prepajred  several  months 
before  the  Camp  opened,  and  the  cards  were  then  distributed  to  the 
organizations  ordered  to  be  present,  with  a  view  to  study  and 
preparation.  It  was,  I  thought,  unfortunate  that  many  odE  the 
officers  studded  these  cards  oh  the  field,  when  they  should  have 
been  engaged  in  drill.  The  programme  contemplates  a  progres- 
sive course  of  instruction,  and,  except  for  some  liberties  taken 
with  the  commands  in  the  regimental  drill,  conform  to  the  drill 
regulations,  whose  whole  scope  it  covers.  While  the  artillery 
were  In  camp  each  battery  drilled  once  a  day,  covering  during  the 
week  the  school  of  the  battery. 

The  cavalry,  while  present,  drilled  twice  a  day. 

(b)  I  was  present  at  as  many  as  practicable  of  the  drills  and 
ceremonies,  and  carefully  observed  the  methods  of  instruction  and 
the  degree  of  attention  given  thereto  by  the  officers  and  men.  The 
State  was  fortunate  in  having  on  duty  at  the  Camp  several  thor- 
oughly competent  inspectors  of  drill,  who,  on  occasions,  acted  as 
Imistruictors  also,  and  who  were  vigilant  to  discover  and  painstaking 
to  correct  all  errors  that  were  made.  In  general'  the  various  organ- 
izations exhibited  a  desire  to  make  the  best  possible  use  of  this 
careful  Bax>ervlsion,  and  there  resulted,  with  only  a  few  excep- 
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tians,  a.  decided  Improvemeiit  in  drill  and  discipline  in  each  organ- 
ization dnring  its  tour  of  duty.  A  noticeable  dief  ect  in  every  orgam- 
ization  was  the  lack  of  instraotiion  or  sufficient  instruotion  in  the 
school  of  the  soldier.  The  rudimeiittary  drill  is  so  generally 
neglected  that  much  valuable  time  was  lost  in  teaching  in  camp, 
what  should  have  been  thoroughly  acquired  by  the  men  at  their 
home  stations. 

The  leaders  of  squads  and  sections  in  extended  order  were  gener- 
ally hesitating  in  maimer  and  without  the  self-confidence  that 
comeswithgreater  familiarity  with  their  duties,  and  there  resulted 
of  course  an  utter  lack  of  the  alertness  and  snap  which  should 
characterize  this  drill.  This  hesitancy  sometimes  extended  to  even 
the  co(nmussioned  grades,  and  then  the  drill  became  ridiculous. 
Some  of  the  organizations  were  so  deficient  in  instruction  in  close 
orderthat  extended  order  drills  were,  with  them,  not  even  attempted. 
In  the  ceremonies  there  were,  at  first,  many  emors.  As  the  close 
of  the  week  approached  the  parades  were  conduoted  with  greater 
accuracy,  as  were  also  the  guard  mountings,  although  in  this  last 
ceremony  there  was  always  much  to  be  desired.  The  review  at  the 
close  of  each  week  was  always  a  creditable  exhibition  of  steadiness 
in  ranks,  and  of  marching.  The  drills  of  the  batteries  were  schoiols 
of  the  drivers.  They  were  not  sui)ervified  with  sufficient  care  to 
cause  the  correction  of  errors  of  intervals  and  distances,  and  even 
at  the  last  the  drivers  were  in  need  of  much  instruction.  The  cav- 
alry drill  was  energetic  and  thorough.  Troiop  C,  enjoyed  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  presence  of  Troop  F,  Third  Cavalry,  with  which  it 
was  frequently  drilled  in  the  school  of  the  squadron. 

(c)  There  were  no  field  exercises  by  the  State  troops  during  the 

encampment. 

COLONEL  HALL. 

27.  Personnel  and  Discipline. 

The  personnel  of  the  State  troops  is  generally  excellent.  That 
better  results  are  not  obtained  from  material  usually  so  good  is 
because,  as  already  suggested,  the  rudimentary  drill  is  defective, 
or  possibly  neglected.  This  seems  particularly  unfortunate  when 
there  is  such  general  intelligence  and  ambition  to  improve. 
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The  discipline,  at  first  orode,  impraved  in  each  organization,  but 

much  more  in  a  few  than  in  others. 

COLONEL  HALL. 

28.  Theoretical  Instruction. 

Schools  of  theoretical  instruction  for  officers  and  non-commis- 
sioned officers,  at  which  attendance  was  obligatory  were  conducted 
every  afternoon  by  the  inspectors  of  drills.  At  these  schools  errors 
and  omissions,  or  violation's  of  orders,  regulations  or  customa  of 
service,  observed  by  those  in  authority  were  pointed  out.  They 
also  covered  the  subject  of  the  drills  to  be  had  on  the  following 
day. 

The  inspectors  of  guard  duty  also  gave  theoretical  inetruotion 

daily  to  the  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  of  the  guard 

detailed  for  the  day  next  succeeding. 

COLONEL  HALL. 

29.  Guard  Dut^ — How  Performed — Officers  and  Non-commissioned 
Officers  Well  Instructed  —  Sentinels  WeU  Instructed  —  Any 
Outpost  Duty. 

Guard  duty  was  never  performed  with  absolute  perfection,  al- 
though better  at  the  end  of  each  week,  than  at  the  banning.  In 
thiis  duty  there  seems  to  be  no  home  instru'otion,  and  as  each  or- 
ganizatioii  serves  in  camp  but  one  week  in  two  years,  the  soldier  is 
imstruicted  in  the  essential  part  of  his  education  but  one  day  in  all 
that  period. 

Neither  the  officers^  non-commissioned  officers  nor  sentinels  were 
well  instructed. 

There  was  no  outpost  duty  during  the  encampment. 

COLONEL  HALL. 

30.  Target  Practice — Cavalry,  Artillery  and  Infantry — Range  and 
Oallery — Any  Held  at  Stations  of  Troops — Any  Held  in  Camp — 
Quantity  of  Instruction,  System  and  Classification. 

(1).  Previous  to  this  year  no  arrangement  had  been  made  for  light 
artillery  target  practice  on  account  of  the  difficulty  in  procuring 
suitable  ranges  and  the  expense  attending  it.     To  enable  the  three 
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Batteries  equipped  with  the  new  model  breech-loadiBg  guns  to 
compete  for  a  trophy  presented  by  an  officer  of  one  of  the  Batteries, 
the  Adjutant-Oeneral  laid  out  a  short  range  at  the  State  Gamp  and 
devoted  one  day  of  artillery  week  to  the  competition.  Percussion 
shell  and  shrapnel  were  used,  and  much  of  practical  value  resulted 
to  all  i)articipating  in  the  knowledge  gained  of  how  to  prei)are 
and  handle  ammunition,  the  study  of  range  tables  and  other  data 
necessary  in  sufch  pnactice.  The  competition  for  this  trophy  thus 
initiated  will  undoubtedly  provoke  a  much  deeper  interest  in  the 
subject  hereafter  and  induce  a  much  higher  standard  of  efficiency 
for  this  arm. 

(2).  There  are  three  regular  small-arm  ranges  in  the  State  and 
onder  its  control,  used  by  the  organisations  of  cavalry  and  infantry, 
within  convenient  distance.  The  largest  and  most  complete  is  at 
Creedmoor,  Long  Island,  to  which  the  troops  of  the  First  and 
Second  Brigades  resort  under  regulations  issued  by  the  Inspector 
of  Rifle  Practice.  Another  at  Rensselaerwyck,  near  Albany,  used 
by  {portions  o*  the  Third  Brigade.  And  the  third  near  Tonawanda^ 
on  the  Niagara  river,  for  the  use  of  troops  in  that  vicinity.  Besides 
these,  each  Separate  Company  has  its  own  range,  in  cases  where 
it  is  inconvenient  to  use  the  above  named.  All  armories  in  the 
State  are  provided  with  galleries  with  complete  equipment  for 
mdoor  practice.  All  members  of  the  Guard  are  required  to  prac- 
tice; records  an^  qualifications  of  marksmen  and  sharpshooters 
are  accurately  kept  on  the  Creedmoor  system,  and  the  majority 
are  marksmen.  In  some  regiments  100  per  cent,  have  qualified  as 
such.  Forty  rounds  per  man  per  annum  is  the  official  allowance 
of  the  State;  many,  however,  purchase  more  on  private  account. 

31.  Transportation — Railroad  and  River. 

The  extraordinary  railroad  facilities,  for  which  the  State  is 
noted,  Gomibined  with  extensive  water  transportation,  make  it  feasi- 
ble to  transport  troops  and  material  in  any  direction  with  speed 
and  facility,  and  obviate  the  necessity  for  State  provisions  for 
this  purpose,  except  where  demanded  by  local  conditioxus,  which 
oan  be  easily  met 
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32.  Military  Code — Date  of,  etc. — Do  State  Loivs  Provide  for  State 
Troops  Being  CaUed  into  Service  of  United  States? 

The  present  State  Code  was  enacted  May  4,  1893. 
They  do  not. 

33.  Regulations — Nature  and  Date  of. 

State  regnlations  are  in  their  nature  the  same  as  United  States 
Army  regulations,  goyerning  the  entire  business  economy  of  the 
State  of  New  York.    They  were  published  and  issued  May  15, 1894. 

34.  Maps — Scales  and  Character. 

Each  Brigade  has  at  its  headquarters  maps  of  the  cities  and  terri- 
tory within  its  jurisdiction.  No  special  map-making  is  required. 
The  State  surrey  maps  are  so  complete  and  elaborate  as  to  preclude 
any  necessity  for  work  of  this  character  by  the  military  authorities. 

35.  Armories — Location  and  Description. 

The  armories  of  the  National  Guard  oi^anizations  are  of  two 
classes:  First,  those  built  by  the  State;  second,  those  built  by 
county  authorities. 

The  law  governing  their  erection  and  control  is  set  forth  in  full 
in  paragraphs  170, 173, 176, 177, 178  and  179  of  General  Order  No. 
9,  General  Headquarters  State  of  New  York,  June  2,  1896,  pub- 
lishing amendments  to  the  Military  Code.  Copy  appended 
marked  "  A." 

All  Regiments,  Battalions,  Squadrons,  Batteries,  Signal  Corps 
and  Separate  Companies  throughout  the  State,  have  their  o'wn 
armories,  varying  in  size  to  eudtt  the  neceasitieB  of  the  case.  The 
•regimental  armories  in  size  and'  completeness  are  splendid  sped- 
naens  of  such  structures.  They  are  equipped  with  all  the  machin- 
ery necessary  for  the  care  of  the  command  aa  to  oooking,  mes&dng, 
bathing  and  general  administration ;  rifle  galleries  for  indoor  prac- 
tice are  also  part  of  their  equipment.  The  map  of  the  State  of 
New  York  filed  wlith  iast  repoortt  in  the  military  information  division 
of  tiie  War  Depairtment,  shows  the  stations  throughout  the  State  of 
all  these  organizations. 
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36.  ArsenaU — Location  and  Description. 

The  St»/t!e  has  bat  one  arsenal,  located  ait  Seyenth  avenue  and 
Thirty-flftb  etreet,  New  York  city.  Prom  tlu»  arsenal  all  stores  are 
isBaed  to  State  tiH)ops  and  camps  on  oiders  from  general  head- 
qnarters. 

37.  Independent  Commands  within  State. 

The  "  Old  Guard  "  of  New  York  city,  100  men. 
The  "Albany  Bm^gesses  Corps"  of  Albany,  N.  Y.,  65  men. 
They  receive  no  aid  from  the  State,  but  are  liable  to  be  called  into 
service  by  the  Governor  in  case  of  riot  or  insurrection. 

38.  Recommendations, 

In  my  judgment  the  interests  of  the  State  forces  would  be  ad- 
vanced by  a  more  intimate  association  with  the  regular  troops.  If 
a  company  of  each  arm  of  the  service,  equipped  for  the  field,  and 
having  its  own  camp  equipage  and  field  mess  outfit,  were  kept  at  the 
Oamp  during  the  entire  season,  the  State  troops  would  be  given  an 
object  lesson  in  discipline  and  camp  economy  by  which  they  would 
be  sure  to  profit.  The  camp,  as  prepaiped  for  occupancy  by  the 
Stafte  troops,  bears  little  resemblance  to  the  oamps  of  actual  ser- 
vice, but  that  suggested  could  hardly  fail  to  impress  the  intelligent 
observers  of  the  guard  with  a  sense  of  what  is  now  lacking.  Great 
good  would  accrue  to  the  State  troops  if  detachments  of  them  were 
to  accompany  regular  troops  on  practice  marches,  conforming  in 
all  things  to  the  conditions  which  govern  the  regular  service.  The 
experience  would  probably  not  be  enjoyable,  but  it  would  convey 
lessons  which  mdght  be  invaluable  and  would  assuredly  be  of  use. 

COLONEL  HALL. 
39.  Remarks, 

Apart  from  the  willingness  to  promote  closer  affiliations  be- 
tween the  regular  service  and  the  National'  Guard  by  bringing  them 
together  in  field  and  camp,  it  is  improbable  that  the  general  govern- 
ment can  be  of  any  especial  immediate  aid  to  the  Guard.  Under 
the  stringenit  limitations  as  to  time  employed,  the  amount  of  work 
performed  is  worthy  of  strong  approval  and  the  zeal  and  initelli- 
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gence  thrown  into  the  discharge  of  all  military  duties  cannot  but 
evoke  admiration  from  those  thrown  into  immediate  contact  with 
the  personnel  of  the  Guard  of  this  State.  The  Adjutant-General 
and  headquarter  staff  are  well  aware  of  the  needs  of  the  entuation 
and  are  wK)rking  intelligently  and  persistently  itoward'  a  higher 
development.  One  emphatic  want  in  the  routine  of  yearly  work  m 
evident,  that  is  some  field  of  action  for  staff  officers  and  the  oppor- 
IJunity  which  they  ardently  desire  to  learn  and  practice  those  oner- 
ous and  imxK>rtant  f unctionis  which  bo  suddenly  fall  on  them  when 
»  

necessity  calls  the  Guard  for  duty.    However,  this  wanit  is  pro- 
foundly appreciated  and'  the  fact  of  its  appreciation  is  sound  proof 

that  the  remedy  will  soon  follow.

ANNUAL    REPORT

The  Adjutant'Oeneral,  State  of  New  York,  General  Headquarters, 
Albany,  N.  7.: 

Sir. — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the 
year  ending  November  1,  1896:  Six  Battalion  drills  have  been 
held,  and  each  division  has  been  exercised  weekly  during  the 
winter  season.  On  May  9, 1896,  the  Battalion  held  a  street  parade, 
in  connection  with  the  Battalion  of  the  U.  S.  battleship  "  Indiana,'' 
the  joint  command  being  reviewed  by  the  Adjutant-General  and 
the  Honorable  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  at  the  comer 
of  Thirty-third  street  and  Fifth  avenue.  The  review  was  also 
witnessed  at  this  point  by  distinguished  government,  State  and 
city  officials.  I  have  the  honor  to  express  my  thanks  to  Captain, 
Robley  D.  Evans  for  permitting  his  crew  to  join  with  this  com- 
mand on  that  date.  The  ''  New  Hampshire  "  was  also  inspected 
on*  that  evening  by  the  Honorable  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the 
Navy.  Brigadier-General  McLewee  inspected  tha  Battalion  oxk 
April  17,  1896. 

I  would  again  respectfully  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  Battalion  suffers  from  lack  of  facilities  for  great  gun  drills, 
and  would  request  that  the  State  make  requisition  on  the  Navy 
Department  for  one  five-inch  gun  and  carriage.  The  two  short, 
one-pounder  guns  referred  to  in  my  last  annual  report,  have  since 
been  supplied. 
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Great  interest  has  been  taken  during  the  past  year  in  Creed- 
moop  practice,  but  the  results  have  not  been  altogether  satisfac- 
tory, as  the  command  has  no  armory  range,  and  especially  because 
the  handicap  against  the  Lee  rifles  still  exists. 

The  Signal  Corps  has  made  further  progress,  and  the  addition 
of  the  Battalion  signal  men,  allowed  by  headquarters,  will  further 
facilitate  the  work  of  that  department.  The  change  in  the  Mili- 
tary  Code,  allowing  the  Naval  Militia  a  signal  officer,  has  also 
been  beneficial,  as  the  State  has  been  thus  enabled  to  give  prac- 
tical recognition  to  Mr.  F.  B.  Anderson,  who  has  well  deserved 
his  promotion  to  junior  lieutenant.  The  addition  of  an  engineer 
officer  and  five  machinists  to  the  force  will  enable  the  'Battalion 
to  begin  a  most  important  branch  of  its  duty  which  has  been 
unavoidably  neglected  in  the  past. 

The  development  of  information  work,  as  shown  by  the  reports 
forwarded  herewith,  shows  that  it  can  be  increased  largely  during 
the  next  few  years;  but  to  do  bo  it  is  apparent  that  a  small 
steamer  should  be  provided  prior  to  next  spring.  This  boat  should 
be  fitted  to  carry  two  one-pounder  guns,  and  would  be  most  useful 
in  case  of  riot.  I  would  therefore  earnestly  request  that  the  State 
apply  at  once  to  the  Navy  Department  to  have  one  of  the  new 
government  torpedo  boats  permanently  stationed  in  New  York 
harbor,  for  the  purpose  of  drilling  the  Naval  Militia,  with  modem 
torpedoes,  rapid  fire  guns,  and  mines,  and  to  familiarize  the  men 
with  the  local  surroundings  and  necessities  for  harbor  defense. 
It  is  of  paramount  importance  that  the  regular  and  State  forces 
should  jointly  gain  a  much  larger  knowledge  of  every  portion  of 
the  waters  surrounding  this  great  port,  and  excellent  results  can 
be  accomplished  at  minimum  expense,  by  combining  the  resources 
of  the  general  government  and  the  education  of  the  Navy  officer, 
with  the  pride,  zeal  and  local  knowledge  of  the  Naval  Militiaman. 
It  would  seem  only  necessary  to  point  to  the  lesson  of  the  Franco- 
German  war,  to  show  how  essential  to  success  an  immediate  form- 
ation of  am  observation  and  information  corps  would  be.  So  press- 
ing is  the  need  of  a  small  craft  for  the  above  purposes  that  I  would 
further  urge,  that  if  the  Navy  will  not  be  able  to  spare  one  of 
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the  new  torpedo  boats,  that  this  State  join  with  others  in  a  peti- 
tion to  Oongress,  to  build  at  least  twelve  second-class  torpedo 
boats  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  Naval  Militia. 

I  will  submit  to  jou  at  an  early  date  a  request  for  certain 
changes  in  the  uniform  of  the  Naval  Militia,  which  experience 
has  ahown  necessary,  in  order  to  make  it  more  similar  to  that  of 
the  Navy. 

I  submit  herewith,  marked  Appendix  "A,"  a  copy  of  Special 
Orders  No.  67,  under  which  the  summer  tour  of  duty  was  per- 
formed; also,  Appendix  "  B,"  which  is  the  report  of  Lieutenant- 
Oommander  George  Edward  Kent,  who  was  in  command  during 
my  leave  of  absence.  Recognizing  the  fact  that  the  summer  cruise 
was  to  a  certain  extent  voluntary,  the  .esprit  of  the  organization 
is  shown  by  the  large  attendance  and  excellence  of  the  duty  per- 
formed. The  thorough  manner  in  which  Lieutenant-Commander 
JEuent  carried  out  your  orders  is  worthy  of  coinmendation.    ♦    •    ♦ 

The  close  of  the  first  five  years  of  existence  of  this  organization, 
brought  with  It  a  fear  that  the  strength  of  the  command  might  be 
diminished;  but  this  fear  has  not  been  realized;  the  places  of 
the  men  whose  time  has  expired  are  being  rapidly  filled  by  a  new 
and  good  class  of  recruits,  and  this  in  face  of  the  fact  that  the 
city  of  Brooklyn  is  endeavoring  to  organize  an  additional  Battalion. 

I  would  respectfully  ask  that  all  legitimate  assistance  be  given 
to  muster  in  the  Brooklyn  Battalion,  as  the  proper  water  defense 
of  this  portion  of  the  State  certainly  requires  a  much  larger  force 
of  Naval  Militia  than  exists  at  present. 

I  am  indebted  to  Captain  Herbert  Livingston  Satterlee  of  the 
staff  of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  and  Lieutenant  A.  P.  Niblack, 
n.  S.  N.,  for  much  official  assistance  during  the  past  year. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  names  of  the  officers 
and  others  mentioned  in  the  report  of  the  Lieutenant-Commander.

I.  At  the  close  of  its  first  period  of  enlistment,  the  Commander-in- 
Ohief  takes  occasion  to  express  to  the  First  Naval  Battalion,  New 
York,  his  appreciation  of  the  continued  progress  of  that  organiza- 
tion, as  exemplified  by  its  enthusiasm  and  attention  to  duty  during 
the  past  five  years. 

II.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Battalion  successfully  carried  out, 
at  its  own  expense,  during  1891,  a  cruise  m  connection  with  the 
Uaiited  States  men-of-war,  which  has  received  merited  praise  from 
government  and  State  oflBcials,  and  has  subsequently  performed 
four  annual  tours  of  arduous  duty  afloat,  similar  service  will  not  be 
exacted  during  the  summer  of  1896.  The  Commander  is,  however, 
aurthorized  to  permit  volunteers  to  continue  the  longshore,  signal 
and  information  work  as  begun  last  year.  Pay  and  rations  will  be 
allowed  isuch  volunteers  during  the  months  of  June,  July  and 
August,  under  the  following  conditions: 

Beginning  not  later  than  Saturday,  June  27th,  a  detail  of  not 
more  than  52  officers  and  men  of  the  First  Naval  Battalion  may  man 
the  cutters  and  cmise  in  Long  Island  Sound  or  New  York  Bay  and 
harbor  for  at  least  two  conisecutive  days  per  week  until  Monday, 
August  31st.  At  least  one  commissioned  officer  shall  be  present 
and  in  command  of  the  cuttere  during  the  two*  consecutive  days 
when  they  are  cruising;  he  shall  also  be  responsible  for  the  safe 
keeping  of  the  cutters  and  their  equipments  during  such  days  as  the 
cutters  are  not  occupied  in  cruising,  leaving  a  responsible  person  as 
boat-keeper  in  charge.  The  boats'  crews  shall  be  governed  by  the 
regulations  and  customs  of  the  Navy  Department  applicable  "  to 
distamce  service,''  as  well  ais  by  the  regulations  of  the  State  of  New 
York  relative  to  "  active  service  "  (Par.  527  to  533,  B.  Part  1).  Each 
of  the  two  days'  consecutive  duty  to  be  performed  shall  be  con- 
sidered independent,  as  far  as  the  paragraphs  concerning  traveling 
rations  are  concerned,  but  in  no  event  will  rations  or  pay  be  allowed 
for  a  greater  number  of  officers  and  men  than  that  specified  in 
paragraph  two  of  this  order. 

III.  In  addition  to  the  men  serving  in  the  cutters,  the  Command- 
ing Officer  of  the  First  Naval  Battalion  may  detail  at  least  four  petty 
officers  or  seamen  of  his  command  to  perform  reconnoissance  and 
signal  duty  under  the  same  conditions  as  to  pay  and  rations  as  the 
boats'  crews. 
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IV.  Any  of  the  duty  mentioned  in  the  above  paragraphs  may  be 
performed  on  board  United  States  men-of-war  or  In  fortifications, 
provided  proper  official  i)ermifi«ion  is  obtained. 

V.  The  Oommanding  Offieer  of  the  First  Naval  Battalion  is 
hereby  granted  authority  to  expend  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $1,000 
for  the  hire  of  tugs  and  other  necessary  expenses  incident  to  the 
above-mentioned  duty,  and  to  facilitate  the  instruction  of  the  com- 
mand, during  the  summer,  in  artillery  practice  and  in  the  knowledge 
of  the  defense  of  New  York  harbor  and  aipproaohes.  All  expenses 
to  be  chajrged  tx>  the  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  Naval 
Militia.

Sir. — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  duty 
performed  by. the  First  Naval  Battalion,  New  York,  in  compliance 
with  Special  Orders  No.  67,  A.  G.  O.,  dated  April  28,  1896: 

Prior  to  establishing  a  camp  in  compliance  with  said  orders,  I 
investigated  the  north  and  south  shores  of  Long  Island  Sound 
from  Port  Chester  and  Lloyds  Neck  west,  and  found  Sands  Point, 
Long  Island,  the  most  desirable  point  for  a  camp  site.  This  site 
was  selected,  and  permission  to  occupy  it  we  received  from  the 
owner,  Mr.  M.  C.  D.  Borden. 

On  June  12, 1896,  Battalion  orders  No.  16  were  issued.  In  com- 
pliance with  said  orders  a  detail  established  camp  at  Sands  Point 
Saturday^  June  27th,  which  was  continued  until  August  23d.  The 
Camp  was  occupied  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays  by  details  of  this 
command,  and  during  the  week  by  a  detail  of  four  Seamen. 

At  the  request  of  the  Honorable  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the 
4 
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Navy,  a  detail  of  this  Battalion  established  camp  at  Gardiner's 
Island,  N.  Y.,  on  July  11th,  in  conjunction  with  the  Naval  Militia 
of  the  States  of  Ehode  Island  and  Connecticut. 

The  outfit  for  this  Camp  was  transported  July  10th  from  the 
U.  S.  S.  "  New  Hampshire  "  on  a  Navy  Yard  tug,  and  the  detail 
July  11th  on  the  U.  S.  S.  "  Montgomery."  On  July  15th  the  Gamp 
was  broken  at  Gardiner's  Island,  and  the  detail  and  Camp  equip- 
ments transported  to  New  York  on  the  U.  S.  8.  "  Montgomery," 

By  Special  Orders  No.  67,  A.  G.  O.,  the  number  permitted  in 
Camp  at  any  one  time  was  limited  to  52  officers  and  men,  which 
was  found  to  be  less  than  the  number  of  volunteers,  and  upon  re- 
quest to  the  Adjutant-General  the  number  was  increased  to  100 
officers  and  men.

During  the  above-mentioned  tours  of  duty,  the  instruction  con- 
sisted] of  piloting  tugboats  through  the  East  river,  Hell  Gate  and 
Long  Island  Sound;  reconnoissance  and  information  work  of  Long 
Island  Sound,  from  Port  Jefferson  to  Fort  Schuyler,  on  the  north 
shore,  and  from  Lloyds  Neck  to  Willetts  Point,  on  the  south  shore; 
exercise  in  boats,  under  sails  and  oars,  singly  and  in  squadron; 
squadron  evolutions  by  signals  from  the  flagboat,  which  was  a 
Navy  Yard  steam  launch  loaned  to  this  command  by  Captain  F.  J. 
Higginson,  U.  S.  N.,  by  authority  of  the  Honorable  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy ;  signalling  night  and  day  by  wig- wag  of  flags,  torches 
and  heliographs;  subcaliber  exercise  with  one-pound  Hotchkiss  and 
Drigg's  Shroeder  Guns,  at  distances  varying  from  300  to  800  yards; 
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cooking  in  the  field  by  various  methods,  particularly  that  used  by 
the  German  Army,  which  was  found  to  possess  much  merit;  dis- 
aemibling  one-pound  Hotchkiss  and  Drigg's  Shroeder  Guns;  instruc- 
tion in  Infantry  and  Artillery,  and  routine  work  on  board  United 
States  Men-of-War.

While  at  Gardiner's  Island  the  Honorable  the  Assistant  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy  reviewed  the  Battalion  of  each  of  the  States  rep- 
resented in  Gamp. 

The  work  performed  at  both  Camps  by  the  officers  and  men 
was  most  satisfactory  and  beneficial,  and  it  is  my  pleasure  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  regular  attendance  of,  and  most  excellent 
work  performed  by.  Lieutenant  Stayton,  Lieutenant  Anderson  and 
Ensign  Macfarlane. 

Prom  July  22d  to  July  29th  the  commanding  officer  of  the  Fourth 
Division  (Lieutenant  Stayton),  with  his  command,  performed  duty 
along  the  north  shore  of  Long  Island  Sound  and  at  Sands  Pointy 
and  did  excellent  work  in  securing  valuable  information  of  the 
north  shore. 

Prom  August  1st  to  August  14th  Signal  Officer  Anderson  per- 
formed duty  on  board  the  U.  S.  P.  S.  "  New  York,"  during  the 
evolutions  of  the  North  Atlantic  Squadron  at  sea. 

Gunner's  Mate  B.  W.  Meade,  Jr.,  with  a  crew  of  the  Second 
Division,  cruised  in  a  cutter  from  Gardiner's  Island  to  Sands  Point 
from  July  16th  to  July  18th. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  many  courtesies  extended 
to  this  command  by  Mr.  M.  C.  D.  Borden,  owner  of  the  Sands 
Point  Camp  site;  Mr.  John  W.  Harper,  through  whose  lassistance 
the  property  was  secured^  and  Mr.  Gardiner,  owner  of  Gardiner'fi

Sir. — ^I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  duty 
performed  by  the  Second  Separate  Naval  Division,  N.  Y.,  in  com- 
pliance with  Special  Orders  No.  108,  A.  G.  O.,  dated  Albany,  July 
11,  1896. 

Ensign  J.  J.  Leary,  with,  a  detail  of  three  men,  left  Charlotte  on 
July  13,  at  4  p.  m.,  with  the  steam  launch  to  select  a  suitable  loca- 
tion for  the  Camp  in  the  vicinity  of  Chaumjont  Bay,  and  to  make 
sudh  arrangements  as  were  necessary.  The  site  selected  was  on 
the  north  side  of  the  isthmus  leading  to  Point  Peninsula,  on  a 
point  locally  known  as  Doctor's  Point,  Chaumont  Bay,  and  bearing 
N.  E.,  i  E.,  93  males  from  Charlotte  Harbor. 

Lieutenant  Marbury  Johnston,  U.  S.  N.,  wlio  was  detailed  by 
the  Honorable  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  accompany  my  Com- 
mand on  its  annual  tour  of  duty,  arrived  at  Rochester  on  the  17th 
of  July,  wMdh  gave  me  an  opportunity  to  confer  with  him  in  regard 
to  various  detailed  arrangements  before  leaving  our  home  station. 

On  July  19  the  Divip'  n  assembled  at  the  State  Armory  at  6:45 
a.  m.,  and  proceeded  by  electric  cars  to  Charlotte  Harbor,  where 
we  embarked  on  the  steamer  "  Sunlbeam,"  which  transported  the 
Division  and  Camp  equipage  to  Chaumont  Bay,  arriving  at  the 
Camp  at  9.30  p.  m. 
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All  equipage  was  transferied  from  steamer  to  the  shore  by  means 
of  the  boats  and  placed  nnder  shelter  previoas  to  a  rain  storm  wMch 
continued  during  the  night. 

The  following  mornings  Monday,  July  20th^  d^ails  under  direc- 
tion of  Petty  Officers  set  to  work  to  put  the  surroundings  of  the 
Gamp  in  proper  order,  and  constructed  a  dock  for  the  landing  of 
the  boats. 

On  Tuesday  a  reccmnoiter  of  the  shores  of  the  isthmus  was 
made,  with  a  view  of  selecting  a  point  for  the  portage  of  boats 
overland,  thus  shortening  the  sailing  distance  from  Camp 
to  Basin  Harbor  about  25  miles,  and  the  experiment  of  ^carrying  one 
of  the  cutters  was  successfully  demonstrated. 

No.  1  cutter  was  sailed  around  Point  Peninsula  and  hauled  up 
on  the  west  shore  of  the  isthmus,  and  was  afterward  used  for 
gathering  information  along  the  lake  shore. 

On  Wednesday  details  in  different  boats  reconnoitered  the  bay 
and  the  waters  of  the  lake  to  the  eastward,  to  Basin  Harbor  and 
Grenadier  Island.  Basin  Harbor,  on  the  northeast  end  of  Grena- 
dier Island,  affords  complete  shelter,  and  is  accessible  from  the 
lake  by  one  channel,  between  Grenadier  and  Fox  Islands,  having 
a  depth  of  water  from  10  to  14  feet.  This  harbor  is  the  first  point 
of  shelter  to  the  eastward  of  the  American  channel  of  the  St.  Law- 
renoe  river. 

On  Thursday  the  men  were  given  subcaliber  exercise  with  the 
l-poun4er  Hotchkiss  at  a  floating  target,  distance  500  yards ;  also 
target  practice  with  the  Lee  rifle.  ' 

Friday^  an  invitation  having  been  received  from  Colonel  William 
J.  Lyster,  Ninth  Infantry,  U.  S.  A.,  Madison  Barracks,  Sackett's 
Harbor,  to  visit  that  post,  an  early  start  was  made  with  the  steam 
launch,  taking  one  cutter  in  tow,  which  afforded  transportation  for 
about  50  officers  and  men,  a  suitable  d^etail  being  left  at  the  Oamp. 
We  arrived  at  Sackett's  Harbor  about  9  a.  m.^  an  opportunity  was 
extended  to  the  Division  to  visit  the  different  buildings  of  the  post 
and  to  witness  the  company  drills,  which  were  very  interesting  and 
{nfltntotiTei 

Saturday  reconnoitering  by   boats  was  continued,  one   boat's 
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party  making  the  reconnolssance  of  Henderson  Harbor.  During 
the  week  signal  work  was  practiced  under  direction  of  the  Quar- 
termasters for  a  considerable  portion  of  each  day,  establishing 
yarious  edgnal  stations. 

By  means  of  bicycles  the  roads  were  traversed  as  far  as  Cape 
Vincent,  and  much  valuable  information  gatihered. 

Considerable  time  during  the  tour  of  duty  was  given  to  handling 
boats  under  oars  and  sails,  one  day  in  particular  during  very  rough 
weather. 

The  valuable  assistance  of  lieutenant  Marbury  Johnston,  U.  S. 
N.,  was  fully  appreciated  by  -ttie  oflSeers  and  men,  cmd  much  infor- 
mation was  thxkB  obtained. 

Saturday  morning,  July  25,  the  steam  launch  started  for  home 
in  charge  of  Quartermaster  Vary  and  a  crew  of  six  men,  but  owing 
to  heavy  weather  was  compelled  to  seek  shelter  in  Sa^ckett's  Harbor. 
The  steam  launch  arrived  at  Sod»us  bay  Monday,  July  27,  but  the 
machinery  being  out  of  order,  the  men  came  on  by  rail.  The  week 
following,  the  necessary  repairs  having  been  made,  a  special  de- 
tail was  sent  to  bring  the  boat  home. 

On  Sunday,  July  26th,  we  broke  camp  at  an  early  hour  and  em- 
barked on  the  steamer  "  Sunbeam,"  which  had  arrived  during  the 
night,  and  took  our  departure  for  Charlotte  Harbor,  arriving  about 
7  p.  m.,  aiid  all  equipage  being  placed  ashore,  w;e  returned  to  the 
State  Armory,  Rochester,  about  10  o'clock. 

I  wish  to  say  that  I  consider  these  cruises  of  great  benefit  to  the 
Division,  and  that  a  vast  amountt  of  information  can  be  obtained 
in  this  way.

8ip. — 1.  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  July  3d  we  respectfully 
submit  the  following  report  on  the  Naval  Militia  of  New  York  as 
observed  by  us  during  ftheir  recent  tour  of  duty  with  which  this  ship 
was  connected. 

2.  A  camp  was  established  on  Gardiner's  island  by  a  small  detail 
sent  in  advance.  The  remainder  of  the  men  who  performed  duty 
were  transported  to  the  Camp  from  New  York  city,  and  the  entire 
number  transported  back  to  New  York  from  Camp,  on  board  this 
ship. 

3.  These  men  were  nort:  ordered  out,  but  were  volunteers  for  this 
tour  of  duty. 

4.  The  party  transported  to  Camp  on  Saturday,  July  11th,  con- 
sisted of  three  ofScere,  three  x>etty  ofScers  and  forty  seamen,  under 
the  command  of  Lieutenant  Commander  G.  E.  Kent,  of  the  New 
York  Naval  Militia.  The  party  transported  from  Gamp  on  Wed- 
niesday,  July  15th,  oondsted  of  three  Comandssioned!  Oflfllcers,  three 
Chief  Petty  Oflfllcers,  six  Petty  OflSoers,  forty  Seamen  and  twelve 
nuemfbers  of  the  drum  corps  (unenlisted)  under  the  same  command- 
ing oflScer. 

6.  During  the  passages  to  and  from  Gardiner's  island  the  militia 
were  given  such  instruction  as  was  desired  by  the  oflBcer  in  com- 
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maud.  This  cooiBi^ed  of  an  imspection  and  explianation  of  tlie 
entire  »Mp  with  special  attention  paid  to  the  ground  -tackle,  waiter- 
tight  Bubdirisions  and  doors,  lappurtenances  for  the  safety  of  the 
ship,  magazines  and  ammunltiiODi  supply,  and  the  guns  and  tor- 
pedoes. Opportuniity  was  also  afforded  for  inispection  of  the  en- 
gines amid  fire  rooms.  For  this  purpose  the  men  were  divided  into 
small  details,  which  were  sent  about  in  charge  of  leading  petty 
oflSeers  of  the  ship.  They  were  also  given  short  drills  at  the  bat- 
tery. Instruction  in  their  respective  duties  was  given  to  Special 
Petty  OfScers  and  details  such  as  the  Boatswain's  Mate,  Yeoman, 
AiM>thecary,  Chief  Quartermaster  and  Signalmen.  The  oflScers 
were  shown  about  by  the  oflScers  of  the  ship  and  in  addition  each 
spent  some  time  on  the  bridge  or  on  deck  observing  the  man- 
'ner  of  carrying  on  duty  and  the  methods  used  by  the  Navigator  in 
ooiastingy  takimg  bearings,  pliotting  positions,  etc.  Instruction  in 
the  <x>mx)ensation  of  the  compass  was  given  the  oflScers  by  the 
Navigaibor. 

6.  On  the  morning  of  Monday,  July  13th,  the  men  of  the  New 
York  Militia  came  on  board  ship  at  Gardiner's  Island.  Each  man 
was  given  a  maite  of  ai^propriate  rating  from  the  men  of  the  ship 
and  was  instructed  by  him  in  his  individual  duties  at  fire  quarters, 
abandon  ship  and  collision  drill,  and  all  of  these  drills  were  carried 
out,  the  militiOi  men  going  with  their  mates  and  performing  the 
duties  with  them.  At  abandon  ship  no  boats  were  lowered,  but 
they  were  completely  provided  in  accordance  with  the  bill.  After 
these  exercises  the  Militiamen  were  all  g^ven  an  opportunity  for 
subcaliber  practice  at  either  the  five-inch,  six-pounder  or  one- 
pounder  guns,  the  targets  being  placed  about  three  hundred  yards 
from  the  ship.    Many  excellent  shots  were  found  among  them. 

7.  On  the  night  of  Monday,  July  13th,  a  detail  of  men  from  the 
New  York  Naval  Militia  came  on  board  and  were  given  instruction 
io!  night  {Signalling  with  the  electric  night  signals^  search  lights^ 
lanterns  and  Very's  lights. 

8.  The  professional  knowledge  of  the  force,  as  far  as  our  observa- 
tion gave  us  opportunity  to  form  a  judgment,  is  very  creditable  and 
quite  as  advanced  as  can  be  expected,  though  not  by  any  means 
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complete.  Their  boats  were  fairly  well  handled.  Their  signalling 
by  the  wig-wag  code  was  well  done.  On  shore  their  battalion 
presented  an  excellent  appearance.  At  gun  drill  they  were  intel- 
ligent, quick  to  learn  new  points  and  relative  to  suich  information 
as  they  had  gained  in  previous  service  with  the  Navy.  Speaking 
generally,  they  showed  a  zealous)  spirit  and  a  very  creditable  knowl- 
edge in  matters  in  which  they  had  opportunities  for  drill  and 
iDstructian. 

9.  The  uniform  in  which  the  oflScers  and  men  appeared  seemed 
serviceable  and  fitting.  The  uniform  of  the  oflScers  is  a  close  copy 
of  the  iservice  uniform  of  the  Navy,  but  with  gold  stripes  and  special 
devices.  The  uniform  of  the  men  was,  in  blue  and  white,  that  of 
the  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy,  excepting  that  of  the  Chief  Petty 
OflScers,  which  appnoached  more  nearly  that  of  Oommiasioned 
Oflficer©  ithan  in  the  Navy,  and  the  wearing  of  the  obsolete  white 
hat  Laxity  was  observed  in  the  uniformity  of  headgear,  some  few 
men  wearing  watch  caps  while  the  majority  wore  white  hats. 

10.  The  proficiency  of  the  Petty  OflScers  (in  their  ratings  was 
good,  in  some  cases  excellent,  and  in  general  better  than  that  of 
the  enlisted  men.  Among  the  latter  were  a  considerable  number  of 
recruits,  which  tended  to  lower  the  average  eflSdency. 

11.  The  jynobable  field  of  usefulness  in  time  of  war  would  be 
local,  in  such  work  as  the  manning  of  harbor  defense  vessels  and 
torpedo  boats,  mining  'operations,  establishing  and  keeping  up  lines 
of  communication  with  the  fieet  by  signals  or  fast  vessels,  and 
perhaps  the  manning  of  coast  defense  batteries.  In  all  such  work 
tiiey  oould  retain,  to  a  considerable  degree,  their  own  organization, 
and  serve  with  their  own  oflScers,  even  though  under  the  direction 
of  regular  oflScers;  and  moreover,  their  local  knowledge  would  be 
of  great  service.  We  do  not  believe  that  good  results  would  ensue 
from  any  attempt  to  fill  out  the  complement  of  naval  vessels  from 
the  ranks  of  the  mdlitiia  by  splitting  up  their  own  organization, 
beyond  the  mere  gaining  of  reoruiits  who  have  had  some  previous 
military  and  naval  training.  Should,  however,  it  be  deemed  neces^ 
sary  to  draft  the  miilitiamen  into  the  regular  service  we  consider 
that  it  would  be  the  best  policy  to  send  units  of  not  less  that  a 
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diyiBion  rather  tbaoi  indiyidfatala    Their  <ayallat>il1tty  woald  be  also 
greater  in  the  ricinitj  of  their  hknneB. 

12.  The  other  information  called  for  in  your  letter  of  Jnly  Sd,  is 
f onnd  in  the  appended  letter  marked  B  *  sent  bj  Lieutenant  Com- 
mander Kent,  of  the  New  York  Naval  Militia,  in  reply  to  a  letter 
from  the  aeQlor  member  of  the  board,  daited  Jnly  14th,  of  which  a 
copy  marked  A*  is  also  appended.

Sir. —  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  the  Depart- 
ment's order  of  July  14, 1896, 1  accompannied  the  Second  Separate 
Division  of  the  Naval  Militia  of  the  State  of  New  York  on  its  annual 
campy  July  19-26,  inclusive. 

2.  The  Division  assembled  at  the  Rochester  Armory  at  6.30  a.  m. 
July  19th,  and  at  7.30  reached  Charlotte,  where  a  small  steamer 
had  been  chartered  to  convey  the  Division,  their  camp  equipage  and 
boats  to  the  Camp  selected  at  Chaumont  bay.  The  site  of  the  Camp 
had  been  chosen  during  the  preceding  week  by  Ensign  Leary  of 
the  Division,  who,  with  three  men,  had  proceeded  there  in  the 
steam  launch,  taking  with  them  six  tents,  which  the  Division  found 
ready  for  use  upon, their  arrival.  This  forethought  on  the  part  of 
Lieutenant  Walbridge,  commanding  the  Division,  was  extremely 
fortunate,  as  the  Camp  was  reached  at  9.30  p.  m.,  and  by  the  time 
the  Gamp  equipage  was  ashore,  a  rain  storm  had  set  in. 

3.  The  Division  is  fitted  out  extremely  well.  They  have  a  steam 
launch,  two  cutters,  three  whale  boats  and  a  dingy,  all  in  excellent 
condition,  and  were  well  provided  with  oars,  sails,  etc.  The  last 
Legislature  appropriated  f 8,000  for  a  boat-house  and  armory,  to  be 
built  at  Charlotte  for  the  use  of  this  Division.    They  hope  to 
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occupy  it  by  October  1st.  They  have  two  3-inch  B.  L.  howitzer©,  and 
one  1-ponnder  HotchkisB,  with  field  carriages.  The  latter  has  in 
addition  a  cone  for  mounting  in  boats.  They  are  armed  with  the 
46-caliber  Lee  Magazine  rifle,  and  have  a  complete  outfit  of  haver- 
sacks, knapsacks,  canteens^  etc. 

4.  Uniform. —  The  Division  is  well  provided  with  uniforms. 
Each  man  has  two  suits  of  working  clothes,  one  suit  of  blue  dress, 
one  suit  of  white  drees,  one  pea  coat,  one  blanket,  one  rubber 
poncho,  one  suit  of  oilskins,  one  blue  cap,  one  watch  cap  and  one 
white  hat. 

5.  Attendance. — The  Division  consists  at  present  of  four  officers 
and  sixty-eight  (68)  petty  officers  and  seamen.  All  of  the  officers 
and  78  per  cent,  of  the  men  were  in  attendance.  M"ost  of  the 
absentees  had  been  excused  for  satisfactory  reasons. 

6.  Discipline. —  Excellent.  I  was  most  agreeably  surprised  at 
their  ready  obedience  and  the  cheerful  manner  in  which  men  unac- 
customed to  hard  manual  labor  performed  a  most  laborious  work. 

7.  Form'  of  organization. —  The  Division  is  organized  a«  an  in- 
fantry company,  and  an  effort  has  been  made  to  organize  it  into  a 
ship's  company,  using  as  a  basis  the  Watch  Quarter  and  Station 
Bill  of  the  United  States  steamship  "  New  York,''  a  copy  of  which 
was  obtained  by  Lieutenant  Walbridge  when  on  board  that  vessel 
with  hi«  Division  in  1894.  If  the  Division  can  obtain  another 
1-pounder  Hotchkisa,  it  might  do  excellent  service  as  a  battery  of 
artillery. 

8.  Character  and  scope  of  drill  and  instruction. —  The  drill  and 
instruction  was  confined  almost  entirely  to  handling  the  boats 
under  oars  and  sails.  Boat  expeditions  were  made  during  the 
week  to  Grenadier  Island,  Henderson  Bay,  Sackett's  Harbor,  Ghau- 
mont  and  Three-Mile  Bay.  The  «ite  of  the  Camp  was  selected  with 
a  view  of  transporting  the  boats  across  a  narrow  isthmus  only  40 
yards  wide  and  launching  them  on  Lake  Ontario,  but  the  low  water 
in  the  lake  lengthened  the  portage  to  200  yards.  One  cutter  was 
sent  around  a  distance  of  20  mile®  and  hauled  up  on  the  lake  side 
of  the  beach,  and  subsequently  used  for  expeditions  to  Grenadier 
Island  and  Henderson  Bay.    As  an  experiment,  one  cutter  was 
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hauled  out  on  the  beach,  capsized,  and  with  38  men  she  was  picked 
ap  and  carried  a  distance  of  40  yards  without  trouble.  One  day 
was  spent  in  taking  Division  to  Madison  Barracks,  Sackett's  Har- 
bor, where,  through  the  kindness  of  Colonel  Lyster,  commanding 
the  Ninth  Infantry,  the  ofScers  and  men  were  given  an  opportunity 
to  inspect  the  regular  army  at  drill  and  in  barracks. 

Professional  knowledge. —  Generally  fair.  The  oflSoers  are  ex- 
tremely well  informed,  considering  the  fact  that  none  of  them  had 
ever  been  in  the  Naval  Service. 

10.  Efficiency  in  various  ratings. —  Very  good.  The  Quarter- 
master and  six  signal  men  were  quite  expert  in  sending  and  re- 
ceiving messages  with  a  Myer  Code.  The  boatswain's  mates  and 
coxswains  were  very  zealous,  and  the  improvement  in  the  latter's 
handling  of  their  boats  after  the  week's  work  was  very  marked. 

11.  Probable  field  of  usefulness  and  availability  in  time  of  war. — 
All  of  the  officers  and  most  of  the  men  are  familiar  with  the  river, 
and  in  case  of  hostilities,  I  think  the  Division  would  render  excel- 
lent service. 

12.  Class  of  men  composing  the  organization,  and  number  who 
have  served  in  the  United  States  Navy. —  The  Division  is  com- 
posed of  merchants,  clerks  and  artisans  in  about  equal  propor- 
tions, with  a  few  professional  men.  They  are  all  of  a  high  order 
of  intelligence  and  excellent  physique.  There  is  no  one  in  the 
Division  who  had  had  any  previous  naval  service.

In  rendering  this  report  I  feel  constrained  to  ask  your  attention 
to  the  property  accounts  of  the  diflferent  organizations  throughout 
the  State.  In  very  many  instances,  when  the  property  is  turned 
over  from  one  officer  to  another,  there  is  a  shortage,  and  sometimes 
to  a  very  considerable  amount.  The  remedy  for  this  condition 
of  affairs  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  that  at  least  once  in  each  year 
there  should  be  a  thorough  inspection  of  all  public  property  with 
which  each  commanding  officer  stands  charged,  the  inspecting  offi- 
cer to  be  furnished  an  account  from  the  books  of  this  Department 
of  all  such  property,  and  a  report  be  made  to  General  Headquar- 
ters, with  all  convenient  speed,  of  all  that  is  missing,  and  the  con- 
dition and  serviceability  of  such  as  he  finds,  etc.,  etc. 
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The  eflSciency  of  the  troops  so  largely  depends  on  their  equipment 
and  on  that  equipment  being  in  a  serviceable  condition,  that  it  is 
important  that  all  property  issued  by  the  State  be  properly  cared 
for^  and  be  at  all  times  available  for  the  uses  for  which  it  is 
Intended.  These  inspections  and  reports  would  doubtless  tend  to 
secure  greater  vigilance  in  the  care  of  such  property,  and  a  better 
appreciation  of  their  accountability  by  oflScers.

The  preparation  of  the  Camp  for  its  occui)ancy  by  troops,  as 
required  by  section  559  of  the  Regulations,  was  begun  as  early  in 
the  season  as  the  weather  would  permit.  The  severe  storms  of  the 
past  winter  had  done  much  damage  to  the  grounds,  buildings  and 
roads.  Several  extensive  washouts  had  occurred,  and  with  a  view 
of  preventing  a  recurrence  of  these  and  to  remedy  any  defects  in 
the  drainage,  an  examination  of  the  Camp  grounds  was  made  by 
an  engineer,  who  made  plans  for  repairing  the  damage  already 
done,  perfecting  the  drainage,  etc. 

To  have  carried  out  these  plans  would  have  involved  an  expendi- 
ture of  about  f7,500,  but  there  being  no  such  sum  available,  the 
project  was  necessarily  abandoned  and  only  such  repairs  to  sewera 
and  roads,  filling  in  of  washouts,  etc.,  were  made  as  seemed  abso- 
lutely necessary  to  carry  the  Camp  through  the  season.  Some  grad- 
ing was  done  on  the  rear  or  west  side  of  the  grounds,  which  proved 
to  be  of  great  benefit  in  carrying  off  the  surface  water.  Much  of 
this  work  was  not  of  so  substantial  a  character  as  it  should  have 
been,  because  of  the  want  of  funds,  but  the  best  that  could  be 
done  under  the  circumstances  was  done.

Water  Supply. 

The  tank  through  which  the  water  for  the  Camp  has  'been  sup- 
plied for  a  number  of  years  having  become  old  and  somewhat  unre- 
liable, and  there  being  danger  that  it  might  give  out,  in  which  event 
the  Gamp  would  be  without  water,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  put 
uj>  an  additional  tank  as  a  reserve,  which  was  done,  and  to  relieve 
the  wells  from  which  the  drinking  water  is  drawn,  which  in  dry 
seasons  heretofore  have  been  hardly  adequate  to  furnish  a  suflScient 
supply,  a  connection  was  made  from  the  pump-house  to  ,the  old 
dam,  and  a  tank  of  some  9,000  gallons  capacity  erected  at  the  bath- 
house, from  which  the  water  for  the  bath-house^  sinks,  horses  and 
for  sprinkling  the  Camp  is  now  taken. 

These  additions  to  the  water  supply  seemed  absolutely  neces- 
sary because  of  the  increased  number  of  troops  ordered  to  camp, 
together  with  the  requirements  ifor  horses  of  the  Cavalry  and 

Artillery. 

Buildings. 

Additional  sinks  have  been  erected  and  the  old  ones  repaired  and 
enlai^ged  and  now  ample  provision  has  been  made  for  headquarters, 
regimental  hospital  and  general  camp  use. 

To  the  mess-hall  kitchen  was  added  an  extension  of  24  x  50  feet, 
which  proved  a  great  relief  to  the  sometimes  overcrowded  mess- 
hall,  and  a  brick  chimney  40  feet  in  height  was  erected  in  place 
of  an  old  sheet-iron  one  blown  down. 

Three  additional  skeleton  horse  sheds  were  erected  for  the  use 
of  the  Cavalry  and  Artillery. 

Some  of  the  buildings  (erected  in  1882)  connected  with  the  mess- 
hall,  also  the  ice  and  store  houses,  have  long  since  become  dilapi- 
dated and  insufficient  for  the  Camp,  and  ishould  be  replaced  by 
larger  buildings  of  a  more  substantial  character. 

The  increased  number  of  horses  required  for  use  by  the  Field  and 
Staff  Officers  imperatively  demand  ^a  very  considerable  addition 
to  the  permanent  stables.  There  should  be  at  least  20  additional 
stalls  for  horses  and  some  provision  for  the  safe-keeping  of  horse 
equipments  and  harness.  The  loft  over  the  stalls  is  needed  for  the 
storage  of  forage  during  the  season  of  camp  and  at  other  times  for 
storage  of  camp  and  garrison  equipage. 
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Camp  Equipage. 

After  the  close  of  the  Camp  each  season,  the  tents  and  flies  are 
all  thoroughly  overhauled  and  inspected,  and  before  the  opening  of 
the  next  camp  the  needed  repairs  made,  to  put  them  in  good  order 
for  service.  Many  of  the  tents  and  flies  are  worn  out  and  unser- 
viceable, past  repairs,  and  there  are  needed  at  least  50  new  hospital 
tents,  100  new  hospital  tent  flies,  and  200  new  wall  tent  flies. 

Subsistence  of  the  Troops. 

The  contract  for  subsisting  the  troops  in  camp  was  again  made 
with  Messrs.  H.  C.  Duncan  &  Co.  They  made  some  additions  to  the 
bill  of  fare  not  required  by  their  contract,  the  food  furnished  was  of 
first  quality  and  wasprepared  and  served  ina  manner  which  afforded 
no  ground  for  complaint.  They  fulfilled  their  agreement  to  my 
entire  satisfaction,  and,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain^  to 
that  of  the  oflBcers  and  men  in  camp,  and  I  desire  to  place  on  record 
my  appreciation  of  the  manner  in  which  these  gentlemen  met  and 
discharged  the  obligations  they  had  entered  into  and  the  prompt- 
ness with  which  they  responded  to  all  demands  made  on  them.

ment; "  C  "  and  "  F,"  Fonrteenth  Regimeat;  "  E,"  "  G,"  "  H,"  "  I " 
and  "  K,"  Twentynsecond  Regiment ;  "  D,"  "  E  "  and  "  I,"  Twenty- 
third  Regiment;  "A,"  "D"  and  "G,"  Forty-seyenth  Regiment; 
"  A,"  Sixty-fifth  Regiment;  "  K,"  Sixty-ninith  Regiment;  "  B  "  and 
"E,"  Seventy-fonrth  Regiment;  the  Becond,  Eighth,  Eleventh, 
Twelfth,  Twenty-fourth,  Twenty-seyentlh,  Thirty-sixth,  Thirty- 
seventh,  Fortieth  and  Forty-third  Separate  Companies;  Troop  1, 
Sqaadixm  '^  Af  Third  Battery;  and  Fourth  Division,  First  Naval 
Battalion. 

The  unparalled  record  of  the  Seventy-first  Regiment  (nine  conk- 
panies),  which  paraded  100  per  cent,  present  for  muster,  and  all  on 
the  floor  and  fit  for  duty,  deserves  more  than  passing  mention.  A 
reference  to  the  report  on  the  inspection  of  this  regiment  will  show 
tObajt  this  result  was  not  obtained  by  questionable  methods;  it 
shows  that  the  regiment  is  larger  in  numbers  than  at  the  inspec- 
tion of  last  year  (a  net  gain  of  21  in  aggregate) ;  that  the  record 
of  the  regiment  has  been  one  of  steady  advancement  since  1892, 
when  Cod'onel  Greene  assumed  command;  that  from  the  list  of 
inferior  organizations  it  has  forced  its  way  towards  the  front 
rank,  where  it  will  soon  be,  if  the  present  methods  are  continued. 
The  co»ndition  of  the  Seveuty-first  Regiment  is  the  outcome  of 
a  fixed  policy  inaugurated  by  the  commanding  ofBoer  when  he 
became  its  colonel,  and  he  has  been  loyally  supported  by  his  sub- 
ordinate officers  and  the  rank  and  file;  and  while  the  status  of  the 
regimeuit  to-day  must  be  a  source  of  pride  and  satisfaction  to  them, 
it  is  hoped  it  will  be  likewise  an  incentive  to  still  further  efforts 
for  aidfvaacement. 

The  Tenth  Battalion  also  deserves  commendation  for  the  excel- 
lent showing  at  mu-ster  this  year;  the  only  absentee  being  pre- 
vented fiom  attending  by  the  death  of  has  mother,  which  oc- 
cizrred  on  the  day  of  infipeotion. 

I  personally  inspected  all  of  the  troops  of  the  State  this  year  ex- 
cept two  separate  companies,  which  I  was  unable  to  see  by  reason 
of  my  other  duties,  and  which  were  inspected  by  one  of  my  assist- 
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ants,  and  the  results  of  these  inspections  are  herewith  subjoined 
In  detail.  I  desire  to  call  yoor  attention  to  an  innoyatioH'  made 
this  year  regarding  the  subject  of  attendlanoe.  WMle  a  oompany 
is  to  be  commended  for  parading  100  per  cent.^  or  nearly  so,  for 
muster^  its  true  duty  doing  worth  can  only  be  ecEtfanated  by  taking 
its  ayerage  percentage  present  for  the  year,  or  drill  season^  and 
I  havO;  therefore,  deemed  it  adrisable  to  include  im  this  report  a 
statement  of  the  average  attendance  of  each  organization  for  the 
currenit  drill  season  up  to  the  time  of  inspection.. 

The  very  high  general  average  of  the  Serenth  Regiment  for  its 
10  companies,  91.36  per  cent.,  with  only  two  ckxmpanies  bellow  90 
per  cent.,  and  one  oompany,  "  B,"  with  an  average  of  94.59  per 
cenft.,  w^hdch  is  the  highest  in  the  State ;  Company  "  A,"  Twenty- 
third  Begiment,  with  91.97  per  oenit.;  Fifth  Separate  Oompany 
with  93.95  per  cent;  Twenty-first  Separate  Oomi>any  with  92.37 
X)er  cent. ;  First  Signal  Corps  with  90.34  per  cent ;  and  the  Second 
Signal  Corps  with  90.46  per  cent.,  are  standards  for  others  to  try 
to  attain.  The  good  results  of  this  innovation  have  already  been 
demonstrated  this  season  at  the  camp  of  instruction,  where  a  com- 
pany reported  for  duty  with  every  officer  and  man  present,  not  one 
of  whom  left  for  his  home  station  until  the  end  of  the  tour  of  duty. 
The  record  of  attendance  ci  this  company  at  the  time  of  its  annual 
inspection  was  only  69.73  per  cent,  present  for  16  events,  and  its 
commanding  officer  determined  to  be  governed  by  the  advice 
given  him  at  that  time  on  this  subject,  with  results  not  alone 
gratifying  to  this  department,  but  to  all  concerned. 

The  inspections  of  Squadron  "  A,"  Troop  "  C,"  and  the  Second 
Battery  were  held  in  the  field,  all  being  mounted  at  the  exi>ense 
of  the  several  organizations.  The  increased  altowances  granted 
mounted  troops  by  the  last  Legislature  makes  it  compulsoiry  here- 
after for  all  miounted  troops  to  be  so  inspected,  which  is  the  only 
proper  method  by  which  their  efficiency  can  be  determined.  The 
First  Signal  Corps  also  paraded  mounted  at  Van  Cortlandt  Park, 
at  their  own  expense,  for  a  supplementary  inspection  ia>  mounted 
drill,  which  was  of  a  very  satisfactory  character.

Bbmarks  on  Condition  of  thb  Bbgimbnt. 

The  general  appearance  of  this  regiment  at  inspection  was  ex- 
cellent. Considerable  improvement  can  be  made,  however,  in  some 
few  details^  notably  in  the  care  of  and  adjustment  of  equipments; 
and  quite  a  number  of  uniforms  are  now  so  old  as  to  need  repair- 
ing, or  replacing,  wholly  or  in  part.    The  criticisms  on  the  appear- 
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ance  of  the  companies  of  the  regiment  are  based  upon  (Company 
"  I,"  which  is  taken  as  a  standard,  everything  about  it  being  first- 
class,  there  being  every  evidence  of  hard  work  and  perseverance 
to  bring  about  such  a  satisfactory  condition.  Uniforms  and  equip- 
ments, without  exception,  and  particularly  the  adjustment  of  the 
latter,  were  excellent,  and  far  ahead  of  all  other  companies  in  the 
regiment.  A  little  effort,  such  as  the  Seventh  Regiment  is  always 
willing  to  make,  will  bring  all  the  companies  to  a  condition  in  which 
Company  "  I "  was  found  upon  this  occasion. 

Inspection  was  preceded  by  a  review  which  was  handsomely  ren- 
dered, and,  when  passing,  the  distances,  alignments  and  salutes 
were  perfect.  The  regiment  made  a  new  record  in  percentage  pres- 
ent for  mu&ter  (99.424),  and,  in  this  respect,  again  has  the  honor  of 
leading  all  the  other  regiments  in  the  State  except  the  Seventy- 
first  Regiment.  No  better  idea  can  be  formed  of  this  regiment 
than  the  wonderful  record  of  attendance  for  the  past  drill  season,  it 
being  (for  10  companies),  91.36,  Company  "B"  leading  with  94.59  per 
cent.,  and  Company  "E"  lowest,  with  84.18  per  cent.  The  average 
percentage  present  for  muster  during  the  past  ten  years  is  98.46. 
These  figures  speak  for  themselves.  A  notable  record  is  that  of 
Company  "  F,"  which  has  mustered  a  maximum  company,  all  pres- 
ent for  ten  years  in  succession. 

All  headquarters  books  and  records  are  in  first-class  condition 
in  every  respect,  the  errors  pointed  out  last  year  having  been  cor- 
rected, and  improvement  in  system,  in  a  number  of  cases,  having 
been  inaugurated  since  that  time.  The  books  of  the  companies 
of  this  regiment  which,  at  last  inspection,  were  in  a  very  unsatis- 
factory state,  excepting  Company  "  K,"  are  now,  with  a  very  few  ex- 
ceptions, all  that  can  bj  desired. 

Armory,  a  model  of  neatness  and  order;  quartermaster's  depart- 
ment under  an  excellent  system,  and  all  State  property  in  good 
condition.

Rbmarks  on  Condition  of  thb  Begimbnt. 

A  great  improvement  has  taken  place  in  this  organization  in 
general  appearance,  and  condition  of  arms,  nniforms  and  equip- 
ments since  last  year.  The  unsatisfactory  condition  then  prevail- 
ing has  disappeared,  and  in  its  place  I  find  much  to  commend. 
Arms  very  much  improved,  but  further  improvement  can  be  made; 
condition  of  uniforms  and  equipments,  and  adjustment  of  same, 
generally  excellent;  in  this  respect  company  "  D  '*  was  perfect  in 
every  detail,  and  is  entitled  to  the  honor  of  being  placed  first  in 
the  regiment.  At  the  inspection  and  muster  held  May  8^  1895, 
when  the  organization  was  a  battalion  of  five  companies,  there 
were  311  officers  and  men  present,  and  24  absent;  since  that  time 
three  new  companies  have  been  organized,  and  the  command  in- 
creased to  a  regiment  with  an  increase,  in  little  less  than  a  year, 
of  200  officers  and  men ;  a  record  certainly  to  be  proud  of,  and  ac- 
complished only  after  the  hardest  kind  of  work.  Oreat  credit  is 
due  the  officers  and  men  in  bringing  about  a  marvelous  change  in 
80  short  a  time,  and  with  such  a  soldierly  spirit  that  now  prevails 
throughout  the  regiment,  a  bright  future  may  be  safely  predicted 
for  it. 

Inspection  preceded  by  a  review  in  line  of  masses;  formation 
only  fair,  and  some  details  incorrect;  passage  in  review  fair; 
salutes  from  poor  to  good. 

All  extra  property  in  good  condition  and  well  cared  for;  lockers 
of  all  companies  dressed  in  an  orderly  manner,  but  the  system  is 
a  poor  one;  Company  "  H  "  particularly  good;  armory  in  generally 
good  condition,  but  gallery  floors  and  chairs,  and  chairs  in  rifle 
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range  very  dirty,  also  floors  and  shelves  of  company  lockers,  and 
lockers  and  contents  of  same,  of  band  in  a  filthy  condition.  The 
county  authorities  should,  without  delay,  attend  to  the  many 
needed  repairs  of  this  armory.  Stairs  and  floors  of  halls  in  very 
bad  condition,  caused  by  cheap  construction  in  the  first  place; 
there  are  many  broken  chairs  in  drill  room  and  galleries. 

All  books  and  records  at  headquarters  are  well  kept,  and  an  im- 
provement over  the  condition  of  last  year  is  noted.  Average  per- 
centage of  attendance  at  drill  for  past  season  (based  on  seven 
companies),  78.69 ;  too  low ;  company  '•  E  "  the  highest,  with  90.88, 
excellent;  company  "  D  "  lowest,  with  70.72,  very  jwor. 

Blankets,  ponchos  and  mess  kits  not  marked  as  required  by 
regulations. 

Company  "A,"  Captain  Jarvis  Woolverton  Mason. 

A  handsome  gain  in  numbers  (18)  since  last  muster  is  noted. 
The  general  appearance  of  this  company  at  inspection  was  the 
poorest  in  the  regiment,  and  far  behind  all  the  other  companies, 
and  considerable  improvement  must  take  place  to  bring  it  up  to 
the  required  standard.  Manual  of  arms  poor,  and  men  unsteady; 
condition  of  lockers  was  also  the  poorest  in  the  regiment,  and 
while  the  contents  were  uniformly  dressed,  the  fioors  and  shelves 
were  very  dirty. 

The  books  are  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  condition,  particularly  the 
descriptive  book;  the  report  book  shows  that  there  are  five  chronic 
absentees,  which,  for  a  company  organized  within  a  year,  is  a  bad 
showing.  Neither  are  the  books  neatly  kept.  Average  percentage 
of  attendance  at  drills  from  October  8,  1895,  to  February  24,  1896 
(18  events),  78.41,  which  should  improve. 

Percentage  present  at  muster,  93.10. 

Company  '^  B,"  First  Lieutenant  Robert  Edwards,  Jr., 

Commanding. 

The  general  appearance  of  this  company  at  inspection  was  very 
good,  and  a  marked  improvement  over  last  year,  which  was  called 
for  at  that  time;  100  per  cent,  at  muster;  very  commendable, 
manual  of  arms  good;  men  steady. 
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Lockers  oniformly  dressed,  but  system  poor;  floors  and  shelyes 
of  lockers  dirty. 

The  books  of  this  company  are  only  fairly  well  kept,  no  improye- 
ment  being  shown  over  last  year;  the  errors  pointed  out  at  that  in- 
spection have  not  been  corrected.  The  report  book  has  not  been 
signed  by  the  first  sergeant  this  year,  and  it  also  shows  that  there 
are  10  chronic  absentees,  which  accounts  for  the  small  percentage 
of  attendance  at  drills,  which  from  October  10, 1895,  to  February  28^ 
1896  (18  events),  was  73.12,  which  is  unsatisfactory.

The  appearance  of  this  regiment  at  inspeotion  wa:&  remarkable 
for  the  great  improYemenrt  -whidh  haB  taken  place  since  last  year 
in  eon^tioa  of  nndforms  and  eqnipmen/ts^  steadiness  of  men  (show- 
ing greatly  improved  discipline)  and  the  attendance,  which,  for 
percentage  present,  was  the  best  in  its  history.  The  criticisms 
of  the  various  oompanies  are  based  uxxm  company  ^'  A  "  as  a 
standard  of  general  excellenioe.  Companies  "  B,"  "  D  "  and  "  H," 
also  deserve  special  miention  for  their  fine  appearanoe.  Six  oom- 
panies paraded  100  per  cent,  present  for  muster,  a  most  gratifying 
performance,  and  the  best  indication  of  the  hard  work  that  has 
been  going  on  throughout  the  regiment.  Condition  and  appearance 
of  the  field  musicians  excellent,  and  a  feature  of  this  occasion. 
All  property  in  good  condition  and  as  well  oared  for  as  the  present 
quarters  will  permit.  With  the  new  and  commodious  armory 
about  to  be  occupied,  there  is  every  reason  to  expect  oonitinued 
improvement  in  this  regiment.  Oflflcers  and  men  have  every 
reason  to  feel  proud  of  what  they  have  accomplished  during  the 
past  year.

The  general  and  extraordinary  improvement  that  has  taken  place 
in  this  regiment  since  the  la9t  inspection  is  a  fact  in  which  all  in- 
terested have  reason  to  feel  prond  of,  and  is  most  commendable 
to  the  commanding  officer  and  his  associate  officers  in  the  regi- 
ment. It  clearly  demonstrates  what  can  be  accomplished  by  hard 
work  and  a  little  patience.  The  Twelfth  Regiment  has  accom- 
plished in  one  year  a  result  that  might  reasonably  have  taken  three 
times  as  long.  The  manual  of  arms  at  Inspection  was  excellent 
and  remarkable  for  uniformity  throughout  the  regiment.  Evi- 
dences of  the  highest  class  of  discipline  were  observable  every- 
where. Arms^  uniforms  and  equipments^  and  adjustment  of  same, 
were  generally  excellent.  All  extra  property  well  cared  for,  but 
scattered  around  the  armory  for  want  of  proper  room  and  accom- 
modation. This  armory  is  too  small,  particularly  the  drill-room. 
Quartermaster's  department  system  excellent.  Armory  a  model 
of  neatness  and  cleanliness.  Company  quarters  and  arrangement 
of  uniforms  and  equipments  in  lockers  throughout  regiment  excel- 
lent, ,and  a  great  improvement  over  last  year,  showing  what  can  be 
done  even  with  small  lockers. 

The  commanding  officer  paid  a  very  high  compliment  to  Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel McCoskry  Butt  by  stating  that  the  improved  condition 
of  the  regiment  was  largely  due  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  this  very 
capable  officer. 

Formation  of  regiment  prompt;  review  in  line  of  masses;  men 

very  steady;  passage  in  review  handsomely  executed;  alignments 

and  distances  perfect;  some  officers  failed  to  look  toward  review-

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ing  point;  and  commanding  officer  Ck>mpanj  D  failed  to  bring  his 
company  to  ''port  arms  "  when  passing.

Remarks  on  Condition  of  the  Regiment. 

This  regiment,  the  only  organization  among  the  r^mentB  of 
the  Second  Brigade  to  show  an  increase  in  nnmlbters,  has  improved 
wonderfully  since  last  inspection,  and  appeared  to  be  a  new  organ- 
ization throughout.  The  commanding  officer  and  his  associate

Remarks  on  Condition  of  the  Regiment.  . 

While  this  regiment  shows  marked  improvement  over  last  year, 
and  there  is  evidence  of  hard  work  ha\ing  been  performed,  still  it 
has  not  progressed  as  much  as  expected,  aqd  as  other  regiments 
have  improved  in  the  Second  Brigade.  A  much  better  condition  is 
required  as  to  cleanliness  and  adjustment  of  equipments.

Rbmarks  on  Condition  of  the  Regiment. 

Prom  the  reports  of  my  predecessor,  and  from  my  own  observa- 
tion at  inspection,  both  this  year  and  last^  this  regiment  is  making 
remarkable  and  rapid  strides  in  the  right  direction,  which,  if  con- 
tinued, must  soon  place  it  in  the  first  class.  With  the  single  ex- 
ception of  loose  belts,  caused  by  adjusting  below  lower  button  of 
blouse,  instead  of  above  it,  the  uniforms,  equipments,  and  the  ad- 
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juaftment  of  same,  were  very  satisfactory,  general  eleanlmess  being 
a  strong  feature,  especially  so  with  equipments. 

The  commanding  officer,  his  associate  officers,  and  the  men  of 
the  regiment  have  reason  to  feel  proud  of  the  wonderful  record 
made  upon  this  occasion;  one  without  a  precedent;  every  man 
being  present^  and  in  the  pink  of  condition,  for  muster.  It  is 
doubtful  if  this  record  will  be  equalled. 

This  regiment  is  in  need  of  a  large  number  of  new  blouses. 

Review  in  line  of  masses,  men  very  steady  and  soldiery  in  ap- 
pearance; passage  in  review,  some  salutes  poor,  some  given  too 
soon. 

Armory  orderly  and  very  clean ;  all  extra  property  well  cared  for ; 
quartermaster's  departmenti  kept  under  good  system;  company 
quarters  throughout  regiment  very  clean^  and  lockers  dressed  in  a 
uniform  and  handsome  manner,  which  should  be  the  custom  at  all 
times.  The  armory  is  in  need  of  repairs,  the  stairways  particularly, 
which  are  in  a  dangerous  condition.  County  authorities  should 
give  this  matter  immediate  attention.

Each  man  should  be  required  to  care  for  and  keep 
clean  and  polished  all  clothing  and  equipments  issued  to  him;  it 
is  among  the  important  duties  of  *a  soldier  to  do  this. 

The  drill  was  in  strong  contrast  to  the  appearance  of  the  men ; 
it  was  excellent  throughout,  showing  intelligence  on  the  part  of  all 
oflScers  and  non-oommissioned  oflScers  and  every  evidence  that 
careful  instruction  had  been  given  to  the  men. 

All  books  correct  and  well  kept.  Average  percentage  of  duty 
performed  from  October  8,  1895,  to  March  10,  18%  (20  events), 
86.39;  a  very  creditable  showing. 

All  eitra  property  particularly  well  oared  for. 

Armory,  such  as  it  is  (long  ago  condemned),  clean  and  well 
cared  for.  This  company  should  have  a  new  armory  as  soon  as 
possible.    Lockers  uniformly  and  neatly  dressed.

Men 
musrt  clean  their  equipments  and  roll  their  overcoats,  and  person- 
ally care  for  property  issued  to  them,  and  not  depend  ujKm  armory 
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employes  to  do  it  for  them.  The  fact  that  a  member  of  the  com- 
pany is  armorer  does  not  excuse  him  from  drill ;  he  must  perform 
his  duty  with  the  rest  of  the  company,  or  be  discharged  from  the 
service;  it  is  all  wrong  to  carry  a  man  upon  the  roll  under  such 
circumstances.  Weekly  drills  must  not  be  curtailed  or  dispensed 
with  in  order  to  hold  meetings.  Drills  should  commence  October 
1st,  and  continue  weekly  until  close  of  drill  season.  This  com- 
pany has  had  but  18  drills  in  twenty-two  weeks;  this  will  largely 
account  for  the  very  poor  drill  that  followed  inspection,  which 
places  the  comi)any  in  the  line  with  those  that  have  not  improved 
since  last  year,  or  profited  by  the  oral  and  written  instructions 
given  at  that  time.  During  the  drill  no  instruction  was  given  by 
the  officers,  neither  were  the  many  errors  corrected,  consequently 
the  responsibility  for  the  very  poor  work  rests  solely  with  the 
oflficerg.  Much  unsteadiness  and  inattention  were  noticeable  dur- 
ing inspection  and  muster,  which  was  the  case  last  year,  and 
attention  was  called  to  it  at  that  time ;  it  is  a  severe  reflection  upon 
the  discipline  of  the  company. 

Recruits  were  not  fully  equipped;  in  this  respect  there  should 
be  no  distinction  between  them  and  other  men  in  the  company. 

This  company  is  far  below  the  required  standard  generally. 

Books.— No  journal;  order  and  letter  books  correct;  descrip- 
tive book  not  in  good  condition,  should  be  re- written;  report  book 
correct.  Average  percentage  of  duty  performed  from  November

Sir. —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the 
special  duties  assigned  me  during  the  current  year  in  compliance 
with  orders  received  from  you: 

Books  and  Bbcords. 

As  in  1895, 1  inspected  the  books  and  records  of  every  organiza- 
tion in  the  State,  and  it  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  report  to  you  that 
a  very  radical  change  for  the  better  was  noted  in  this  important 
matter.  Commanding  officers  have  realized  the  necessity  of  giv- 
ing more  personal  attention  to  this  part  of  their  duties,  with  the 
result  that  official  books  and  records  are  now  so  kept  that  they 
are  of  value  to  the  organization  and  the  State.  In  a  few  rare  in- 
stances only  have  offices  failed  to  follow  the  advice  and  instruction 
given  last  year,  and  it  is  almost  useless  ix>  state  that  the  same  un- 
saitisfactory  and  unwarranted  condition  prevails  as  did  at  that 
time.  In  one  separate  company  the  report  book  had  not  been  writ- 
ten up,  apparently,  since  the  previous  inspection,  ad  was  indicated 
by  the  freshness  of  the  entries;  by  the  fact  that  some  events  were 
not  entered  at  all,  and  that  none  of  the  totals  proved;  showing  that 
no  care  whatever  had  been  taken^  and  that  the  most  important  re- 
cord of  the  company  was  utterly  valueless.  The  reports  of  the  an- 
nual inspections  and  musters  also  show  that  a  number  of  com- 
panies  have  neglected  to  procure  and  use  the  required  letter  book; 
and  that  in  other  companies  the  blank  forms  of  letters  were  not 
copied  therein,  although  jmrticular  attemtion  was  invited  to  this 
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omission  at  the  lasft  inspection.  The  report  and  descriptive  bookB, 
as  a  whole,  are  much  more  accurately  kept  now  than  ever  before, 
while  the  neatness  called  for^  where  lacking  last  year,  has  been 
shown. 

As  I  have  said  before,  the  general  improvement  this  year  is  in 
such  marked  contrast  with  the  condition  that  prevailed  at  last  in- 
spection that  it  is  worthy  of  note,  and  demonstrates  that  it  is  only 
necessary  to  call  officers'  attention  to  their  s>ho<rtcomings  to  have 
theim  rectified.  In  no  organization  has  greater  improvement  been 
shown  than  in  the  Seventh  Regiment.  At  last  inspection  but  one 
company  in  this  regiment  kept  the  books  required  by  law;  this 
year  every  company  presented  them  for  inspection,  and  they  were 
found  to  be  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition,  and  the  few  errors  of 
omission  and  commission  were  promised  speedy  correction.  For 
this  gratifying  state  of  affairs  much  credit  is  due  the  regimental 
adjutant,  who  promptly  took  the  matter  in  hand  upon  receipt  of 
last  year's  report,  and,  under  instructions  from  his  commanding 
officer,  thoroughly  instructed  all  the  first  sergeants  in  their  duties 
In  this  respect.  This  instructiom  ha»  been  followed  by  frequent 
inspection^  by  the  adjutant,  and  the  consequence  is  that  the  books 
and  records  are  now  a  credit  to  the  regiftient.  The  policy  of  in- 
specting the  company  books  several  times  during  the  year  has  been 
inaugurated  by  other  regimental  commanders  with  great  success; 
and  in  one  regiment  prizes  have  been  bestowed  for  the  neatest  and 
most  accurately  kept  set  of  company  books;  all  of  which  tends  to 
improve  that  part  of  important  official  work  that  has  heretofore 
been  sadly  neglected;  and  it  is  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  to  be 
able  to  commend  both  officers  and  men  who  have  charge  of  this 
work  for  the  diligence  and  earnestness  they  have  exhibited  in  car- 
rying out  instructions  and  suggestions  made  last  year. 

I  renew  the  recommendation  made  in  my  last  report,  that  com- 
pany commanders  insist  upon  their  subalterns  making  themselves 
familar  with  the  sedentary  duties  of  the  company,  and  that  duty 
sergeants  be  also  instructed  therein,  so  that  in  the  absence  of 
any  one  having  charge  of  the  books  and  records,  the  work  will  not 
be  delayed  or  incorrectly  performed. 
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An  innovation  made  this  year,  and  one  which  I  believe  will  tend 
to  correct  what  might  be  termed  an  evil,  was  that  of  publifihing 
on  the  muster-rolls  the  average  percent^e  of  duty  performed  by 
each  organization  for  the  drill  season.  The  evil  mentioned  is  that 
of  carrying  the  names  of  men  on  the  roll  who  do  little  or  no  duty, 
and  the  only  reason  why  these  men  are  not  gotten  rid  of  is,  that 
commanding  officers  fear  to  rid  their  companies  of  this  "  dead- 
wood,"  because  it  would  reduce  them  in  numbers  below  the  mini- 
mum prescribed  by  law,  and  thereby  possibly  threaten  them  with 
disbandment ;  or  else  from  a  sense  of  pride  a  captain  f eel  s  that  he 
wants  to  maintain  the  strength  of  his  command  at  a  point  it  has 
held  for  a  number  of  years,  regardless  of  the  conditions  that  may 
prevail;  while  in  some  companies  men  who  have  served  their  ori- 
ginal term  of  enlistment  are  granted  certain  privileges  in  im- 
mumty  from  attending  drills  that  can  not  but  work  disadvantage 
to  the  company.  There  is  no  more  reason  in  excusing  such  men 
from  their  sworn  duty  than  there  is  in  excusing  recruits  or  those 
who  have  not  finished  their  terms  of  enlistment.  In  no  regiment 
in  the  service  is  the  average  length  of  service  as  large  as  in  the 
Seventh,  and  yet  men  who  have  served  twenty  years  or  more  are 
compelled  to  attend  every  kind  of  duty  as  faithfully  as  the  newest 
recruit,  and  when  they  find  that  they  can  not  do  so  —  or  tire  of 
so  doing  —  they  are  requested  to  make  way  for  others  who  will ; 
and  this  is  proven  in  the  extraordinary  percentage  of  attendance 
of  the  ten  companies  for  the  last  drill  season,  which  was  91.3(5. 
No  one  factor  has  done  more  towards  making  the  Seventh  Regi- 
ment what  it  is  than  this  devotion  to  duty  on  the  part  of  every  man 
in  it,  and  it  is  one  that  is  worthy  of  serious  consideration  on  the 
part  of  other  commanding  officers,  both  regimental  and  company. 

A  small  company  of  duty-doing  men  is  much  more  efficient  and 
valuable  to  the  State  than  a  miuch  larger  one  with  from  15  to  40 
per  cent,  of  chronic  absentees. 

Inspection  of  Drills  in  the  Second  Brigade. 

Commencing  November  11, 1895, 1  inspected  a  drill  of  every  com- 
pany in  the  Thirteenth,  Fourteenth,  Twenty-third,  and  Forty- 
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seventh  Regiments,  af  the  Second  Brigade.  These  drills  were 
conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  has  been  observed  at  the  annual 
inspection  of  the  separate  companies  the  past  twa  years,  and,  judg- 
ing from  the  voluntary  opinions  expressed  by  the  officers  directly 
concerned,  I  am  led  to  believe  that  this  innovation  has  also  been 
of  practical  benefit  and  producti«ve  of  much  good;  and  one  that 
should  not  only  be  continued  but  extended  in  its  sQope.  It  must 
,  be  borne  in  mind  that  when  officers  and  men  give  their  service 
gratuitously  to  the  State — in  fact  pay  for  the  privilege  of  belong- 
ing to  the  National  Guard — that  the  amount  of  time  that  they  can 
spare  from  their  daily  vocation  for  the  study  and  performance  of 
their  many  duties  is  necessarily  limited,  and  it  is  a  source  of 
wonder,  under  the  circumstances,  that  such  a  very  large  propor- 
tion of  the  officers  are  so  truly  competent.  Of  the  balance,  some 
are  capable  of  and  should  do  better  work,  while  a  very  few  will 
never  be  officers  except  in  name,  as  they  are  lacking  in  all  the 
essentials  necessary  to  command  men,  and  they  should,  therefore, 
not  continue  in  a  service  to  which  they  are  not  adapted. 

By  reason  of  this  want  of  sufficient  time  for  study  on  the  part  of 
the  officers  of  the  Guard,  it  must  be  apparent  to  the  most  skeptical 
how  useful  a  trained  corps  of  inspectors  and  instructors — men  who 
give  their  entire  time  to  such  work — could  be  made  in  bettering 
this  condition  by  means  of  supervision,  instruction  and  advice; 
and  the  expressed  wish  of  both  field  and  line  officers  that  the  pres- 
ent system  had  been  inaugurated  years  ago  and  the  hope  that  it 
may  be  continued  and  enlarged  is  the  best  evidence  of  its  worth 
and  popularity.  It  would  also  seem  that  these  officers  should  be 
given  the  assistance  they  thus  desire  as  an  encouragement  for  the 
much  they  sacrifice  in  serving  the  State.  • 

One  of  the  principal  criticisms  I  have  to  make  as  the  result  of 
my  observations  at  these  drills  is,  that  there  is  a  lack  of  uniformity 

« 

in  executing  a  number  of  movements,  even  in  companies  of  the 
same  regiment.  This  is  caused  by  the  failure  on  the  part  of  com- 
manding officers  to  have  frequent  schools  of  theoretical  instruc- 
tion for  both  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers.  Ail  men  do 
not  read  and  construe  the  same  subject  alike,  and  it  is  the  province 
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of  the  commanding  oflBcer  to  decide  any  such  differences  of  opin- 
ion and  thus  secure  uniformity  in  execution  throughout  his  com- 
mand. This  can  best  be  done  at  theoretical  schools,  which  should 
be  conducted  by  an  officer  best' qualified  for  such  work;  and  I 
mean  by  that  not  only  an  officer  who  knows  his  book  thoroughly, 
but  who  can  impart  instruction  in  a  clear,  concise  and  interesting 
manner.  Some  people  are  more  gifted  in  this  way  than  others, 
and  if  it  should  happen  that  a  junior  officer  is  the  best  in  the  regi- 
ment for  this  duty  he  should  be  detailed  to  conduct  these  schools 
under  the  direction  of  the  commanding  officer.  These  schools 
should  be  progressive  in  their  character  and  not  alone  cover  the 
drill  regulations  and  other  text  books  but  study  of  the  military 
code,  regulations  and  all  sedentary  duties. 

Another  cause  of  this  lack  of  uniformity  is,  that  company  com- 
manders are  given  too  much  latitude  in  conducting  their  drills 
without  proper  direction  and  supervision  by  regimental  headquar- 
ters. It  seems  to  me  that  much  better  results  would  be  attained 
if  regimental  commanders  would  prescribe  the  programme  that  all 
the  companies  were  to  follow  at  each  drill,  and  also  have  one 
field  officer  present  thereat  to  correct  errors  and  give  such  assist- 
ance as  the  occasion  might  require.  Where  this  system  has  been 
adopted  great  improvement  has  been  shown  in  the  entire  regiment. 

Some  of  the  poor  company  work  I  witnessed  was  due  to  the  fact 
that  recruits  were  put  in  the  ranks  before  they  had  been  properly 
instructed  in  the  recruit  class — in  some  cases,  no  instruction  in 
the  school  of  the  soldier  having  been  previously  given.  This  is  a 
serious  mistake  and  one  that  should  not  be  allowed  to  continue. 
The  question  of  regimental  or  company  recruits  classes  is  one  on 
which  there  is  a  wide  difference  of  opinion.  I  am  of  the  opinion, 
however,  that  the  regimental  class  is  the  only  proper  one  if  uni-* 
formity  of  instruction  is  desired^  and  for  this  important  work  only 
the  very  best  non-commissioned  officers  should  be  detailed,  who 
should  be  supervised  by  an  officer  of  acknowledged  ability,  for  the 
reason  that  a  soldier  who  has  been  improperly  instructed  at  the 
I'f  jriniiing  of  his  service  is  a  hard  man  to  correct  in  his  errors 
when  lie  is  transferred  to  the  ranks  of  his  company. 
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The  set  up  of  many  of  the  troops  is  not  as  good  as  it  should  be, 
and  on  this  subject,  also  there  is  much  argument  pro  and  con. 
By  many  it  is  claimed  that  the  few  minutes  that  can  be  given 
each  we.ek  to  the  setting  up  exercises  will  produce  no  appreciable 
benefit,  as  the  men  will  not  follow  it  up  with  daily  pra^ctice;  while 
others  contend  that  ten  or  fifteen  minutes  devoted  to  the  drill,  if 
only  once  a  week,  but  done  in  a  thorough  and  not  perfunctory 
manner,  will  give  gratifying  improvement.  With  the  latter  I  per- 
fectly agree,  and  I  speak  from  my  own  experience  as  a  former 
company  commander.  To  those  who  have  not  done  so  I  would 
suggest  that  they  give  this  drill  a  fair  trial,  for  I  am  sure  they 
will  be  pleased  with  the  result.  Another  thing  de'veloped  by  these 
inspections  was,  that  what  should  be  the  strongest  feature  of  in- 
struction was  by  far  the  weakest,  viz. :  the  fire  drill.  That  soldiers 
should  be  taught  how  to  use  their  rifles  effectively  is  the  most  im- 
portant part  of  their  education,  but  it  is  no  less  important  that  they 
should  be  taught  how  to  do  so  without  imminent  peril  to  their  own 
comrades,  and  the  manner  in  which  some  companies  executed  this 
drill  made  one  shudder  at  the  mere  thought  of  their  using  ball  cart- 
ridges, for  it  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  fully  one  third  of  the 
front  rank  men  would  have  been  killed  by  their  file  coverers,  as 
the  muzzles  of  the  latter's  pieces  were  close  to  their  heads  instead 
of  being  well  in  advance.  This  condition  prevailed  while  firing 
standing  and  kneeling,  and  was  caused  by  the  rear  rank  men  not 
properly  stepping  up  in  the  intervals  as  required.  Here  let  me 
remark  that  experience  has  shown  that  it  is  wise  at  times  to  tell 
men  why  they  do  certain  things  as  well  as  how  to  do  them.  As 
a  rule^  officers  were  more  or  less  unfamiliar  with  the  proper  com- 
mands of  this  drill — a  very  few  only  knowing  them  absolutely  cor- 
rectly— neither  was  the  instruction  as  good  as  it  should  be.  As  I 
have  said  before,  this  drill  is  so  important  and  there  is  so  little  sub- 
ject matt<>r  to  learn,  that  immediate  attention  should  be  devoted 
to  it  by  those  who  are  not  thoroughly  proficient.  In  some  com- 
panies this  drill  is  not  taken  up  until  near  the  close  of  the  drill 
season,  instead  of  being  made  a  part  of  every  drill  from  the  very 
beginning;  and  as  it  is  impossible  to  foretell  how  suddenly  troops 
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will  be  called  for  active  service  the  folly  of  such  a  course  is  appar- 
ent. 

In  some  companies  I  found  that  the  captain  did  not  give  hi» 
Keutenants  suflScient  opportunities  for  drilling  the  company,  a 
policy  that  can  only  work  disadvantageously  to  all  concerned.  It 
matters  not  how  competent  an  officer  may  be  theoretically,  he 
requires  actual  experience  to  fit  him  for  his  duties;  and  where  this 
error  on  the  part  of  the  company  commanders  has  prevailed  here- 
tofore it  should  be  rectified  without  delay.  Much  of  the  nervous- 
ness  and  apparent  want  of  ability  on  the  part  of  some  lieutenants 
witnessed  at  these  inspections  were  due  to  this  cause. 

Officers  should  impress  upon  the  minds  of  file  closers  that  dur- 
ing a  drill  they  have  important  duties  to  perform,  a  fact  which  a 
number  I  saw  seemed  not  to  know,  or,  if  they  did,  failed  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  their  office.  It  was  not  infrequent  to  see 
errors  committed  and  talking  in  ranks  which  file  closers  in  the  im- 
mediate vicinity  neglected  to  correct  and  stop.  Much  of  the  suc- 
cess of  a  drill  depends  upon  the  alertness  of  file-closers,  and  they 
should  be  taught  to  realize  it. 

A  subject  that  has  been  very  generally  overlooked  by  officers 
is  the  manual  of  the  sword.  It  wa^  seldom  that  I  saw  one  that 
handled  his  in  a  perfectly  correct  manner,  and  this  applies  to  some 
officers  who  are  exceptionally  correct  in  almost  everything  else 
they  do;  I  doubt  not  it  is  only  necessary  to  call  attention  to  the 
defect  to  have  it  remedied. 

I  submit  in  brief  the  results  as  I  found  them  in  each  regiment: 

Fourteenth  Regiment. 

For  the  past  two  years  this  regiment  has  been  undergoing  a 
thorough  reorganization  and  its  future  looks  very  bright  and  prom- 
ising. A  great  change  has  taken  place  in  the  roster  of  its  com- 
missioned force,  and  the  improved  condition  now  existing  must  be 
ascribed  to  the  fact  that  young  and  enthusiastic  officers  have  suc- 
ceeded many  who  had  been  so  long  in  the  service  that  they  had 
grown  careless  and  indifferent  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 
The  lieutenant-colonel,  both  majors  and  three  captains  were  com- 
missioned in  1895;  three  captains  within  eighteen  months  prior  to 
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the  time  the  inspections  took  place;  while  of  the  lieutenants  but 
one  had  been  an  officer  more  than  two  years  and  a  half;  three  first 
lieutenants  and  three  second  lieutenants  (there  being  seven  vacan- 
cies in  the  latter  grade)  were  also  commissioned  in  1895. 

The  personnel  of  the  regiment  is,  likewise,  steadily  improving, 
and  the  new  and  commodious  armory  into  which  the  regiment  moved 
last  year  will  do  much  to  attract  the  right  kind  of  young  men  to  its 
ranks.  As  this  new  armory  is  situated  far  from  the  location  of  its 
old  quarters,  the  regiment  has  suffered  a  large  loss  in  membership 
by  reason  of  many  men  taking  their  discharges  owing  to  the  great 
inconvenience  in  attending  drills;  and  this  fact  also  accounts  for 
the  large  percentage  of  absentees  at  the  inspection  of  company  and 
drills. 

There  is  no  schedule  of  drills  presented  by  the  regimental  com- 
mander, captains  being  permitted  to  conduct  theirs  in  such  manner 
as  they  see  fit.  The  majors  are  present,  however,  on  the  nights 
that  the  companies  of  their  respective  battalions  drill,  supervise 
the  work  performed  and  give  such  assistance  as  lies  in  their  power; 
but  their  sphere  of  usefulness  is  curtailed  by  the  failure  of  head- 
quarters to  prescribe  and  enlarge  the  scope  of  their  power  over 
their  company  commanders.  Thesei  two  majors  are  particularly 
capable  and  hard  working  officers,  and  to  their  energy  and  perse- 
verance is  due  much  of  the  advancement  of  the  regiment,  and  were 
they  given  greater  opportunities  to  carry  out  the  correct  ideas  they 
possess  in  matters  of  instruction  and  administration,  the  regimen: 
would  be  considerably  benefited  thereby. 

No  regimental  schools  of  theoretical  instruction  for  officers  or 
non-commissioned  officers  are  held.  Neither  are  company  schools 
held  to  any  extent;  in  some  companies  being  entirely  omitted, 
except  in  Company  "  B/'  where  they  are  regularly  held.  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  so  many  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  are 
so  new,  it  would  appear  to  me  absolutely  necessary  that  these 
schools  should  be  of  frequent  occurrence^  and  I  can  not  too  strongly 
recommend  it. 

Neither  is  there  a  regimental  recruit  class,  while  the  work  done 
in  the  company  classes,  in  most  cases,  is  of  the  most  superficial 
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character,  as  evidenced  bj  the  many  new  men  I  noticed  in  company 
drill  who  did  not  know  the  rudiments  of  the  school  of  the  soldier. 

Conapanies  "  C,"  "  D  "  and  "  1 "  pay  more  attention  to  this  impor- 
tant naatter  than  do  any  of  the  others;  Company  "  C  *'  keeping  men 
in  the  class  from  two  to  three  months,  drilling  once  a  week;  Com- 
pany "  D  "  drilling  them  twice  a  week  for  three  months;  and  "  I " 
twice  a  week  from  four  to  six  months.  In  the  other  companies 
recruits  receive  but  four  to  seven  drills  before  being  transferred  to 
the  ranks  of  the  company,  except  in  Company  "  E,"  where  no  pre- 
liminary instruction  is  given,  and  the  condition  of  this  company 
can,  therefore,  be  easily  imagined. 

Experience  has  proven  that  a  recruit  can  not  be  thoroughly 
taught  the  school  of  the  soldier  in  less  than  three  or  four  months* 
drilling  at  least  one  hour  twice  a  week,  and  it  is  a  particularly 
adaptable  man  that  can  qualify  in  the  shorter  period. 

The  appearance  of  the  ^companies  at  inspection  varied  from  ex- 
cellent to  poor.  Company  "  K  "  was  the  only  one  that  could  be 
rated  excellent;  Companies  "  C  "  and  "  D  ^'  very  good;  "  B/'  "  F, ' 
"  G ''  and  "  I/'  fair;  "  A,"  "  E  "  and  "  H,"  poor.  What  detracted 
from  the  appearance  of  all  the  companies  but  one  was  the  absence 
of  80  many  cap  ornaments,  and  in  some  companies  men  paraded 
with  civilian  trousers.  The  blouses  are  mostly  old  and  worn,  and 
new  ones  are  much  needed. 

The  discipline,  judging  from  steadiness  and  attention  during 
drills,  very  good  in  all  the  companies;  military  courtesy,  except  in 
a  few  cases  of  recruits  who  had  had  no  instruction,  very  good. 

The  company  officers  of  this  regiment,  as  a  body,  are  working 
hard  and  intelligently  to  improve  their  companies  in  an  earnest 
endeavor  to  place  the  regiment  among  the  best  in  the  State,  and 
they  should  be  given  every  encouragement  possible  by  both  regi- 
mental and  general  headquarters  to  aid  them  in  this  laudable 
purpose;  but  there  are  several  officers  who,  I  fear,  will  never  be 
able  to  improve,  and  as  long  as  they  retain  their  commissions  their 
companies  and  the  regiment  will  be  retarded  in  the  march  of  im- 
provement; and  if  they  unselfishly  desire  to  assist  in  consummat- 
ing the  ambition  of  their  brother  officers^  they  should  gracefully 
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retire  from  the  organization,  for  they  have  outlived  their  useful- 
ness. 

Twenty-third  Regiment. 

In  the  ability  of  its  company  officers  and  the  personnel  of  its  rank 
and  file,  this  regiment  is  excelled  by  no  other  in  the  State,  and  it 
was  a  pleasure  to  witness  the  thoroughness  and  intelligence  with 
which  the  drills  were  conductied.  There  wasl  an  apparent  confi- 
dence in  his  own  efficiency  on  the  part  of  every  officer  that  was  not 
shaken  by  the  fact  that  an  inspecting  officer  was  present  to  pass  , 
upon  his  work,  with  the  consequent  result  that  both  officers  and 
men  were  able  to  do  themselves  full  justice.  This  self-possession 
is  undoubtedly  the  outcome  of  longer  service  as  officers  than  that 
enjoyed  by  officers  in  the  other  regiments  I  inspected,  but  it  is  a 
very  necessary"  qualification  of  every  officer,  and  one  that  should  be 
cultivated,  for  the  instant  an  officer  loses  his  self-possession,  just 
so  soon  does  his  command  become  fdem#raJized.  It!  was  an  oft- 
repeated  injunction  of  mine  to  officers  of  other  regiments  to  try  to 
forget  I  was  present,  and  to  condtict  the  drills  in  the  same  manner 
they  would  if  I  were  not  there,  giving  instructions  when  necessary, 
correcting  all  errors  as  they  occurred,  and  repeating  such  move- 
ments as  were  not  executed  to  their  own  satisfaction;  but  in  no 
organization  was  this  direction  so  thoroughly  observed  as  In  the 
Twenty-third  Regiment,  and  having  observed  more  or  less  of  the 
work  of  every  organization  in  the  National  Guard  during  the  past 
two  years,  either  at  their  home  stations  or  the  camp  of  instruction,  I 
make  the  opening  statement  of  the  report  of  this  regiment  in  regard 
to  its  company  officers  with  a  knowledge  of  the  facts. 

Notwithstanding  the  general  excellence  of  the  officers  of  the 
Twenty-third  Regiment,  I  consider  it  a  mistake  that  regular  schools 
of  instruction  are  not  held,  as  they  would  be  of  great  value  to  the 
junior  officers^  particularly  as  there  are  so  many  ably-qualified  in- 
structors, and  these  schools  could  be  made  unusually  interesting 
by  an  interchange  of  views  of  these  officers.  For  the  sake  of  uni- 
formity^  of  instruction  should  non-commissioned  officers'  schools 
likewise,  be  regimental  instead  of  company,  for,  as  I  said  before,  all 
men  do  not  construe  the  same  subject  in  the  same  way.    As  this 
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regiment  never  takes  its  officers  from  an  outside  source,  but  pro- 
motes them  from  the  ranks,  it  is  of  more  advantage  to  educate  them 
alike. 

No  schedule  of  company  drills  is  prescribed  by  regimental  head- 
quarters, captains  having  full  liberty  to  exercise  their  own  judg- 
ment in  this  matter.  Neither  are  company  drills  supervised  by 
the  field  officers. 

Recruits  are  instructed  in  company  classes,  there  being  no  regi- 
mental class;  and  in  this  regin^nt  the  system  seems  to  work 
satisfactorily,  as  no  captain  permits  a  man  to  enter  the  ranks  until 
he  has  been  thoroughly  qualified  in  the  school  of  the  soldier.  The 
setting-up  exercises  are  taught  recruits,  but  are  not  used  in  compauy 
drill,  and  while  the  general  set  up  of  the  regiment  is  good,  it  would 
be  improved  by  further  use  of  this  drill  each  week. 

The  appearance  of  the  companies  was  excellent,  there  not  being 
an  unsatisfactory  one  in  the  regiment.  Brasses  were  polished, 
shoes  and  gloves  clean^  equipments  well  adjusted  and  trousers 
pressed.  A  number  of  blouses  were  in  poor  condition  from  long 
use^  which  should  be  replaced. 

Discipline  was  excellent  throughout,  there  being  a  few  minor 
breacihes,  in  the  way  of  talking,  during  the  fire  drill,  which  were 
promptly  corrected.  Military  courtesy  was  excellent  in  every  par- 
ticular. 

The  causes  for  the  few  criticisms  made  by  me  during  the  inspec- 
tion of  this  regiment  I  can  safely  say  can  be  corrected  through  the 
medium  of  the  schools  conducted  on.  the  lines  I  have  suggested,  and 
the  condition  is  now  so  excellent  that  a  very  small  attention  to  some 
details  will  make  it  as  near  perfect  as  can'be  expected  of  a  volun- 
teer organization. 

Where  all  the  companies  did  so  well,  it  might  seem  invidious  to 
draw  comparisons,  but  the  manner  in  which  the  affairs  of  Com- 
panies "  A  "  and  "  F  "  are  administered  is  so  successful  that  these 
two  companies  and  their  respective  commanding  officers  are  de* 
serving  of  special  commendation. 
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Thirteenth  Re«iment.. 

The  condition  in  which  the  present  commanding  officer  found  his 
regiment  when  he  assumed  command  in  May,  1895,  was  such  that  all 
of  his  energies  have  necessarily  been  devoted  to  reorganization,  and 
for  this  reason  he  has  been  obliged  to  defer  action  on  some  matters  of 
administration  respecting'drills  and  instruction  until  more  pressing 
needs  are  disposed  of;  and  the  condition  in  which  I  found  the  or- 
ganization at  the  time  I  inspected  the  company  drills  (January  6-15, 
1896),  was  such  a  vast  improvement  in  many  ways  over  that  pre- 
vailing at  the  previous  annual  inspection  (May  7, 1895),  that  it  was 
apparent  that  much  hard  work  must  have  been  done  by  the  colonel 
and  his  subordinates  to  bring  about  such  a  gratifying  change  in  so 
short  a  time.  It  would,  therefore,  be  hardly  just  to  apply  the  same 
standard  of  criticism  to  this  regiment  as  would  be  used  in  speaking 
of  other  regiments  whose  affairs  have  been  controlled  by  command- 
ing officers  of  several  years  standing  or  longer.  The  suggestions 
made  in  other  parts  of  this  report  are  respectfully  referred  to  as  a 
means  toward  the  fend  that  I  know  Colonel  Watson  desires  to  attain. 
Frequent  schools  of  instruction  and  direct  supervision  of  drills  by 
the  field  officers  will  do  much  to  correct  the  shortcomings  that  came 
under  my  notice.  Although  company  commanders,  as  a  rule,  seem 
to  keep  recruits  long  enough  in  the  recruit  classes,  I  noticed,  never- 
theless, quite  a  number  of  men  who  were  not  qualified  for  work  in 
the  ranks.  Two  schools  for  officers  had  been  held  from  the  begin- 
ning of  the  drill  season,  October  1,  to  the  time  of  the  inspection,  and 
one  for  non-commissioned  officers. 

Like  the  two  previous  regiments,  captains  were  given  full  lati- 
tude  in  the  manner  of  conducting  their  drills,  and  the  results  varied 
according  to  the  system  adopted.  Considering  how  many  new 
men  had  recently  been  taken  into  the  companies,  it  would  have 
been  better  to  have  started  at  the  very  foundation  and  built  up 
gradually  andi  thoroughly.  A  well-drilled  company  can  not  be 
made  in  a  day  or  a  month,  and  if  the  officers  would  forbear  from 
attempting  to  cover  too  much  ground  in  one  drill,  but  confine  their 
labors  to  fewer  movements  each  night,  learning  these  few  thor-' 
oughly  before  taking  up  new  ones,  the  ultimate  result  would  be 
more  beneficial. 
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The  companies  were  obliged  to  appear  in  drecw  coats,  as  the 
blouses  were  worn  oat  and  unfit  for  use,  according  to  the  colonel's 
statement.  The  chevrons  were  not  according  to  regulations,  being 
those  for  the  undress  coat.  The  appearance  of  the  several  com-  , 
panies  varied  from  excellent  to  poor.  Ck>mpanies  "  B  "  and  "  Q,'' 
excellent;  Company  "A"  very  good; Companies  "E"  and  "I," 
good;  Companies  "  C,"  "  D  "  and  "  K,"  fair;  Companies  "  F ''  and  . 
"  H,*'  poor.  As  Company  "  H  '*  paraded  less  than  eight  files  for 
drill  the  night  I  inspected  it^^  it  was  impossible  to  do  anything  in 
the  school  of  the  company.  This  company  had  at  the  time  an  ag- 
gregate of  35  on  the  rolls,  but  the  attendance  was  seldom  large 
enough  to  permit  of  drills  in  the  school  of  the  company  with  'any 
success^  and,  considering  the  fact  that  the  captain  had  been  in 
commission  about  fifteen  months,  I  am  compelled  to  believe  that 
he  will  never  be  able  to  make  the  company  successful.  He  appears 
to  lack  the  quality  to  make  a  good  commanding  officer.  There 
were  no  lieutenants.  A  plan  for  the  reorganization  of  the  company 
was  under  way  at  the  time  of  inspection,  and  the  regimental  com- 
mander was  in  hopes  that  he  would  be  able  to  save  it  by  disposing 
of  its  deadwood  and  securing  some  first-class  material  for  its 
ranks.    It  is  to  be  hoped  his  efforts  will  be  successful. 

Discipline  appeared  to  be  good  throughout  the  entire  regiment, 
as  far  as  I  could  see,  and  military  courtesy  was  carefully  observed 
by  all. 

If  the  same  enp rgy  and  hard  work  are  continued  as  was  shown 
between  the  times  I  have  mentioned,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the 
Thirteenth  Regiment  will  require  all  its  old  time  prestige  and  effi- 
ciency, and  add  to  both  for  that  matter,  but  it  will  require  the 
united  support  of  every  officer  to  accomplish  the  purpose. 

FOBTY-SDVBNTH   BSX^IMBNT. 

In  this  regiment  the  colonel  directs  the  entire  system  of  drills, 
orders  being  issued  monthly  which  contain  schedules  of  the  move- 
ments that  are  to  be  executed  for  the  current  period.  Drills  are 
also  supervised  by  the  battalion  commanders,  one  of  whom  is 
always  present  on  these  occasions.    Like  those  of  the  Fourteenth 
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Regiment^  they  are  capable  and  hard  working  officers,  and  are  of 
great  assistance  to  the  commanding  officer  in  carrying  out  his 
plans  and  ideas.  While  some  of  the  company  commanders  would 
prefer  more  freedom  in  conducting  their  drills,  there  can  be  no 
question  that  the  system  is  the  correct  one,  and  the  regiment  is 
rapidly  improving  under  it.  Setting  up  drills  also  forms  part  of 
each  night's  work.  There  is  a  regimental  recruit  class  in  which 
the  new  men  are  kept  from  five  to  six  months,  drilling  once  a  week. 

Schools  of  instruction  are  held  at  irregular  intervals  during  the 
drill  season,  but  are  not  as  numerous  as  they  should  be,  two  or 
three  in  the  course  of  a  season  being  hardly  sufficient  to  cover  the 
necessary  ground. 

The  appearance  of  the  companies  was  generally  good,  but 
marred  in  some  companies  by  the  absence  of  cap  ornaments  and 
many  naore  broken  and  unpolished.  The  inside  of  the  cartridge 
boxes  also  needed  more  attention  to  cleanliness  in  quite  a  number 
of  instances.  The  adjustment  of  equipments  was  excellent 
throughout.  Shoes  should  always  Tbe  clean  even  if  the  weather 
makes  it  impossible  to  polish  them. 

The  condition  of  Company  "A,"  was  the  best  in  the  regiment, 
and  it  was  not  excelled  in  this  respect  by  any  company  iil  the  bri- 
gade. It  would  be  well  for  every  captain  in  the  regiment  to  follow 
the  standard  set  by  Captain  Lyon  in  this  respect.  In  drill,  also, 
*  this  command  is  worthy  of  special  praise;  it  only  lacks  numbers 
to  make  it  first-class  in  every  requisite. 

In  appearance  Companies  "  D  "  and  "  K,"  are  rated  as  very 
good;  Companies  "  B,"  "  E,"  "  G  "  and  "  I,"  good;  Company  "  F," 
fair. 

Next  to  Company  "  A,"  the  most  satisfactory  work  was  done  by 
Company  "  E;"  all  three  officers  being  excellent  instructors.  The 
fire  drill  under  command  of  the  second  lieutenant  (but  recently 
promoted),  being  especially  good,  and  demonstrating  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  subject  on  the  part  of  this  officer. 

The  discipline  was  not  as  good  as  it  should  be,  there  being  talking 
in  some  companies  after  the  first  sergeants  had  given  the  command 
to  fall  in.    Talking  was  also  observed  at  times  during  the  fire  drill»

particularly  when  lying  down,  and  there  was  some  inattention 
during'  drill,  all  of  which  should  have  been  corrected  by  the  file 
closers,  who  were  there  for  that  purpose.  Military  courtesy  was 
excellent^ 

This  is  a  good  regiment  and  is  working  on  the  right  lines.  There 
are  but  few  weak  officers  in  the  companies,  and  all  they  require  is 
systematic  instruction  to  make  them  capable  and  efficient,  for  they 
have  both  the  capacity  and  willingness  to  improve  if  directed  in  the 
proper  way. 


It  is  not  always  a  pleasant  duty  to  be  called  upon  to  criticise  and 
call  attention  to  the  errors  of  others,  and  I  confess  that  I  entered 
upon  the  performance  of  this  special  work  with  many  misgivings  as 
to  my  ability  to  carry  it  to  a  successful  conclusion  without  discour- 
aging some  and  wounding  the  susceptibilities  of  others,  for  I  real- 
ized that  many  officers  with  whom  I  was  to  come  in  contact  were 
older  in  years  and  in  service  than  I  and  perfectly  capable  of  instruct- 
ing me,  but  the  manner  in  which  every  one  received  the  instruction 
given  and  the  comments  made  rendered  this  duty  one  of  the  most 
pleasant  in  my  military  career,  and  I  feel  that  I  would  be  lacking 
in  a  plain  duty  to  the  officers  of  the  Second  Brigade  did  I  not  make 
acknowledigment  of  the  fact  here.

Sir. — In  compliance  with  the  negulations  governing  this  Depart- 
ment I  moat  reepectfully  fiubmlt  the  following  annoal  report  for 
the  year  1896 : 

Through  the  oonsiderate  action  of  our  legislative  body  and  the 
wisdom  of  the  Governor  thie  Department  was  granted  during  the 
last  sessioii,  as  a  speciial  appropriation,  |10,000  for  .the  purpose  of 
equipping  this  moot  important  arm  of  the  Guard. 

Last  year  my  report  conttained  the  mature  judgment  of  the 
Guard  in  reference  to  its  necessary  equipment  in  order  that  it 
might  effectually  perform  its  duties  when  called*  upon  by  the  State. 
It  was  soon  found  upon  iiiLvestigation  that  the  existing  equipment 
for  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Guard  and  of  the  Regular  Army 
was  not  as  we  con<sidered  up  to  date  and  that  it  would  be  necessary 
to  remodel  most  of  the  needed  equipment.  >

Litter. 
The  litters  adopted  by  the  government  for  the  army  were  tested 
by  this  Departmient  in  th^  presence  of  Major  John  V.  B.  Hoff, 
Burgeon  of  the  United  States  Army,  Department  of  the  East,  and 
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the  Sui^eooi-Oeiieral,  darmg  an  inspection  of  the  same  held  in  the 
araenal,  Seventh  avenue,  New  York  city,  and  three  of  them  bent 
and  broke  while  0aBtainin>g  a  weigiht  of  183  pofonda 

A  new  litter  (plate  I)  has  been  constructed  which  incorporates  the 
heist  points  of  all  others  and,  we  think,  ezcludea  the  weak  ones. 
This  litter  is  guaranteed  to'  sustain  a  weight  of  500  iKrands  and 
weighs  only  16^  pounds.  It  has  also  an  adjustable  canvas  pillow. 
This  meichani^al  contrivance  is  something  new  in  connection  with 
litters.  It  can  be  raised  into  position  and  will  drop  on  to  the  sur- 
face of  the  litter  by  an  ingenious  device,  and,  we  believe,  will  be  of 
great  service  when  in  practical  use  in  transporting  the  injured  or 
sick. 

The  following  are  the  speci!fications.for  its  coniStruiction : 

Specifications. 

Bars. — Litter  bar  to  7^  feet  long  and  If  inches  iby  1^  inches  thick, 
turned  down  9  inches  from  each  end,  to  a  rise  sufficient  to  form  a 
convenient  handle  without  weakening  the  bars,  to  be  of  the  best 
quality  of  second  growth  white  ash,  and  to  have  two  coats  of  wood 
filler,  or  as  much  more  as  may  be  necessary  to  properly  fill  the 
grain  of  the  wood,  sufficient  tea  form  a  protection  from  ordinary 
exposure. 

Iron  work. — The  iron  work  to  consist  of  four  malleable  iron  feet 
of  same  size  and  pattern  as  submitted  by  the  Surgeon-General, 
S.  N.  Y.^  bolted  'securely  to  the  bars  22  inches  fiom  each  end. 
Securely  riveted  to  the  feet  two  malleable  iron  joints  exbending 
directly  across  the  litter,  reinforced  by  a  malleable  iron  cap  or  hood 
extending  two  inches  either  way  from  the  center.  All  iron  work 
to  be  coated  with  copper  and  electro-nickel  plated. 

Canvas. — The  canvas  to  be  used  in  covering  the  litter  to  be  equal 
in  quality  to  that  submitted  in  sample  litter,  and  to  be  securely 
nailed  through  four  thicknesses  on  the  outside  edge  of  each  bar,  to 
be  72  inches  long  and  22  inches  wide  when  litter  is  spread.  Two 
leather  straps  to  be  attached  to  each  bar,  sufficient  to  proi)erly  bind 
the  litter  when  folded. 

SUngs. —  To  be  of  pattern  suibmitted  by  the  Surgeon-General 
S.  N.  Y.,  and  of  equal  quality  and  strenigth. 
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Pillow. —  To  consist  of  a  piece  of  caiwias  8  inches  wide, 
attached  to  two  iron  rods,  said  rods  are  to  be  jointed  to  two  other 
iron  rods  (m  either  side  of  litter  on  one  end,  and  f  aflsitened  to  either 
side  of  litter  bar  on  other  end,  by  bolt  or  pivot.  The  joints  and 
pivots  allowing  the  pillow  to  lie  perfectly  flat  on  litter  when  not 
in-  use,  or  to  be  drawn  toward  the  head  of  litter  a  little  past  the 
perpendicular,  at  which  point  a  stop  is  to  be  placed  to  hold  it  in 
position  wihen  in  use. 

II. 

Ambulance. 

The  ambulances  (plates  II,  III,  IV)  were  constructed  vdth  simi- 
lar care.  Many  of  the  oflQcers  of  the  Guard  were  interviewed  for 
their  opinions,  and  oriticismis  were  requested.  The  best  ambu- 
lances in  use  were  investigated,  and  the  attempt  has  been  made  to 
incorporate  the  most  modem  and  practical  ideas  for  the  efficiency 
of  this  service. 

Each  brigade  will  be  suipplied  with  one  of  these  ambulances, 
and  one  will  be  in  use  at  the  Camp  of  In'Struotion,  at  Peekskill. 

The  fk>llowing  are  the  specifications  and  a  description  of  the 
anxbulanoe: 

Specifications. 

Body. —  To  be  built  to  conform  to  line  as  shown  by  photo,  of  our 
number,  No.  149,  submitted  herewith,  showing  straight  mde  panels, 
rear  end,  to  be  dosed  by  tail  gate  with  suitable  fastenings. 

Inside  seats. —  There  are  seats  to  be  conetructed  running  the  full 
length  of  inside  of  body,  located  on  each  side  that  can  be  folded  or 
let  down  to  the  sides  of  body,  when  not  in  u^. 

Water  tanks. —  There  are  to  be  water  tanks  conistructed  below 
the  bottom  of  body  line,  to  slide  on  runways,  said  draws  or  tanks 
to  have  iron  fronts. 

Length  and  width. —  The  length  and  width  iniside  to  be  sufficient 
to  acoommiodate  two  of  the  regulation  littens,  adopted  by  the 
National  Guard  of  New  York,  placed  one  along  side  of  the  other 
with  one  in'ch  clearance  on  each  side  to  each  litter.  It  has  been 
suggested  that  inside  dimensions  should  be  not  less  than  92x48 
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inchea  Body  to  be  built  of  best  quality  ash  and  white  wood,  prop- 
erly seasoned. 

GteajT. —  A  suitable  platform  gear  to  be  constructed  for  the 
proper  hanging  of  the  body.    Shafts  and  poles  soippliedv 

Wheel's. —  To  be  of  flret  quality  stock  and  manuf  actuire,  height 
and  dimensions  suitable. 

Springe. —  To  be  platform  and  back,  with  auxiliary  spring  on 
rear  carriage  part,  to  be  of  best  oil  tempered  steel,  graded  and 
built  to  sustain  a  load  of  1,500  pounds,  over  and  above  the  body 
weight. 

Axles. —  Best  quality  steel,  with  sand-box  collar. 

Tires. —  To  be  of  Sweets'  ^eel,  round  or  square  edge  as  preferred, 
to  extend  over  and  beyond  the  felloe  one-quarter  inch  on  either 
side. 

Trimmings. —  The  fronts  back  and!  cusihion  to  be  upholstered  in 
dark  or  brown  enameled  leather.  The  inside  eeabs  to  be  upholstened 
in  tan  colored  enameled'  duck.  Curtains  of  heavy  white  cotton  or 
colored-duck  cloth  to  be  attached  securely  to  top  rail,  and  so  ar- 
ranged  as  to  knob  or  button  to  pillars  with  suitable  fastners  to  he 
made  to  roll.  Lalors  or  holders  to  be  made  of  curtain  material,  to  be 
attached  to  each  of  side  pillars  and  at  each  end  on  each.  side.  A 
doable  strap,  also  to  be  made  of  curtain  material  to  extend  trom 
front  to  back  on  either  fi&de  at  euitable  height,  to  serve  for  back  to 
inside  seats  when  in  use.  A  large  double  canvas  couch 
or  pocket  to  be  made  with  suitable  fastenings  and  securely  attacdied 
ibo  front  partition  on  the  in^de.  Suitable  straps  to  be  placed  at 
the  top  on  either  side  to  secure  'litters  when  not  in  use.  Stmpa  to 
be  placed  through  the  center  of  top  for  convenience  in  carrying  long 
splints. 

Painting. — All  inside  work  to  be  properly  filled  and  finished  in 
natural  wood.  Outside  work  to  be  painted  in  best  manner.  Thir- 
teen coats.    Painted,  striped  and  varnished. 

Lettering. — Emblematic,  cross  and  letters  N.  O.  N.  Y.,  to  be 
painted  on  each  edde  of  body. 

Mioumtingis. — Shaft  tips,  lamps  and  draw  polls,  to  be  silver 
plated. 
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Gong. — A  suitable  gong,  to  be  furnished  and  attached  to  toe 
board. 

Lsmip. — Suitable  lamps  to  be  fumislied  with  adjustable  attach- 
ments. 

Price. — Of  eachx)f  the  four  ambulances  to  be  built,  in  accord  with 
the  above  specifications,  to  be  {300. 

Einale. — ^All  €rtx>ck  to  be  first  quality  "throughout,  and  workman- 
ship of  the  best  after  the  most  approved  and  practical  methods. 
The  fini«hed>  product  to  conform  to  spe.cLfloajtion8,  and  to  be  d^ 
livered  to  N.  G.  N.  Y.,  with  carriage  builders'  regular  guarantee, 
approved  by  the  Carriage  Builders^  National  Association,  U.  S.  A.

IV. 

Cheat 

Peihaps  the  most  impontent  improvement  In  equipment  will  be 
the  new  medical  and  surgical  chest  (plates  V  and  VI)  for  regiments. 
It  was  found  that  the  regular  army  chest  did  Inot  represent  the 
most  mode-m  ideas  in  its  construction  and  the  celebrated  Senn 
chesty  although  a  model  chest  was  too  small  for  the  service  of 
regiments.  In  order,  therefore,  to  prepare  the  way  properly  a  com- 
mittee, composed  of  three  of  our  best  surgeons,  namely,  Major  W. 
E.  Lambert,  of  the  Twelfth  Begiment,  Major  Bennertt  S.  Beach,  of 
the  Twpnty-secotQd  Begiment,  and  Major  John  V.  B.  HofP,  of  the 
United  States  Army,  was  selected  to  devise  a  (sample  medical  model 
and  eurgioal  chest,  and  it  has  formed  the  basis  for  the  new  one 
which  has  beem  constructed  under  the  supervisrion  of  the  Surgeon- 
General  by  Qhas.  Tixuax,  Green  &  Company.  This  chest  will  be 
issued  to  the  Begimemts. 

The  following  are  the  specifications  for  its  construction: 

Bpboifioations. 

This  chest  consists  of  a  steel  frame  with  aluminum  walls,  the 
frame  constructed  from  angle  iron  f  inch  in  width  and  No.  14  Stubbs 
gauge,  the  frame  strongly  reinforced  by  spread  braces  reaching 
from  the  center  of  each  wall  to  the  comer  of  the  case,  where  they 
are  strongly  riveted.  The  chest  is  further  strengthened  by  strong 
steel  bands  properly  hinged,  each  passing  completely  around  the 
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Ap  will  be  seen  by  the  illuBtration  the  top  or  cover  opens  upward 
or  backward  and  the  front  side  opens  outward  or  downward. 
These  two  sections  are  held  in  position  by  quarter  circle  stops, 
each  arranged  to  hold  the  opening  portion  at  right  angles  with  its 
original  position.  The  aluminum  walls  are  securely  fastened  to 
the  frame  and  braces  by  rivets  placed  one  inch  apart.  The  frame 
and  entire  steel  work  are  tinned  after  construction,  thus  furnishing 
a  protection  against  rust. 

In  the  angles  and  at  the  comers  the  framework  of  the  chest  Is 
strongly  secured  by  suitable  rivets,  the  whole  forming  a  light  yet 
strong  and  durable  construction., 

Suitable  drop  handles  are  provided  at  each  end,  and  padlook  is 
so  adjusted  that  the  case  may  be  securely  locked.  A  solid  case 
or  cover  manufactured  from  heavy  harness  leather  and  held  in 
position  by  suitable  straps  and  buckles  protects  the  case  from 
injury,  and  when  in  the  open  field  will  thoroughly  prevent  the  same 
from  becoming  dampened  by  rain.  As  shown  in  the  illustration 
after  the  cover  is  raised  a  large  portion  of  the  contents  are  easily 
accessible. 

Medicines  are  here  carefully  arranged  in  hard  rubber  bottles, 
each  accurately  numbered  and  labeled  to  correspond  with  a  table 
of  contents  placed  underneath  the  cover.  The  various  sizes  of 
bottles  and  articles  contained  in  this  portion  of  the  chest  are  ar- 
ranged into  sections,  each  subdivided  by  aluminum  partitions.  In 
the  under  portion  of  the  chest  six  sliding  drawers  are  provided, 
each  of  aluminum,  the  handles  of  which,  in  order  to  economize 
space,  are  arranged  to  drop  parallel  with  the  face  of  the  drawer. 
These  drawers  rest  upon  a  steel  skeleton  frame  securely  riveted 
to  the  wafts  of  the  chest.  These  drawers,  together  with  the  spaces 
which  includes  them,  will  be  numbered,  that  if  all  are  removed 
at  once  each  may  be  returned  to  its  proper  position. 

Underneath  the  drawers,  but  still  within  the  chest,  a  space  is 
provided  for  the  transportation  of  felt  or  similar  substance  for 
splinting.  Underneath  the  chest  proper  and  between  it  and  the 
leather  cover,  space  is  arranged  for  three  sheets  of  wire  gauze,  the 
latter  forming  an  additional  supply  of  splint  material.

The  importance  of  the  Hospital  Corps  has  been  materially  aug- 
mented  by  the  change  In  the  regulatianis  authorizing  an  increase  in 
the  numiber  of  them. 

The' following  General  Orders,  No.  11,  refers  to  the  change  of  the 
regulations  increasing  the  Hospital  Corps  of  this  State:

I.  Paragraphs  U9, 150, 151, 153, 154,  155, 158, 159,  160,  162,  164, 
169, 170  and  738,  of  the  Regulations,  Part  I,  are  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows : 

149.  The  Hospital  Corps  of  the  State  consists  oi  the  hospital 
stewards  of  regiments,  battalions  and  squadron«s  and  the  men 
si>eoially  enliiisited  for,  or  transferired  from  oompames  to  hospital 
corps  of  organizations. 

150.  Commanding  oflBcers  may  cause  tx)  be  enlisted  for  service 
in  their  Hospital  Corps,  or  transferred  to  it  from  companies,  men 
suitable  for  such  service,  to  the  number  of  twelve,  for  a  regiment, 
eight  for  a  battalion  or  squadron,  and  two  for  each  signal  corps; 
separate  troops,  battery  or  separate  Company  or  infantry,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  their  senior  medical  officer,  and  in  cases  of 
transfers  from  companies  with  the  consent  of  the  immediate  com- 
manding officers  and  thfe  men  themselves. 

151.  The  men  specially  enlisted  for  or  transferred  from  com- 
panies to  the  Hospital  Corps  will  be  in  addition  to^the  maximum 
number  of  enlisted  men  allowed  to  organizations  under  M,  C.  15, 
and  the  proper  commanding  officers  may  appoint  and  warrant  for 
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and  of  the  Hospital  Corps  of  their,  respective  organizations,  cor- 
porals at  the  rate  of  one  for  each  litter  squad  of  four  men. 

153.  Men  transferred  from  oompanies  to  the  Hospital  Oorps  will 
not  'be  returned  to  their  eomipanies  except  upon  the  reoommenda- 
tian  or  request  of  the  medical  oflQcer  in  charge  of  the  corps;  men 
specially  enlisted  for  the  corps  cannot  be  transferred  to  a  company 
except  upoo  their  own  request,  but  must  be  discharged  from  the 
service,  ae  provided  for  others  in  M.  C.  86,  should  they  prove  to  be 
amfitted  for  their  dnties. 

154.  The  senior  medical  oflQcer  of  an  organization  will  be  In 
charge  of  the  Hospital  Corps  of  his  regiment,  battalion,  squadron, 
Bignal  corps,  separate  troop,  battery  or  separate  comi>any  of  in- 
fantry, under  the  orders  of  his  commanding  oflficer, 

155.  The  medical  oflQcer  in  charge  of  the  Hospital  Corps  of  a  regi- 
ment, battalion  or  squadron  will  provide  for  the  members  thereof 
in  the  manner  an  adjutant  provides  for  the  non-commissioned  staflf ; 
an  returns,  reports,  rolls  and  descriptive  books  they  will  be  included 
in  the  field  and  staff.  The  Hospital  Corps  of  a  signal  corps,  separate 
troiop,  battery  or  separate  company  of  infantry  will  as  far  as  ac- 
coun/ting  and  providing  is  concerned,  be  treated  as  part  of  the 
organization,  and  on  muster  and  pay-rolls  their  names  will  follow 
at  the  end  of  the  roll;  on  form  4S  the  Hospital  Corps  should  be  ao- 
oounted  for  by  altering  the  heading  "  Recruits,''  or  interlining  a 
special  column. 

158.  The  medical  oflScers  of  an  organization  will,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  senior  medical  oflQcer,  those  of  signal  corps,  separate 
troops,  batteries  and  separate  companies  of  infantry  under  the 
direction  of  the  respective  brigade  surgeons,  instruct  the  corporals 
and  privates  of  the  Hospital  Corps,  of  their  organization,  by  means 
of  lectures  and  demonstrations,  in  the  methods  of  rendering  first 
aid  to  the  sick  and  wounded;  in  the  elementary  principles  of 
•anatomy,  physiology,  hygiene  and  therapeutics;  in  the  care  and  use 
of  hospital  and  field  appliances;  in  the  modes  of  ordinary  cooking, 
an-d  as  litter  bearers  in  accordance  with  the  prescribed  manual. 

159.  Attendance  at  instruction  and  drills  of  the  Hospital  Corps 
and  ceremonies  and  active  duties  of  the  command  it  pertains  to  is 
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under  Military  Code,  141,  143,  144  and  160,  compulsory  for  the 
members  of  the  Corps,  and  those  absent  will  be  reported  by  the 
Medical  Officer  in  charge  to  his  Commanding  Officer,  who,  in  turn, 
will  report  such  as  have  not  been  properly  excused,  delinquent  on 
the  retumsi  provided  for  such  report. 

160.  At  the  close  of  the  course  of  Instruction,  the  corporals  and 
privates  of  the  corps  shall  be  examined  as  to  their  proficiency  by 
a  board  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose  as  herein  provided. 

Commanding  Officers  of  Brigades  will,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Surgeon-General,  appoint  for  their  resjpecdve  commands,  boards 
of  examination,  which  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  tbree  medical 
officers^  whose  duty  it  shall  he  to  examine  and  report  to  the  Brigade 
Commander  as  to  the  proficiency  of  the  corporals  and  privates  of 
the  Hospital  Corps,  who  have  attended  the  prescribed  course  of 
Instruction.  The  presiding  officer  of  each  board  shall  notify  the 
Commanding  Officers  of  the  organizations  of  his  Brigade  of  the 
dates  on  which  the  board  will  be  in  session,  and  when  they  will 
examine  the  corporals  and  privates  of  the  corps.  These  men  shall 
then  be  ordered'  before  the  examining  board  by  the  Conunanding 
Officer  of  the  regiment,  battalion,  signal  corps,  separate  troop, 
battery  or  separate  company  of  infautry,  to  iwhich  they  .belong, 
and  those  who  pass  the  prescribed  examination  shall  remain  mem- 
bers of  the  Hospital  Corps,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Medical 
Officer  in  charge,  and  subject,  also,  to  an  annual  examination  by  the 
board  mentioned. 

162.  At  ceremonies,'  the  Hospital  Corps  will  take  position  six 
paces  to  the  left  and  in  continuation  of  the  line,  or  six  paces  to 
the  rear  of  the  column,  of  their  regiments  or  1i)attalions;  they  will 
be  posted  by  the  Regimental  or  Battalion  Hospital  Stewards,  who 
will  then  remain  in  charge  of  them  and  take  position  as  prescribed 
in  the  drill  regulations  for  non-commissioned  officers  in  command 
of  troops;  the  Hospital  Stewards  of  battalion  or  regiments  acting 
as  file  closers;  on  practice  or  service  marches  they  will  follow  their 
regiments  or  battalions  at  a  distance  of  six  paces  under  the  charge 
of  a  Hospital  Steward  and  a  Medical  Officer.  In  signal  corps, 
cavalry,  light  artillery  and  separate  companies  of  infantry  not  parts 
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of  battalions  at  the  time,  the  corps  will  take  positioii  as  directed  by 

a 

their  Command'iBg  Officers. 

164.  Corporals  and  privates  of  the  Hospital  CJorps  shall,  in  active 
service,  carry  a  canteen  of  water,  a  knife  of  approved  pattern, 
and,  except  when  serving  as  orderlies  to  Medical  Officers^  the  Hos- 
pital Corps  pouches  issued  to  them. 

169.  When  a  member  of  the  Hospital  Corps  ceases  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  a  regiment,  battalion,  signal  corps,  troop,  battery  or 
separate  company  of  infantry,  he  shall  receive  from  the  Surgeon- 
General  of  the  State,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer 
and  the  Commanding  Officer  of  his  organization,  as  evidence  of  his 
special  qualifications  and  ability  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  corps, 
a  certificate  to  that  effect,  and  the  owner  of  any  such  certiflcaf^, 
as  evidence  of  his  continued  proficiency,  may  be  examined  at  inter- 
vals of  not  more  than  two  years,  by  the  Surgeon-General  or  under 
his  direction,  and  the  result  of  such  examination,  if  favorable,  in- 
dorsed upon  his  certificate. 

170.  The  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  Hospital  Cori>s  of  his 
organization  will  render  a  report  of  his  command,  detailing  its 
personnel,  equipment,  instructian  and  service,  on  the  last  day  of 
August  each  year  through  the  channels  to  the  Surgeon-General,  the 
Brigade  Surgeon  and  the  Commanding  Officer  of  his  own  organiza- 
tion. 

738.  For  members  of  the  Hospital  Corps. — ^A  lozenge  of  white  cloth, 
2  3-16  X  2  316  inches,  containing  in  the  center  a  Geneva  cross 
of  red  cloth,  worn  above  the  elbow',  of  each  firm;  corporals  will 
wear  the  lozenge  in  the  angle  of  the  chevrons. 

11.  Bequ&8d(ti)0ns  for  umiformis  for  Hospital  Corps  men,  sipeoially 
enlisted,  will  be  made  separately,  and  should  be  made  promptly, 
not  monthly.

VII. 
Hospital  Corps  Ouidon. 

A  very  neat  and  attractive  flag,  which  direcrfcB  in  a  most  .con- 
ijfpicuous  manner  attention  to  this  department,  has  been  used  by  the 
Seventh  Regiment,  and  it  is  thought  that  it  vwuld  be  wise  if  each 
regiment  were  to  adopt  it. 

The  length  of  this  guidon  is  30  inches,  width  20  inches;  the  red 
cross,  15  inches  high  and  15  inches  wide;  the  arms  of  the  cross  are 
5  inches  wide;  staff,  54  inches  long  and  1^  inches  thick;  white 
bunting  with  cross  ol  red  bunting. 

VIII. 

Camp  of  Instruction  at  Peekskilh 

The  practical  instruction  of  the  Hospital  Ck)rps  at  Peefcskill  was 
given  marked  attention  during  the  past  season.  Medical  Instruc- 
tioir  Major  Frank  L.  B.  Tetamore,  of  the  Fourrteentih  Begimesut, 
Brooklyn,  filled  this  position  kx)ns«cdentiausly  and  in  a  most  pains- 
taking manner.  Early  at  the  opening  of  camp  a  systematic  course 
was  laid  out,  so  that  it  was  in  line  with  other  military  work.  We 
believe  the  best  results  were  obtained  on  account  of  this  plan. 

The  following  circular  by  the  Surgeon-Greneral  indicates  the 
system  carried  out  in  camp  as  well  as  defines  the  duities  of  the 
Post-Surgeon  and  MedJcal  Instructor  in  their  separate  amd  distinct 
responmbilities :

The  foUowmg  order  for  duty,  instruction  and  drill  of  the  Med- 
ical Officers  and  Hospital  C6rp>s  will  be  observed  in  this  Camp: 

1.  The  Post-Surgeon  will  have  entire  charge  of  and  be  re&i>0A- 
flible  for  the  Medical  Department  of  the  command,  except  in  mat- 
ters relating  to  instruction. 

2.  He  will  see  that  the  «ick  are  properly  cared  for,  that  the  hos- 
pital and  dispensary  are  always  in  order,  that  a  Medical  Officer  with 
a  sufficient  numiber  of  men  of  the  Hospital  Corps  is  on  duty  at  the 
hospital  and  with  >each  battalion  during  the  hours  of  drill  and 
ceremooiies  and  that  at  least  one  non-commissioned  officer  is  always 
on  duty  in  the  hospital  and  dispensary. 

3.  He  will  inispect  and  report  upon  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
Camp.    (P.  694  B.) 

4.  All  Medical)  Officers,  unless  on  other  duty,  will  opeport  at  the 
hospital  at  surgeon^s  call  to  care  for  the  sick. 

5.  Medical  Officers  of  battalioos  and  provisional  battalions  wUI 
take  charge  of  the  sick  in  quarters  of  their  respective  organizations 
and  will  make  their  daily  medical  reports  through  the  battalion 
oommanders  to  the  Post-Surgeon  who  will  forward'  them  together 
with,  the  Qion«olidated  morning  report  of  the  sick  to  Oamp  Head- 
quarters before  8  a.  m.  ' 

6.  For  pjurposes  of  instruction  and  drill,  the  Hospital  CJopps  will 
be  under  the  Medical  Instructor  who  will  follow  out  the  pre- 
scribed course. 

t.  The  hours  for  instruotion  and  drill  of  the  Hospital  Corps  will 
be  as  follows:  Instruction,  8.15  to  9.15  a.  m.;  drill  with  the  com- 
mand, 9.30  to  11.30  a.  m. ;  instruction,  2  to  3  p.  m. 

8.  All  Medical  Officers  and  all  men  of  the  Hospital  Corps  not 
immediately  on  duty  with  the  sick  will  be  required  to  attend  drill 
and  in€rt;ruction,  except  the  Post-Surgeon  who  may  attend  if  Mb 
duties  permit,  but  he  will  be  required  to  command  his  detachment 
at  the  weekly  inspection  of  the  Medical  Department. 
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9.  The  Medical  Iii«ftrat:tor  is  made  respossible  far  the  surgical 
appliances  and  the  aDibalan<ce.  He  will  issue  any  of  the  surgical 
instraxaenits  needed  in  emergencies  to  any  Medical  Officer  on  duty 
in  the  Oamp,  taking  his  menvoranda  receipt  for  the  same. 

10.  The  ambulance  will  be  on  dnty  from  surgeon's  call  until 
retreat  and  a  driyer  and  an  orderly  must  be  on  duty  with  it  All 
ambulance  calls  will  be  promptly  answered. 

11.  All  orders  conflicting  with  the  pioyi£don«r  of  tMs  circular  are 

hereby  reiroked.

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On  each  Saturday  morning  an  Inspection  was  held  by  the  Surgeon- 
Oenefial  assisted  by  Major  John  V.  R.  Hoflf  and  (Jen.  F.  C.  McLewee, 
Inspector-Qeneral  of  the  State.  This  inspection  was  really  a  review 
of  the  entire  week's  work  as  given  by  the  Medical  Instnictor  and 
proved  exceedingly  vcduable  to  the  men  on  account  of  the  various 
suggestions  offered  by  the  officers  named. 

The  following  represents  the  subjects  of  the  lectures  and  drills  for 
each  day: 

Monday. — Sections  1  to  47  inclumvte.  Formatioois,  alignments, 
marchings,  rests,  military  couriiesy  and  customs  of  the  service.  In- 
etructkm  on  objects  of  sanitary  organization,  sunstroke,  heat  ex- 
haustion, drowning,  electri<;  stroke  and  their  treatment. 

Tuesday. — litter  drill,  its  object  and  what  may  be  accomplished 
by  it.     Merciiing  with  litter.     Sections  48  to  101. 

Lectures. — ^Anatomy  of  bones,  only  with  reference  to  fractures  of 
chest,  pelvis  and  limbs,  and  practice  in  bandaging. 

Wednesday. — ^The  loadled  litter.  Improvisiom  of  litters  and  other 
methods  of  carrying  wounded,  104  to  146. 

Fractures,  diagnosis  and  promipt  methods  of  their  treatment. 
Lectures  and  practical  illustrations. 

Thursday. — ^The  travois,  157-159.  The  ambulance  and  ordinary 
wagons  used  as  such,  160473. 

Lectuires. —  Anatomy  of  arteries.  HemxNrrhage  and  its  treat- 
ment.   The  men  practioing  methods  advised. 

Friday.— Hospital  tent.  Sections  185  to  189-192.  Ck>lleotiDg 
and  dresamg,  stationdng  the  field  hospital.  Field  cooking  in  prac- 
tical detail. 

Lectures. — ^The  antiseptic  treatment  of  wounds. 

Saturday. — Battlefield  work,  embracing  everything  learned  dur- 
ing the  week. 

During  the  tour  of  duty  Ool.  Charles  P.  Cook,  the  Assistant  Sur- 
geon-G^eneral,  performed  the  duties  of  the  Surgeon-General,  during 
bis  absence,  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

Ear  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Camp  an  ambulance  was 
brought  into  use  and  was  thoroughly  appreciated  by  the  Medical 
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Officers  for  emergen-cy  service.  The  aflnbulanoe  and  home  were 
placed  in  a  oonyenient  locality  so  that  at  a  moment'^  notice  any 
necessary  assiistance  could  be  given,  which  was  quite  frequent, 
owing  to  the  excessive  heat  of  the  stHniner. 

The  Hospital  Corps  tents  and  the  Medical  Department  of  the 
Gamp  were  placed  together.  This  was  found  to  be  of  great  con- 
venience to  all  concerned. 

Last  year  the  surgical  outfit  at  the  Camp  of  Instruction  waB 
sad  to  contemplate.  It  was  limited  in  quantity  and  inferior  in 
quality  and  the  arrangement  of  the  «ame  in  Camp  was  as  xmep- 
tematic,  as  it  was  defectire  in  other  ways.  Our  legislators,  hav- 
ing considered  the  Medical  Department  in  this  deplorable  and 
defective  state,  fortunately  came  to  the  rescue  and  we  were 
enabled  to  purchase  a  surgical  outfit  which  included  a  most  beauti- 
ful iron  and  glass  case  for  the  instruments  and  a  most  subsFtantial 
leather  case,  in  which  to  pack  them  away  after  the  season  is 
closed,  seoond  to  mme  in  this  country.  This  has  afforded  not 
only  a^*eeable  comment  from  the  general  officers  and  men,  bat 
has  caused  many  expressions  of  appreciation  from  the  Medical 
Department  from  time  to  time  during  the  season. 

IX. 

Mess  Department 

J±  woulld  be  inconsideTate  in  this  repoiit,  after  itihe  obeervaMon  of 
two  summers  at  the  Stat^  Camp,  if  no  aiention  were  made  of  the 
Mess  Department.  The  excellent  manner  in  which  the  service 
of  this  department  was  eonduoted,  as  well  as  the  quality  of  the 
food  given  the  men,  was  a  matter  of  general  comment. 

X. 

BaiMary. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  tour  of  the  Oamp  of  Instracti<«  & 
few  cases  of  malaria  developed  among  the  officers  and  steps  were 
taken  to  ascertain  its  cause.  We  believe  it  has  been  properly 
located  in  the  river  where  the  sewage  makes  its  exit,  which  k 
not  at  a  sufficient  distance  from  the  roadway.      We,  therefore,

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strongly  advise  that  this  matter  receiye  the  earnest  attention 
of  the  proper  authorities  Und  that  the  sewerage  Bjstem  be  ex- 
tended farther  into  the  river  before  the  next  encampment.

What  has  been  aaid  of  the  equipment  at  Peekskill  is  equally 
true  of  Creedmoor.  The  whole  medical  and  surgical  supply  was 
condemned  and  everything  new  supplied. 

XII. 
STAe  Aaaoeiation  gf  Military  Surgeons  of  the  United  States. 

The  Governor  designated,  by  an  artistic  document,  signed  by 
himself,  as  delegates  to  the  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Military 
Surgeons  of  the  United  States,  held  at  Philadelphia  in  May,  1896, 
the  Sargeon-General  and  the  four  Brigade  Sui«geons  of  this  Stafe 
to  represent  the  Guard  of  this  State.  This  association,  which 
meets  annually^  is  oomposed  of  officers  of  the  Regular  Army  and 
membere  of  the  Militia  of  the  entire  country.  Every  conceivable 
subject  bearing  upon  military  questiona  isi  discussed  during  |the 
meetings  of  this  association^  and  the  (benefit  to  each  member  can 
hardly  be  measured  by  any  scales  we  jKissess. 

The  second  year  of  our  administration  has  been  devoted  to 
improving  the  equipment  of  the  Guard  and  we  are  ju^  issuing  it 
to  the  department.  It  is  believed  that  the  Medical  Officers  will 
be  exceedingly  gratified  with  the  result  and  will  feel  repaid  for 
the  delay  in  obtaining  what  has  been  so  long  needed. 

The  thanks  of  the  Surgeon-Oeneral  are  extended  to  the  Medi- 
cal Officers  of  the  Guard  for  the  uniform  kindness  and  cooirte^y 
ehowm  on  every  occasion  and  for  the  invaluable  suggestions  made 
for  the  impiH>vement  of  the  various  equipments  of  the  Guard.

—  A  sack  coat  of  dark  blue 
clotb,  to  exjtend  to  first  joint  of  thumb;  standing  collar,  single 
breasted;  to  button  with  eoncealed  fly,  and  to  be  trimmed'  with 
bkek  mohair  biaid,  witlh  oval  buttone  known  as  cloak  buttons; 
the  braid  on  the  sleeves  of  the  coat  to  be  one-eighth  off  an  inch 
wide  and  put  on  as  prescrSbed'  for  overeoats;  the  shoulder  strap 
will  be  worn. 

The  insignia  for  the  o£Qcers'  undress  coat  will  be  as  follows: 

For  aU  officers,  the  letters  N.  Y.,  gothlc  design,  of  suitable  height, 
each  followed  by  a  period  embroidered  in  gold-,  or  made  of  gold  or

L  Chapters  360,  668  and  853,  Laws  of  1896,  amends  sections  13, 
15,  18,  30,  52,  12Q,  125,  126,  170,  173,  176,  177,  178,  179,  280,  283, 
284  of  the  Military  Code,  as  follows: 

§  13.  Composition  of  a  regimen/t. —  A  regiment  of  infantry,  cav- 
alry or  artillery  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  eight  nor  more  than 
twelve  companies,  troops  or  batteries,  one  colonel,  one  lieutenant- 
colonel,  two  majons  and  a  regimental  staff  to  con-sdst  of  one  regi- 
mental adjutanit,  one  regimen*tal  quairtermiaster,  eadh  of  the  grade 
of  captain,  one  commissary  of  subsisten'ce,  two  battalion  adjutants 
and  two  battalion  quartermasters,  eacJh  of  the  grade  of  first  lieu- 
tenant, one  inspector  of  rifle  practice  of  ithe  grade  of  captain,  one 
surgeon  of  the  grade  of  major,  two  assistant  surgeons  each  of  the 
grade  of  captain,  one  chaplain  of  the  grade  of  captain,  who  i^all 
be  a  regularly  oordained  miniister  of  some  religious  denomination, 
one  regimental  and  two  battalion  sergeanit^majors,  one  regimental 
and  two  battalion  quartermaster-sergeants,  one  oommissary  ser- 
geant^ one  ordnance  sergeant,  one  hospital  steward  and  one  assist- 
ant hospital  steward  for  eadh  battalion,  one  band  leader  or  trum- 
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peter  and  cme  dram-major,  and  two  color-bearers  each  of  the  grade 
of  sergeant.  To  a  regiment  of  twelve  companies,  troops  or  Iwt- 
teries,  there  shall  'be  additional  officers  and  non-commissioned  offi- 
cers, as  follows:  One  major,  one  battalion  adjutant  and  one  battal- 
ion quartermairter  eadh  of  the  grade  of  first  lieutenant,  and  one 
battalion  sergeant-major  and  one  battalion  quartermaMer-sergeant. 
But  should  a  p^menit  be  redlioed'  ibelow  the  number  of  twelre 
companies,  troops  or  batteries,  by  disbandment  or  otherwise,  the 
Commander-in-Chief  shall  place  on  the  list  of  supernumerary  offi- 
cers ^e  major  and  battalion  adfjutant,  junior  in  rank,  and  one 
battalion  isergeant-major  and  one  battalion  quartermaster-sergeant 
shall  be  reduced  to  tlhe  ranks,  or  discharged,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  oomman'ding  officer.  To  a  regiment  of  more  than  five  hundred 
enlisted  men  there  may  be  appointed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief 
an  additional  inispedtor  of  rifle  practice  of  the  grade  of  first  lieuten- 
ant. 

§  15.  Company,  troop  and  battery  organization. —  To  each  com- 
pany, troop  or  battery  there  shall  be  one  captain,  one  first  lieuten- 
ant and  one  second  lieutenant,  one  first  eergeant,  one  quarter- 
maetter-fiergeanft,  four  sergeants,  eight  corporals,  two  musicians 
and  thirty-one  privates,  as  a  minimum,  and  eighty-four  privates 
as  a  maximum.  To  eadh  separate  troop  of  cavalry  and  each  bat- 
tery of  light  artillery  there  shall  be  one  captain,  two  first  lieuten- 
ants, two  second  lieutenanits,  one  first  sergeant,  one  quartermaeter- 
sergeant,  one  commissary  sergeant,  one  veterinary  -sergeant,  one 
guidon  sergeant,  fk>ur  sergeants,  eight  corporals,  four  artificers, 
two  trumpeters  and  forty-eight  private®,  as  a  minimum,  and  eighty- 
four  privaltes  as  a  maximum.  To  any  battery  of  Kght  artillery,  or 
separate  troop,  battery  or  company,  the  Commander-in-Chief  may 
appoint  and  commisfiion  an  assistant  surgeon  of  the  grade  of  first 
lieutenant,  and  to  each  separate  company,  one  additional  second 
lieutenant. 

§  18.  Signal  corps. — ^The  Commander-in-Chief  may,  in  his  dis- 
cretion, organize  signal  corps.  A  signal  corps  shall  consist  of  one 
captain,  one  assistant  surgeon  of  the  grade  of  first  lieutenant,  and 
pne  first  lieutenant,  and  not  to  exceed  forty-six  non-commissioned 
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officers  and  priyates.  And  the  Commander-in-Chief  may  appoint  a 
chief  aignal  officer  of  the  grade  of  major,  who  may  be  assigned  to 
the  command  of  all  the  signal  corps  of  the  State,  and  to  each  signal 
coirps  an  assistant  sargeon  of  the  grade  of  first  lientenant.  The 
nunnber  of  non-commfissioned  officers  of  each  corps  shall  not  exceed 
one  first  sergeant,  one  quartermaster-sergeant,  four  sergeants  and 
etgbt  <X)irpoTa]& 

§  30.  Staff  of  Commander-in-Chief. — The  staff  of  the  Commander- 
in-Chief  shall  consist  of  one  adjutant-general  of  the  grade  of  major- 
general,  who  shall  be  the  Chief  of  tstaff ;  one  inspeotor-^general ;  one 
chief  of  ordnance;  one  judge-advocate  general,  who  shall  be  a 
connselor-at-law  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  at  least  five  years'  stand- 
ing; one  surgeonHgeneral,  who  i^hall  be  a  graduate  of  some  incorpo- 
rated school  of  medicine,  and  of  at  leai^  five  years'  practice;  one 
chief  of  engineers,  who  shall  have  been  educated  as  an  engineer; 
one  chief  of  artillery;  one  quartermaster-general;  one  paymaster- 
general;  one  commissary-general  of  subsistence^  and  one  general 
inapeetor  of  rifle  practice,  each  of  the  grade  of  brigadier-general; 
six  aJdes-de-camp,  each  of  ithe  grade  of  colonel,  one  of  whom  may  be 
appainted  from  the  naval  militia,  to  represent  it,  with  assimilated 
rank  and  uniform;  and  one  military  secretairy,  of  the  grade  of 
colonel.  Vyon  the  recommendiation  of  the  chiefs  of  the  staff  de- 
partments, the  Commander-in-Chief  may  appoint  such  assistants  of 
such  grade,  not  above  that  of  colonel,  and  such  <store-keepers  and 
clerks,  with  such  pay  as  in  his  judgment  may  be  necessary.  The 
ofScers  composing  the  staff  of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  their  assist- 
ants and  the  staff  officero  of  diviaionfi  and  brigades,  shall  constitute 
the  general  staff  of  the  State. 

§  52.  Appointment  of  major-generals,  brigadier-generals  and 
their  staffs. — ^AU  major-generals,  except  the  adjutant-general,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate.  Brig- 
adier-generals shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  or  may,  when- 
ever the  Govemot  shall  so  determine  and  direct,  be  chosen  by  the 
field  officers  of  the  brigade  and  the  oommcmding  officers  of  troops, 
batteries  and  companies,  not  a  part  of  a  regiment  or  battalion,  but 
in  such  brigade.   Staff  and  signal  corps  officers  shall  be  appointed 
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by  the  Commander4n-C9iief.  Major-generals,  brigadier-generals 
and  commanding  officers  of  regiment3^and  battalions  not  a  part  of  a 
regiment,  may  nominate  candidatee  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  staffs 
and  -signal  corps  of  their  respectiye  diykdons,  brigades,  regiments 
or  battalions.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  appointment  or  elec- 
tion as  a  major-general  or  biigadier-general,  onless  he  has  «erYed 
five  years  in  the  National  Guard;  but  service  in  the  regular  of  volun- 
teer forces  of  the  United  States  cihall  ibe  counted  as  service  in  the 
National  Guard.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  appointment  as  a 
staff  officer  of  any  divi*Edon,  brigade,  Foment  or  battalion,  not  a 
part  of  a  regiment,  except  judge-advocates^  medical  officers  and 
chaplain^  unless  he  shall  have  served  at  least  one  year  in  the 
National  Guard  or  Naval  Militia  of  this  State,  or  in  the  regular  or 
volunteer  forces  of  the  United  States. 

§  1212.  Pay  of  officers  serving  on  boardii,  com mi*ssions  and  courts, 
pay  of  marshals. — ^All  officers  detailed  to  serve  on  any  board  or 
commission  ordered  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  or  on  any  court  of 
inquiry,  court-martial  or  delinquency  court  orderedby  proper  author- 
ity in  pursuance  of  any  provision  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  paid  a  sum 
equal  to  one  day's  duty  pay  for  each  day  actually  employed  in  sueh 
board  or  court  or  engaged  in  the  budness  thereof,  or  in  traveling  to 
and  from  the  same.  The  sum  in  no  case  shall  exceed  ten  days'  pay 
and  actual  traveling  expenses  and  sulbsistence,  unless  upon  appli- 
cation of  the  judge-advocate  of  a  <court-martial  or  the  presiding 
officer  of  a  delinquency  court  for  the  trial  of  commissioned  officers, 
or  the  presiding  officer  of  a  board,  the  Oommander-in-Chief ,  or  in 
case  of  such  delinquency  court,  the  Commander-in-Chief  or  the 
officer  ordering  such  court,  has  authorized  such  court  to  sit  for  a 
longer  period  than  ten  days.  An  officer  detailed  to  serve  on  a  de- 
linquency court  for  the  trial  of  enlisted  men  shall  be  paid  for  each 
day  actually  employed  therein,  engaged  in  the  business  thereof,  or 
in  traveling  to  and  from  the  same,  and  traveling  exi>aDses  and  sub- 
sistence ivhen  such  court  shall  be  held  at  a  place  other  than  the  city 
or  town  of  his  residence.  A  marshal  appointed  by  any  court  estaib- 
lished  by  this  chapter  shall  be  paid  two  dollars  for  each  day  ac- 
tually employed  in  the  execution  of  the  duties  requined  of  him.  In 
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addition  a  marshal  shall  be  paid  twenty-five  per  centum  upon  all 
fines^  penalties  and  dues  collected  by  him,  which  percentage  shall  be 
taxed  iby  the  officer  issuing  the  warrant  for  the  collection  of  such 
fines,  i>enaltLes  and  dues,  and  by  Mm  added  to  the  amount  to  be 
collected  by  such  warrant  and  indorsed  thereon,  and  shall  be  col- 
lected and  received  tx)  his  own  use  by  euch  marshal  or  by  any 
sheriff  or  other  officer  to  whom  Bueh  warrant  shall  be  delivered  for 
collection,  and  mileage  or  actual  necessary  traveling  expenses  while 
engaged  in  executing  any  process,  mandate  or  order  of  the  court,  to 
be  paid  in  like  manner  with  other  military  accounts.  No  marshal 
shall  receive  any  fees  from  any  person  served,  except  such  percent- 
age and  mileage  where  the  mandate  shall  be  a  warrant. 

§  125.  Allowances  for  headquarters. —  On  the  certificate  of  the 
Adjutant-General  the  Comptroller  shall,  annually,  draw  his  war- 
rant upon  the  Treasurer  for  the  following  sums,  namely:  Twelve 
hundred  dollars  for  each  division  and  for  each  brigade  headquarters, 
fifteen  hundred  dollaris  for  each  regimental  headquarters,  five  hun- 
dred dollars  for  each  battalion  headquarters,  and  three  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  for  each  signal  corps  and  squadron  not  part  of  a 
battalion.  For  brigade  headquarters  in  brigades  covering  a  terri- 
tory of  more  than  ten  counties,  five  hundred  dollars  additional  shall 
be  allowed.  The  funds  thus  allowed  shall  only  be  expended  by  the 
respective  commanding  officers  on  the  approval  of  the  Adjutant- 
General. 

§  126.  Allowances  for  military  orgnizations;  militarj  fund. — On 
the  certificate  of  the  Adjutant-General,  the  Comptroller  shall  like- 
wise annually  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  each 
county  treasurer  specified  in  such  certificate,  for  the  organization 
of  the  National  Guard  mentioned  therein  as  follows:  Fifteen  hun- 
dred dollars  for  each  battery  of  light  artillery  and  each  troop,  one 
thousand  dollars  for  each  signal  corps,  to  be  expended  for  mounted 
drills  and  parades,  including  the  annual  inspection  and  muster  re- 
quired by  this  chapter;  two  hundned  and  fifty  dollars  for  each  sepa- 
rate company;  and  for  each  regiment,  battalion  not  a  part  of  a  regi- 
ment, separate  troop^  separate  battery,  separate  company  and  signal 
corps  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  other  necessary  military  ex- 
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penses,  a  sum  eqnal  to  eight  doUare  for  each  of  its  enlisted  men 
present  for  daty,  based  upon  the  percentage  present  for  duty  for 
the  year  at  the  five  compulsory  parades  req>uired  in  this  chapter, 
and  which  percentage  shall  be  certified  to  by  the  Inspector-General, 
which  sums,  together  with  the  fines  and  penalties  collected  from  de- 
linquent ofScers  and  enlisted  men,  shall  constitute  the  militaiy 
fund  of  such  regiment,  battalion  not  a  part  of  a  regiment,  separate 
troofp,  separate  battery,  separate  company  or  ognal  corps. 

§  170.  BupervisorB  to  furnish  armory. — ^Whenever  It  shall  ap- 
pear by  the  certificate  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment,  or 
battalion  not  a  part  of  a  regiment,  to  which  any  troop^  battery  or 
compeiiy,  organized  or  existing  under  the  provisions  of  this  chap- 
ter belongs,  or  in  the  case  of  a  mgnal  corps,  separate  troop,  battery 
or  company,  by  the  certificate  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  bri- 
gade or  division  to  which  it  is  attached,  together  with  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  Adjutant-General  that  such  signal  corps,  troop,  bat- 
tery^ or  comimny,  has  at  least  the  minimum  number  of  enlisted  men 
estaiblished  by  this  chapter,  who  can  legally  be  required  to  perform 
the  duties  prescribed  thereby,  the  supervisors  of  the  county  in 
which  such  signal  corps,  troop,  battery  or  company  Is  located  shall, 
upon  the  demand  of  the  commanding  officer  of  such  signal  corps, 
troop,  battery  or  comx>any,  approved  by  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  battalion,  regiment,  brigade  or  division  to  which  it  belongs  or 
is  attached,  as  the  case  may  be,  erect  or  rent  within  the  bounds  of 
such  county  for  the  use  of  such  signal  corps,  troop,  battery  or  com- 
pany, a  suitable  and  convenient  armory,  drill-room,  and  place  of  de- 
posit to  be  approved  as  to  sanitability  and  convenience  by  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  brigade  to  which  the  organization  demanding 
•  such  armory  is  attached,  for  the  safe-keeping  of  the  arms,  equip- 
ments, accoutrements,  uniforms  and  other  military  property  fur- 
nished under  theproTisions  of  this  chapter.  The  erection,  repairs  and 
alterations  of  all  armory  buildings  erected  or  rented  at  the  expense 
of  a  county  shall  be  done  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the 
Inspector-General  and  an  architect  to  be  designated  by  the  board  of 
flupervisors  of  the  county.  When  the  boundaries  of  a  city  and 
county  are  coterminous  the  duties  hereby  prescribed  for  the  board 
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of  flopervisons  shall  be  performed  by  the  bocurd  exercising  the  legis- 
lative power  of  said  city  and  county.  This  section  shall  not  apply 
to  the  city  and  county  of  New  York. 

§  173.  Sjwcial  provisions  as  to  armories  in  New  York  dty. —  In 
the  cKy  and  county  of  New  York  the  demands  of  oomflnanding  offi- 
cere  of  regiments,  battalions,  batteries  or  troope,  for  sui>table  ar- 
miories,  or  for  alterations^  reipairs  or  enlargements  and  furnishing 
of  armories  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  made  to  a  board 
hereby  created,  consisting  of  the  mayor,  the  two  senior  ranking  offi- 
cers in  command  of  troops  of  the  National  Guard  in  such  city  and 
county,  the  president  of  the  department  of  taxes  and  assessment 
and  the  commissioner  of  public  works,  who  shall  consider  sudh  ap- 
plications, and'  if  they  approve,  shall  make  their  recommendations 
to  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund,  who,  if  they  concur  in  such 
reconsmendations^  shall  specify  the  isuma  td  be  appropriated  for  such 
purchases,  erection,  rental,  enlargement,  alteration,  repairing  or 
furnishing  of  armories,  ineluding  suitable  accommodations  for 
divi^on  and  brigade  headquarters,  which  sum  shall  be  inserted  by 
the  comtptroller  in  his  departmental  estimates;  and<  the  board  of 
estimate  and  apportionment  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  'to 
include  such  sums  in  the  final  estimate  for  the  tax  levy  for  the  next 
ensuing  year;  or  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  may,  from 
time  to  time,  in  their  discretion,  direct  the  comptroller  odf  the  city 
to  issue  bonds  or  stocks  of  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of 
the  <!ifty  of  New  York,  redeemable  in  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  twenty  years  from  the  date  of  iissue,  in  such  amounts  as  shall 
be  necessary  to  provide  such  sums  or  any  part  thereof,  and  the 
mayor  and  comptroller  of  the  city  are  hereby  authorized'  to  sign  such 
bonds,  wfhich  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  three  per 
centum  per  annum,  and  shall  not  be  disposed  of  at  less  than  the  par 
value  thereof^  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  common 
council  of  the  city  to  countersign  the  same  and  to  affix  the  seal  of  the 
dty  thereto,  and  the  proper  authorities  of  the  city  and!  county  of 
New  York  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  raised 
upon  the  property,  subject  to  taxation  in  the  dty  and  county  of 
New  York,  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  required  to  pay  the  in- 
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terest  on  such  bonds  and  redeem  them  at  maturity.  Hie  IStle  to 
any  property,  acquired  under  thte  section  through,  the  apppoTal  of 
the  comonissioners  of  the  sinking  fund,  shall  be  vested  in  the  mayor, 
aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  New  York.  All  armory 
buildings  in  such  dty  shall  be  erected  and  all  alteratiaos,  repairing, 
enlargementis  and  furnishing  thereof  shall  be  made  and  done  uitder 
the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  board  created  by  this  section, 
but  all  work  which  it  is  necessary  to  do,  and  all  materials  which  it 
is  necessary  topurchase  in  and  for  such  erection, alterations,  repairs, 
enlargements  and  furnishings,  shall  be  done  and  procured  under 
contract  made  at  public  letting,  pursuant  to  the  general  provisions 
of  law  as  to  public  contracts  in  the  city  of  New  York.  The  comp 
troller  is  authorized  and  required'  to  pay,  on  the  requisition  of  such 
board,  the  amount  certified,  from  time  i?o  time,  to  be  due,  in  sudi 
manner  as  he  shall  direct,  and  the  amount  appropriated  shall  not 
be  exceeded  in  incurring  exi)enditures  under  this  provision;  such 
oommisffloners  of  the  sinking  fund  may  also,  in  their  discretion,  ap- 
propriate any  plot  or  plots  of  land  belonging  to  the  city  and  not 
already  appropriated  to  some  other  public  use,  as  locations  on 
which  armory  buildings  may  be  erected.  All  repairs  to  armories 
in  the  city  of  New  York  shall  be  made  by  said  dty  and  all  the  uten- 
sils, materials  and  supplies  certified  by  the  auditing  board  of  an 
organization  quartered  therein  to  be  nec«^&ary  for  the  cleaning, 
care  and  preservation  of  the  portion  of  the  armory  used  or  occupied 
by  said  organization  or  of  the  arms,  uniforms,  equipments  and  furni- 
ture used  or  kept  by  said  organization  in  such  armory  shall  be  sup- 
plied by  said  city,  and  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  of 
said  dty  shall  annually  include  im  the  final  estimate  for  the  tax 
levy  for  the  next  ensuing  year  such  an  amount  of  money  as  may  be 
required  to  make  such  repairs  and  furnish  such  supplies. 

§  176.  Control  of  armories. —  Every  armory  shall  be  under  the 
control  and  charge  of  the  ranking  line  officer  commanding  an  or- 
ganization therdn  quartered.  Commanding  officers  shall  deport 
in  the  armories  provided  for  thdr  organizations  all  military  prop- 
erty recdved  by  them  from  time  to  time  for  the  use  of  thdr  respec- 
tive oommands.    The  chiefs  of  the  general  staff  departments  of  the 
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State,  and  division  and  brigade  commanders  and  their  respective 
staff  officers  shall  at  all  times  have  aooess  to  suxih  armory  whenever, 
in  their  judgment,  the  exigency  of  the  service  may  require  it.  On 
the  application  of  one  or  more  posts  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Be- 
public,  or  other  veteram'  organiasatione  of  honorably  discharged 
union  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  of  the  late  war,  approved  by  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  brigade  in  the  National  Guard  in  whose 
jurisdiction  armories,  the  property  of  the  State,  are  located,  and  the 
officer  in  charge  of  such  armory,  subject  also  to  the  approval  of  the 
Adjutant-General  and  under  such  restrictions  as  he  may  prescribe, 
the  officer  in  charge  of  any  State  armory  designated  by  the  Adju- 
tant-General shall  provide  a  proper  and  convenient  meeting  room  or 
rooms  in  «uoh  armory  where  such  posts  or  other  veteran  organiza- 
tional may  hold  regular  and  special  meetings,  without  the  payment 
of  any  exi)ense  therefor. 

§  177.  Armorers,  janitors  and  engineers. —  There!  shall  be  allowed 
for  eaoh  armory  and  for  the  headquarters  of  each  brigade  one  ar- 
morer, and  if  the  armory  be  heated  by  ©team  one  engineer,  and  an 
aasistanit  engineer,  if  the  commanding  officer  of  the  brigade  within 
whose  district  such  armory  is  located,  and  the  officer  in  charge  of 
su(?h  armory  shall  certify  to  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  county  in 
which  such  armory  is  located  that  the  services  of  an  assistant  en- 
gineer are  necessary;  there  shall  al»o  be  allowed  for  an  armory 
occupied  by  a  regiment,  by  a  battalion  not  part  of  a  regiment,  by  a 
battery  of  light  artillery,  by  a  troop,  by  a  signal  coi*ps,  or  by  two  or 
more  separate  batteries  or  companies,  one  janitor;  and  the  armorer, 
the  engineer  and  the  janitor  thus  authorized  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  ranking  officer  of  the  organization  or  organizations  quartered  in 
the  armory.  Where  a  signal  corps,  troop,  battery  of  light  artillery, 
or  the  'headquarters  of  a  brigade  occupies  a  portion  of  an  armory, 
such  Bignal  corps,  troop  or  battery  of  light  artillery  shall  also  be 
entitled  to  an  armorer  and  a  janitor,  and  such  signal  corps  or  brig- 
ade headquarters  shall  also  be  entitled  to  an  armorer,  who  shall  be 
appointed  by  its  respective  commanding  officer,  and  such  headquar- 
ters and  quarters  shall  be  considered  an  independent  armory,  upon 
the  approval  and  certificate  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  brigade 
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within  wboee  district  Buoli  armory  is  located.    The  armorer  shall, 
under  the  direction  of  the  officer  appointing  him,  ttake  charge  of  the 
armory,  arsenal  and  place  of  deposit  of  the  regiment,  battalion, 
troop,  battery,  ooflnjpany,  signal  corps  and  ibrigade  headqaarters, 
and  of  all  uniforms,  arms,  equipments,  and  other  ^nyperty  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  therein  deposited,  and  discharge 
all  duties  connected  therewith  as  shall  be  from  time  to  time  pre- 
0cri4>ed  by  such  commanding  officer.    Tthe  special  duty  of  the  en- 
gineer and  assistant  engineer  shall  be  to  take  charge  of  the  heating 
apparatus,  and  the  janitor  shall  take  charge  of  the  armory,  the 
deanJinesB  thereof  and  of  the  furniture,  fixtures  and  property 
tberebu 

§  178.  Lalborers. —  To  provide  for  the  proper  care  and  cleanliness 
of  armories  and  arsenals,  and  of  the  property  therein  deposited,  the 
commaniding  officer  of  a  regiment,  battalion  not  part  of  a  regiment; 
troop,  battery,  company,  signal  corps  or  brigade,  or  the  ranking 
commanding  officer,  where  two  or  more  separate  batteries  or  com- 
panies are  quartered  in  an  armory,  may  appoint  laborers  as  follows: 
For  armories  or  arsenals  having  ten  thousand'  square  feet  of  floor 
surface,  one  laborer;  where  the  floor  surface  exceeds  twenty  thou- 
sand square  feet^  two  laborers;  and  for  each  twenty  thousand 
square  feet  in  excess  of  twenty  thousand,  an  additional  laborer; 
8u<ih  oomputation  of  square  feet  to  include  all  drill  rooms,  adminis- 
tration and  meeting  rooms,  drill  sheds,  hallways,  rifle  range  and 
lavatories,  but  exclucHng  such  cellar  rooms,  iboiler  rooms  and  store- 
rooms as  are  not  included  in  the  foregoing  classification,  and  ex- 
cluding armorers'  and  janitors'  quarters.  Before  any  such  ap- 
pointment is  made,  the  necessity  for  the  employment  of  such 
laborer  or  laborers  shall  be  certified  by  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  brigade,  and  su-dh  certificate  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  disbursing  officer  of  the  county  in  wliich  the  armory  is  situated. 
A  certifi'cate  of  the  number  of  feet  of  floor  surface  of  each  armory 
in  which  laiborers  are  appointed  rfhall  be  made  by  the  engineer  of 
the  brigade  and  approved  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  brigade 
within  whose  district  such  armory  is  located,  and  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  county  in  which  the  armory  is 
located. 
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§  179.  Compensation  of  employes  in  armories. —  The  penson-s  ap- 
pointed under  the  provision  of  the  two  preceding  sections  shall 
receive  eomx>ensatiQ(n  for  the  timie  actually  and  neoessarily  em- 
ployed in  their  duties,  to  be  fix-^d  'by  the  commanding  officer  ap- 
pointing stf ch  persons,  as  follows :  When  employed  in  armories  or 
arsenal's  located  in  tcities,  armorers,  janitors  and  engineers  not  to 
exceed  four  do^llarfi  per  day,  unlesis  the  city  has  a  population  Oif 
les»  thaoi  itwo  hundred  thousand,  in  which  case  such  compensation 
shall  not-exoeed  three  dollars  per  day,  and  two  dollars  per  day 
in  armories  not  located  in  cities;  la)borers  not  to  exceed  two  dollars 
per  day,  whi<5h  compensation,  as  certified'  to  by  the  commanding 
officer  appointing  -such  persons,  under  the  provisions  of  the  two 
preceding  sections,  ^hall  be  paid  semi-mon*hly  upon  the  certificate 
of  suich  offisoer,  and  shall  be  a  county  charge  upon  the  county  in 
which  such  armory  or  arsenal  i«  situated,  and  sihall  be  levied, 
collected  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  other  county  charges 
are  levied,  collected  and  paid.  A  commissioned  officer  shall  not 
be  eligible  for  appointment  to,  and  shall  jiot  hold  the  position  of, 
armorer,  janitor,  engineer  or  laborer  in  any  arsenal  or  armory. 

§  280.  Enrollment  of  reserve  Naval  Militia. — ^When  in  conform- 
ity with  article  one  of  this  chapter,  an  enrollment  of  persons  sub- 
ject to  military  duty  shall  be  made,  there  shall  be  separately  en- 
rolled and  designated  as  Naval  Militia  in  such  districts  as  the 
Commander-in-Chief  may  designate,  all  seafaring  men  of  whatever 
calliog  or  occupation,  and  all  men  engaged  in  navigation  of  the 
rivers,  lakes  and  other  waters;  all  persons  engaged  in  the  construc- 
tion and  management  of  ships  and  crafts,  or  any  part  thereof, 
uxH)n  such  wa;ters,  together  with  ship  owners  and  their  employes, 
yacht  owners,  members  of  yacht  clubs  and  all  other  associations 
for  aquatic  pursuits,  and  all  ex-officers  and  former  enli-sted  men 
of  the  United  States  navy  and  of  the  Naval  Militia  of  this  State. 

§  283.  Staff  officers. —  The  captain  ^all  have  power  to  nominate 
a  -staff  to  consist  of  a  lohaplainy  aa  ordnanoe  officer,  an  engineer, 
a  paymaster,  a  Burgeon,  a  signal  officer  and  an  aide,  each  of  the 
grade  of  lieutenant.  The  •commanding  offi/cer  of  each  battalion 
shall  have  power  to  nominate  a  staff  to  consist  of  a  payma»sfter,  an 
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engineer  and  a  snrgeon,  each  of  the  grade  of  lieutenant^  an  assistant 
surgeon  and  a  signal  officer,  each  of  the  grade  of  lieutenant  junior 
grade,  and  an  asMsrtant  paymaster  of  the  grade  of  ensign. 

§  284.  Election  of  officers  and  appointment  of  petty  officers,— 
The  captain  may  be  appointed  by  the  Oommander-in-Ohief,  or  with 
the  approval  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  may  be  chosen  by  the  com- 
missioned line  officers  of  the  Naval  Militia; commanders,  lieutenaBt- 
commantders  and  lieutenauts  to  act  as  naviga'tors,  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  commissiioned  officers  of  their  respective  ibattalions;  lieu- 
tentants,  lieutenants  junior  grade,  and  ensigns,  shall  be  <4i06en  bj 
the  officers  and*  enlisted  men  of  their  respective  divisions.  Petty 
officens  shall  be  nominated,  appointed  and  examined,  and  if  found 
quaHfied,  warranted  in  like  manner  as  non-commissioned  officers 
in  the  National  Guard.  The  time  and  place  of  holding  elections 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  captain,  if  there  be  one;  if  not,  by  the  Com- 
mander-in-Ohief,  where  the  offitjes  to  be  filled  are  captain,  comman- 
der, lieutenant-commander  and  lieutenant  to  «act  as  navigator;  bj 
the  commianding  officer*  of  ea<ch  battalion  for  the  offiees  in  the 
divisione  of  his  command,  and  by  the  eajytain,  if  there  be  one, 
otherwise  toy  thei  Commander-in-Chief,  for  offiicerw  in  divisions  not 
a  part  of  a  battalion.  The  officer  fixing  »flie  time  of  the  election 
shall  caufie  written  or  printeid  notices  thereof  to  be  served,  on  those 
entitled  to  vote  thereat,  at  least  five  days  prior  to  the  time  fixed  for 
holding  the  same. 

II.  Chapter  883,  Laws  of  1896,  divides  M.  0.  177  into  three  sec- 
tions numbered  177,  178  and  179,  and  c:hanges  the  number  of  the 
sectito  heretofore  known  afi  178  to  181. 

III.  By  the  aame  law  there  are  added  to  the  Military  Code  new 
seotion^  as  follows: 

§  19.  Hospital  corps. —  The  Commander-in-Chief  may,  in  his  dis- 
cretion, organize  hoiapital  corps,  to  be  composed  of  men  especiallj 
eiilisted  for  said  corps,  or  enlisted  men  who  may,  with  hie  consent, 
be  transferred  to  said  corps  upon  the  request  off  the  senior  medical 
officer,  and  the  approval  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  organi- 
zation in  which  such  men  are  enlisted'.  The  hospital  corps  shall 
consist  of  twelve  men  for  each  regiment,  eight  for  each  squadron 
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and  each  battalion  not  part  of  a  regiment,  and  two  for  each  sepa- 
rate troop,  battery,  <iompany  or  signal  corps,  and  shall  be,  in  addi* 
tion  to  the  strength  provided  by  section  fifteen  of  this  act.  The 
commanding  officer  ol  an  organization  to  which  a  liospital  corps 
is  atta<:)hieid,  may  appoint  and  warrant  from  the  mem»bers  thereof, 
corporate  at  the  rate  of  one  for  each  litter  isquad  of  four  men. 

§  132.  Pay  and  care  when  injured  or  disabled  in  service. — A 
member  of  the  National  Guard  who  shall,  when  on  duty  or  assem- 
bled therefor,  in  case  of  riot,  tumult,  breach  of  the  peace,  insurrec- 
tion or  invasion,  or  whenever  ordered  by  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
or  called  in  aidf  of  the  dvil  authorities,  receive  any  injury,  or  incur 
or  contract  any  disability  or  disease,  by  reason  of  such  diuty  or 
aasemtbly  thei"efor,  whiidh  shall  temporarily  incaipaicitate  bim  from 
puirsuing  his  usual  business  or  occupation,  shall,  dluring  the  period 
of  such  incapacity,  receive  the  duty  pay  provided  by  this  chapter 
and  actu>ad  necessary  expenses  lor  care  and  medical  attendance. 
The  period  of  such  incapacity,  and  the  sum  allowed  fior  «such  ex- 
penses fifhall  be  determined  by  a  boardi  of  three  surgeons,  to  be 
appointed  upon  the  application  of  'tihe  memiber  claiming  to  be  so 
incapacitated*  by  tihe  commainding  officer  of  the  briga^  to  which 
suc4i  member  is  attached.  Sudh  'board  is  hereby  inveeted  with 
all  the  powers  of  the  examiners  and  hoArds  provided  by  section 
one  hundred  and  thirty-one  of  this  chapter.  The  sum  certified 
by  isuoh  board  to  be  doe  such  member  slhall  'be  a  charge  upon  and 
be  paid  in  the  manner  provided  by  tMs  Chapter,  by  the  county  in 
which  such  duty  was  renderedv  in  every  ca«e  where  a  county  is 
by  this  chapter  made  liable  to  pay  for  the  performance  of  military 
duty.  In  all  other  cases  isu'dh  sums  shall  ibe  paid  by  this  State,  in 
like  manner  as  other  military  accounts  are  paidL 

§  180.  Armorers  and  emiployes  for  Naval  Militia. —  Ofi  any  ves- 
sel u«ed  as  an  apnuory  of  the  Naval  Militia,  in  accordance  with 
section  two  hundred)  and  ninety-four  of  this  act,  the  ranking  com- 
manding officer  of  the  organiation  or  organizations  quartered  on 
said  vessel  shall  have  the  rigiht  to  appoint  as  many  employes  of 
the  same  classes  described  in  the  three  preceding  sections  as^  in  his 
judgment,  the  care  and  safety  of  the  vessel,  its  equipment,  arma- 
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meut  and  stores  demand,  and  to  establish  their  respective  duties, 
ratings  and  compensation,  alwaysi  provided,  however,  that  tihe 
gross  convpensation  of  such  employee  shall  not  exceed  the  amount 
per  Any  authorized  and  ^tabli^hed  by  section  one  hundred  and 
seventy-nine  of  this  chapt^'r.  The  duties  of  the  aforesaid  em- 
ployes shall  include  service  on  iboatft  which  are  under  the  command 
of  the  ranking  oflScer  of  suJch  Naval  Militia  organization. 

IV.  Paragraph  III,  General  Orders  No.  10,  A.  G.  O.,  series  1894, 
is  hereby  revoked,  as  well  a®  Paragraph  II,  S.  O.  No.  224,  series 
1895,  and  the  duty  placed  on  the  Board  of  Award  in  said  General 
Orders  will  'hereafter  be  performed  at  these  headlquarters. 

Application®  for  the  8tate  decoration  for  long  and  faithful  ser- 
vice will  be  received  at  any  time,  and!  those  received  on  or  before 
Octoiber  1st  of  :tihe  year  will  then  be  acted  upon.  Those  received 
su/bsequently  will  not  be  considered  until  the  next  October  1st.

V.  The  wearing  of  a  miniature  of  the  State  decoraftion  fo^  long 
and  faithful  -service,  when  not  in  full  dreas  uniform,  is  hereby 
authorized,  and  the  design  of  such  miniature  submitted  by  l^essrs* 
Tififany  &  Co.,  under  date  of  April  28, 1896,  is  hereby  approved. 

VL  Requisitions  for  blanks  will  hereafter  be  made  in  the  months 
of  May  and  November  of  each  year,  and  as  prescribed  in  R.  57,  58 
and  60,  and  the  quantity  (Vf  blankfi  estimaited  to  be  required  will  be 
given  in  numbers.

—  The  Nationai  Guard  shield  embroidered 
in  gold,  as  desoribed  in  R.  855,  omitting  the  eighth  and  ninth 
lines.

I.  Paragraphs  149,  150,  151, 153,  154, 155,  158,  159,  160, 162,  164, 
169, 170  and  738  of  the  Regulations,  part  I,  are  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

149.  The  hospital  oorps  of  the  State  •oonsi-sts  of  the  hospiLtal 
stewards  of  regiments,  battalions  and  squadrons,  and  the  men 
specially  enlisted  for,  or  transferred  from  companies  <to  hospital 
corps  j>f  organization®. 

150.  Ooanmanding  ofl&cfers  may  cause  to  be  enlisted  for  service  in 
their  hospital  corps,  or  -tramsferred*  to  it  from  com(panies/  men 
suitable  for  such  service,  to  the  number  of  twelve  for  a  regiment, 
of  edg'ht  for  a  battalion  or  squadron,  and  of  two  for  each  sig- 
nal corps,  separate  troop,  battery  or  separate  company  of  mfantry, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  their  senior  medical  oflScer,  and  in 
caseq  of  transfers  from  companies,  with  the  consent  of  the  imme- 
diate -commanding  officers  and  the  men  themselves. 
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151.  The  men  specially  enlisted  for  or  transferped!  from  com- 
panies totlieli'ospital  corps  will  Ibe,  in  addition  to  the  maximum  num- 
ber of  enlisted  men,  allowed  to  organizations  nndier  the  M.  G.  15, 
and  the  proper  commanding  oflScers  may  appoint  and  warramt  for 
and  of  the  hospital  corps  of  their  respective  organizations,  cor- 
porals at  the  rate  of  one  for  eaoh  litter  squad  of  tour  men. 

153.  Men  transferred  from  companies  to  the  hospital  corps  ^ill 
not  'be  returned  to  their  con^panies  except  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion or  request  of  the  medical  oflScer  in  charge  of  the  corps;  men 
apeoiail'ly  enlisted  for  the  corps  canniot  be  transferred  to  a  com- 
pany except  upon  their  own  request,  but  must  be  .ffiscfhai^ged  from 
the  service,  as  provided  for  others  in  M.  C.  86,  should  they  prove 
to  be  unfitted  for  their  duties. 

154.  The  senior  medical  officer  of  anj  organization  will  be  iu 
charge  of  the  hospital  corps  of  his  regiment,  battalion,  squadron, 
signal  corps,  separate  troop,  battery  or  separate  company  of  in- 
fantry, under  the  orders  of  his  commanding  officer. 

155.  The  medical  officer  in  charge  of  the  hosfpital  corps  of  a  regi- 
ment, baittalion  or  squadron  will  provide  for  the  mem-bers  thereof 
in  the  manner  an  adjutant  provides  for  the  non-commissioned 
staff;  on  returns,  reports,  rolls  and  descriptive  books  they  will  be 
included  in  the  field  and  staff.  The  hospital  corps  of  a  signal  corps, 
separate  troop,  battery  or  separate  company  of  infantry  will,  as  far 
as  accounting  and  providing  is  concerned,  be  treated  as  part  of 
the  organization,  and  on  muster  and  pay-rolls  their  names  will 
follow  at  the  end  olf  the  roll;  on  form  43  the  hospital  corps  shouM 
be  accounted  for  by  altering  the  heading  "  Recruits  "  or  interlining 
a  special  column. 

158.  The  medi^cal  offi'cers  of  an  organization  will,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  senior  medical  officer,  those  of  signal  corps,  separate 
troops,  batteries  and  separate  companies  of  infantry  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  respective  brigade  surgeons,  instruct  the  corporals 
and  privates  of  the  hofiipital  corps,  of  their  organization,  by  mean« 
of  lectures  and  demonstrations,  in  the  methods  of  rendering  first 
aid  to  the  sick  and  wounded;  in  the  elementary  principles  of  anat- 
omy, physiology,  hygiene  and<  therapeuti^cs;  in  the  care  and  use 
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of  hospital  and  field  appliaii<res;  in  tjhe  mode®  of  ordinary  cooking; 
and  as  litter  bearers  in  accoirdanioe  with  the  preecriibed  manual. 

159.  Atten;dan€e  ait  instrucition  and  drills  of  the  hospital  corps 
and  ceremonies  and  active  duties  of  the  command'  it  pertains  to  is 
under  M.  C.«  141,  143,  144  and  160,  comipulsory  for  the  members 
o(f  the  'Corps,  and)  those  absent  will  be  reported?  -by  the  medical 
oflSoer  in  -dharge  to  his  'commanding!  officer,  wtoo  in  turn  will  re- 
port sncli  as  have  not  been  prox>erlj  excused,  delinquenit  on  the 
return  provided  for  such  report. 

160.  At  the  close  of  the  course  of  iaatruction,  the  corporals  and 
privates  of  the  corps  <ghall  be  examined  as  to  their  profiidenicj  by  a 
board  to  'be  Appointed  for  tlhaft  purpose,  as  herein  pqH>vided. 

Coanmanding  officers  of  brigades  will,  with  tbe  approval  of  the 
Surgeon-General,  appoint  for  their  respective  commands,  boards  of 
ezamtnationi  which  <shall  consist  o^f  not  less  thaa  three  medical 
office|*s,  whose  d^uty  it  shall  be  to  examine  and  report  to  the  brigade 
commaflder  as  to  the  profidenoy  of  the  corporals  and  privates  of 
the  hospital  corps,  who  have  attended  the  prescribed  course  of 
instruction^  The  presiding  officer  of  each  aboard  gftiall  notify  the 
commanding  officers  of  the  organisations  of  his  brigaide  of  the 
dates  on  whlcSi  the  board  will  be  in  session  and  when  they  will 
examine  the  eorporaJs  and  privates  of  the  corps.  These  men 
shall  then  be  ordered  'before  the  examining  board  by  the  command- 
ing officer  of  the  regiment,  battalion,  signal  corps,  separate  troop, 
battery  or  separajte  company  of  infantry  to  which  they  belong,  and 
those  who  paiss  tbe  prescribed  examination  s>hall  remain  members 
of  the  hospital  oorpe,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  medical  officer 
in  charge,  and  subject  also  to  an  annual  examination  by  the  board 
mentiomed.  ' 

162.  At  ceremonies  the  hospkal  corps  will  take  position  six  paces 
to  the  left  and  in  continuation  of  the  line,  or  six  paces  to  the  rear 
of  the  column  of  their  regiments  or  battalions.  They  will  be  posted 
by  the  regimental  or  ibtuttaliooi  hospitaJ  stewards,  w^ho  will  then 
remain  in  ciharge  of  them  and  take  position  as  prescribed  in  the 
<)rill  regulations  for  non-commissioned  officers  in  command  of 
troops,  the  hospital  istewards  of  battalion  of  regiments  acting  as 
file  closers.    On  praotioe  or  service  marches  they  will  follow  their 
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regimenite  or  battalions  at  a  "dtetanoe  of  six  paces  under  the  chaise 
of  a  hospital  steward  and  a  medical  oflScer.  In  signaJ  c5orps,  cav- 
alry, light  artillery  and  separate  companies  of  infantry,  not  parts 
of  battalions  at  t!he  time,  the  corps  will  take  ^position  as  directed 
by  their  commanding  ofBoers.  '  • 

164.  Corporals  andl  privaites  of  the  hospital  >copps  ^all,  in  active 
service,  carry  a  canteen  of  water,  a  knife  of  approved  pattern,  and, 
except  when  serving  as  onderlies  to  medical  oflSccrs,  the  hospital 
corps  pouches  issued  to  tlhem. 

169.  When  a  member  of  the  hospital  corps  ceases  to  be  a  member 
of  a  regiment,  battalion,  signal  corps,  troop,  battery  or  sex^arate 
company  of  infantry,  he  shall  receive  from  the  Surgeon-Oeneral 
of  the  State,  upon  recommendation  of  the  medical  officer  and  the 
commanding  officer  o(f  his  organization,  as  evidence  of  his  special 
qualifi^cations  and  ability  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  corps,  a 
certificate  to  that  effect,  and  the  owner  of  any  such  certificate,  as 
evidence  of  his  continued  proficiency,  may  be  examined  at  inter- 
vals of  not  more  than  two  years,  by  the  Surgeon-General,  or  under 
has  direction,  and  the  result  of  such  examination,  if  favorable,  in- 
dorsed* upon  his  certificate. 

170.  The  medical  officer  in  charge  of  the  hospital  corps  of  his 
organizationi  will  render  a  report  of  his  command,  detailing  its 
personnel,  equipment,  instruction  and  aervifee,  on  the  last  day  of 
August  each  year  through  the  ohannelsi  to  the  Surgeon-General, 
the  brigade  surgeon  and  the  commanding  officer  of  Ms  own  organi- 
zation. 

738.  For  memhera  of  the  hospital  corps. —  A  lozenge  of  white 
cloth,  two  and  three-sixteenths  inches  by  two  and  threensixteenths 
inches,  containing  in  the  center  a  Geneva  crofc  of  red  cloth,  worn 
above  the  elbow  of  eadh  arm.  Corporals  will  wear  the  lozenge  in 
the  angle  of  the  chevrons. 

II.  Requii^tions  for  uniform-s  for  hospital  corps  men,  specially 
enlisted,  will  be  made  separately,  and  should  be  made  promptly, 
not  monthly.
